paragraphs of page 3, also the information contained on page 4 
as well as the top portion of page 5 have been reviewed in this 
letter for the purpose of directing attention to the paragraph 
marked "Note" on page 5. 


It would be extremely difficult, if not impossible, 
to carry out the procedure requested without the fullest co- 
operation of the Churches. Otherwise the only possible action 
that an Indian Superintendent can take is to accept the parent's 
statement regarding his religion and the school in which he wishes 
his child placed. 


Im paragraph 6 on page 3 and in some other places in 
the communication, there is reference to the delay in dealing 
with correspondence and making decisions. 


Religious cases cannot be settled quickly. complete 
information must be obtained from field officers, and the inter- 
change of correspondence in order to obtain the very definite 
information required, causes a considerable time leg. In addition, 
during the period about which the complaint is particularly made, 
the Education Division staff was depleted owing to resignations 
and has only been brought to full strength during the pa-et few 
weeks. As a result, it was physically impossible to give 
immediate attention to the large volume of correspondence which the 
Education Division receives daily. 


Paragraph 4 of letter of February 7, 1952, mentioned on 
page 4 presumably refers to the request of the Church of England 
for the Department to purchase the present Fort George Church 
of England Residential School and enlarge its accomodation. 

This cannot be definitely considered until the whurch of England 
ie able to produce satisfactory title to the land on which the 
present school is situated. It is our understanding that the 
Church of England is now negotiating with the Quebec yrovincial 
Government with a view to obtaining a proper title.

‘* his family is from the Stikine agency in the Province 
of Brit$sh Columbia and both parents are living. The father re- 
quested by application the admission of his children, Albert age 7, 
‘Jimmy age 12 and Paddy age 10, to the Carcross Church of England 
Residential School, On the application form the religion was not 
mentioned, but a separate statement attached to the forms read as 
follows; "I do fully understand that this is a protestant school 
and not a Roman Catholic." He made no further commitment regarding 
his religious denomination, other than the statement mentioned. 
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Superintendent Clark stated that it is his understanding 
that the family is of the Roman Catholic faith. However, Mr. Clark 
recommended the admission of the children to the Carcross School. 
The decision made in this particular instance was as follows: 
"Applicant being Roman Catholic, children should attend Roman 
Catholic school", Instructions were issued accordingly but the 
Church of England was advised that these children could remain in 
the Carcross School until the end of the academic year, namely 
June 30, 1952, and per capita grant would be allowed for them to 
that date, in order that their academic work might not suffer any 
interference. At the end of June, the Carcross School has been 
directed to return the children to their parents.

7. At the bottom of page 6 the case of "Kenneth Johnson " 
is mentioned. ‘the application for this boy was forwarded to the 
Department by Superintendent Meek. The application form stated 
that the boy's religion is Roman Catholic and no reason was given 
for wishing him admitted to the Cercross school, which is conducted 
under Church of England auspices. Consequently, Superintendent 
Meek was written in the manner mentioned in the last paragraph on 
page 6. The letter mentions that no grant is being allowed for 
him, This ia correct because the circumstances were different. 
While the correspondence regarding his admission was proceeding 
the boy was not in the school and consequently the Church of England 
was not expending any funds on his behalf. It was for this reason 
that no grant was allowed. This is a different case from the James 
children, who were in the school while the correspondence regarding 
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their admission was being considered and, of course, were being 
maintained during that period by the school. This is one of the 
cases referred to in paragraph 5. - Ns

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Re; Clyde Blackjack - The firet information that the 
Branch received regarding this boy was contained in a letter from 
Bishop coudert (R.C. Bishop of the Yukon), dated January 30, 1952. 
In this letter Bishop Coudert states thet this boy is an orphan. 
The Bishop further stated that he was well acquainted with the 
whole family - that all had joined the Catholic Church nearly 
10 years previously - that two of the other children in the femily 
had attended the Grovard (R,C.) Residential School - that the 
father had died some years previously and that the mother, together 
with four of her other children, was in the Camsell Hospital and 
as a result of the mother's condition, the Bishop stated that the 
boy Clyde was being neglected, and he therefore requested that 
Clyde be placed in the Lower Post Residential School. One sentence 
in Bishop Coudert's letter read as follows: "I was amazed to hear 
that agent Meek, far from showing any interest in the educational 
welfare of the boy, looked for every possible excuse to discourage 
the local Missionary, Father Turenne, to have the boy admitted. 
to the Lower Post School". 


In view of the information contained in Bishop Coudert's 
letter, superintendent Meek was written, on February 7th and in- 
formed of the contents of Bishop Coudert's letter. He was in- 
structed to have the boy placed in the Lower Post School, provided 
the boy was physically fit. 


Subsequently, we received a letter from superintendent 
Meek, stating that one of the boy's brothers thought he should be 
placed in the Carcross School. However, we felt thet the inform- 
ation contained in Bishop Coudert's letter, as quoted above, 
definitely indicated that the religion of this boy should be 
considered as Roman Catholic. Later, Mr. Meek forwarded to us an 
application form signed by his brother, Roddy Blackjack. This form 
stated that the boy's religion was Roman Catholic.

You will note that the action in connection with this 
boy was teken previous to Archdeacon Clough's interview with the 
mother in the Charles Camsell Indian Hospital. It is noted that 
Archdeacon Clough states that the religion of the mother is 
recorded in the Charles Camsell Indian Hospital as Roman Catholic. 
This is the second of the cases mentioned in paragraph 5.

Re preaver children mentioned at the bottom of page 9, 
the information we received regarding this family from the Indian 
Superintendent was to the effect that the family resided in the 
Meadow Lake Agency and that both parents were ljving. The applic- 
ation forms which were forwarded and approved by the Indian Agent 
stated that their religion was Roman Catholic, although the 
parents applied for their admission to the Lac la Ronge Church of 
England Xesidentieal School. The ruling given in this case was 
as foliows: "Applicant being Roman Catholic, children should 
attend Roman Catholic school." However, as the children had been 
Placed in the Lac le Ronge School without our authority and in 
order that we would not interfere with their academic year, it was 
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decided to allow them to remain in that school to the end of 

the current academic year, June 30, 1952, and pay the usual per 
capita grant for their maintenance. [nstructionw were also ¥ 
jesued to have them discharged from the Lac la Konge School at 
the end of June this year ana returned to their parents. 


At the bottom of page 9 and the top of page 10, there 
ie a reference to Anna and bora Heathen (Heather) who, it is stated, 
are members of the Church of England, but the father placed them 
in the Onion Lake R, C, Residential School. 


The applications for these children were very carefully 
considered and the ruling made was as follows; “Except if the 
mother is of the Roman Catholic faith, the children who, it is 
assumed, are of the same religion as their father, should attend 4 
protestant school". Subsequently it was ascertained that the mother 
is a Protestant and consequently instructions were issued to the 
effect that the pepertment was not prepared to approve their admis- 
sion to the onion Lake k.C, School but in order not to interfere 
with their academic work they could remain in the school until the 
end ot the current academic year, namely June 30, 1952, at which 
time they should be returned to their parents.

Recently we 
received complete information regarding these children and a memo- 
randum regarding the matter is going forward to the Deputy Minister's 


office for decision.

The information contained at the top of page 12, to the effect 
that these children are now in the Old Sun's School, is in 
accordance with instructions given from this office , that in 
order that there might be no undue interference with their 
academic work they could remain in the Old Sun's C.E, School 
to the end of the academic year, June 30, 1952, and that per 
capita grant would be allowed vld Sun's School for them.

“The father is deceased and the mother is responsible 
for her children, Mrs. Alfreda Royal has taken out a 
statutory declaration stating that she has been baptized a 
Catholic and is a member of the Roman Catholic faith. The 
mother requests the transfer of Floyd and Romana from the 
Qld sun's School to the Crowfoot School and the admission 
of Francis (who has not previously attended school) to the 
Crowfoot School". 


The decision in thie case was as follows:

In your letter you compare the average expenditure by 
the number of schools concerned. It is felt that a fairer com- 
parison is on the per capita basis. The authorized pupilage at 
the 19 Church-owned Roman Catholic Schools is 2135. The expend- 
iture for the fiscal year 1948-49 wes $42,059.01. This makes 
an average expenditure per pupil of $19.98. 


The authorized pupilage at the 6 Church-owned Church 
of England Schools is 325. The expenditure was $5,142.70. This 
makes an average expenditure per pupil of $15.82. 


I might also point out that during the fiscal year 


1948-49 (see page M-46) there was the following expenditure at 
the Church of England Schools: 


Wabesca - $111,638.36 
Carcross - 12,057.65 


$123,696.01 


There was no corresponding expenditure at any of the 
Roman Catholic Church-owned schools.

With reference to your letter of August 22nd,

The department is, of course, happy to have the Church's 
cooperation in this matter, and in future please let His Grace 
know of vacancies at villages where the missionary work is or 
has been done by the Anglican Church.

With reference to our telephone conversation this 
morning, I am forwarding herewith copies of our salary 
schedule, You will note that teachers are placed in one of 
four classifications, Grade I, Grade II, Grade III and Grade 
IV. Teachers with no certification are rated as Grade bs 
teachers with Second Class Certificates are rated as Grade IIs 
teachers with First Class Certificates are rated as Grade III, 
and specialists such as teachers, who are specially 
qualified and devote at least lf of the teaching time to 
the —— 4 which they have had special training, are classified 
as Grade IV. 


In general, the classification of Welfare Teacher 
is restricted to those schools which are located in the far 
north and where service is expected for twelve months of the 
year. Wo have very few of this classification, and I feel 
thet it would be well if those to whom you are sending this 
information were warned that the classification is given 
only under very special circumstances, and after a very careful 
review by the department of all circumstances. 


A maximum of five years of credit may be given for 
previous experience in placing teachers on the salary scale, 
except where the teacher is simply being transferred from 
one Indian school to another. However, if there is any break 
in service and the teacher has more than five years' experience, 
the teacher sta:*s as having five years of experience only, 
and is placed on the salary schedule at the sixth period. 


AS you are aware, teachers employed in day schools 


pews sane for the full academic year of ten months, may be 
Classified for superannuation purposes as Civil Servants, 


ecoce 
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providing they meet the qualifications, one of which is two 
years of satisfactory service with this department. Such a 
Classification carries with it all the benefits of the Federal 
Civil Service Superannuation scheme. Immediately on appointment, 
however, teachers contribute to the pension fund in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act which apply to Civil Servants. 

If they make application and are accepted as Civil Servants for 
the purposes of superannuation, their pension contributions are 
transferred to their credit under this scheme. If they leave 
the service before they are pensionable, all their contributions 
are returned to them. 


I think it would be well if you would tell the 
Bishops that the department welcomes the nomination of 
qualified teachers from the Churches but the actual appointment 
is made by the department. However, the department usually 
accepts the nomination, providing the teacher is qualified and 
there are no other grounds for anticipating that the appointmert 
would not be satisfactory. The department, of course, has full 
control of all teachers employed in our day schools and

dismiss a teacher without reference to the nominating authority.

I am sorry that I cannot 
acquiesce in your recommendations, except in the case of Mrs. Clare 
Pearson, whom I would gladly nominate. It seems to me that Anglican 
teachers would be forthcoming, if the need were made known. In days gone 
by, it was my custom to oall for applicants through our Cathedral Leaflet, 
and by letters to the-Clergy, and I would gladly follow this procedure in 
the future when given adequate notice of vacancies. All the Arohbishops 
and Bishops of Canada will be meeting next week in London, Ontario, and

During 1959-51 there were expenditures made 
for six Church-owned Church of England schools.

17 plus Wabasca C.E. school which became 
Government-owned in March 1952. This school was not 
listed in Public Accounts 1951 as no expenditures were 
made for repairs to and purchase of equipment for the 


Church-owned buildings at this school. 
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In his letter Canon Cook states there are 
17 Roman Catholie Chureh-owned Residential Schools. 
The Publie Accounts 1951 Page Coes 1ists 17 Roman 
Catholic Schools for which expenditures were made 
for repairs and equipment. It will be noted that 
the Fort George R.C. Sghool is not included in this 
list as no expenditures for repairs and equipment 
for this school were made during that year. There 
were actually 18 Chureh-owned Roman Catholie schools 
in operation during 1950-51. 

During 1950-51 there were expenditures made 
for six Chureh-owned Church of England schools. These 
are the five schools listed in Public Accounts 1951, 
page CeCe 17 plus Wabasca C.E. school which became 
Government-owned in March 1952. This school was not 
listed in Public Accounts 1951 as no expenditures were 


made for repairs to and purchase of equipment for the 
Church-owned buildings at this school. 
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By Order in Council P.C. 1655 dated March 21, 


1952, the Department was authorized to purchase for Indian 


school purposes the land and the Wabasca C.E. School 
buildings thereon. In March 1952 a payment of $6,170 was 
made to the Missionary Society of the Church of England in 
Canada. 

With the payment of this account the school 
became Government-owned. 

For the fiscal year 1952-53 Treasury officials 
have allowed the payment of all accounts for this school 
to be charged against Government-owned residential schools 
appropriation. Prior to April 1, 1952 expenditures for 
repairs and new equipment for this school were charged to 
Church-owned residential school appropriations. 

In 1949-50, Public Accounts 1950, page ec20 
expenditures for repairs and new equipment for this school 
were listed under the heading dealing with expenditures for 
Church-owned schools. 

During 1949-50, the Department was completing 
the construction of a dormitory block for which the expenditure 
was $90,480.10, Public Accounts 1950 page e.c.16. In 1948-49 
the Department spent $111,638.36 for this building, Public 
Accounts 1949 page M46, 

Although there is no expenditure shown under the 
heading dealing with repairs and equipment in the Public 
Accounts 1951 for the Wabasca C.E, Residential School, 
Treasury reports iniicate that $470.55 was spent for a 
watchman and vocational training teacher}; $1,133.48 repeirs 
to equipment and $52.47 for sundries. As the Public Accounts 
1951 deals with expenditures for equipment and repairs to 
buildings, the above-mentioned expenditures could not be 
ineluded under this heading. 
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Since the Wabasca C.B. School did not 
ofNMcially hecome Government-owned until 1952 this 
school was ineluded, when figures for "Expenditures 


- Residential Schools Church-owned" were prepared.

I am most grateful for your letter of pecember 5th,

best Education possible. 


I feel sure that the survey of the school problem in 
Northern Manitoba will be a great help. I should point out, that at 
the present time there is no Anglican xesidential School in Manitoba 
and the children from the territory previously covered by the McKay 
gchool and Elkhorn School are taken to prince Albert. This school has 
already five hundred children and cannot possibly take in more and 
therefore there are many Anglican Children in the northern part of the 
province who receive very little schooling at all. 


My immediate concern is the problem of the children on 
The pas Xeservation., For some years there has been the promise of a 
new Day School as the present one-room school is campletely inadequate 
for those now attending and in discussing the matter on my last visit 
there a few weeks ago, I was informed that there are about seventy-five 
children unable to attend gchool because of laak of accommodation. 
The plen, I understand, is to build a four-room school on the Reserve 
and I think that all the details in connection with this building have 
already been dealt with by the Indian Department but there has been 
no authority given to proceed with the project. 
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I expect to be in Ottawa during the last week in 
January as I have to meet with the Principal Chaplains of the 
Armed Forces.

In a separate memorandum I am recaumending the con- 
struction of a new day school on The Pas Reserve and when this building 
is completed, the number of children attending the Lac la Ronge 
Residential School will be reduced by 44. It is possible that in- 
creased day school accommodation on the other reserves mentioned above 
would reduce the number from those reserves at present attending the 
Lac la Ronge Residential School.

I have before me a letter dated May 4, 1940, written 
to me by T. R, L, MacInnes, at that time Secretary of the Indian 
Affairs Branch, in reply to our oft repeated appeal for an Indian 
Residential School in the vicinity of the Hudson Bay Railway, in 


the area between Thicket Portage and Gillam, to serve the Indians 
in the Hudson Bay district. 


In the above-mentioned letter regrets were expressed 
that owing to the then war conditions the building programme of 
the Department was almost completely suspended. The letter closes 
as follows:- 

"I desire to assure you, however, that we shall be 

glad to file Your Lordship's letter for future reference 
and carefuly review the claim of these Indians for a 
residential school when the funds at our disposal justify 
us in taking such action," 


It has recently come to our notice that an appropriation 
of $12,000,000 has been proposed for expansion of services for 
Indians, and it is understood that a considerable portion of that 
sum is intended for necessary buildings as part of the re-construction 
programme of the Government. In view of this proposed expansion 
I would plead that on behalf of the many Indians in the Hudson Bay 
area consideration be given to the provision of a Residential school 
such as would serve the cause of education for the Indian children 
in the vast area from the west shore of Hudson Bay and inland. 


My latest figures disclose the following Anglican people 
, at the centres listed: - 


Split Lake 
York Factory 
and Shammat tava

Gillam & district

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: These figures do not include the Cree Indians of the 
extensive Big Trout Lake Mission where we have approximately 
1,100 such Indians who are all members of the et ge Church, 

By accurate count there were 1.059 in the year 1939, and to that 
figure must be added the natural increase, hence our present 
estimate. The children of this area are too far away to be served 
by a sohool in the vicinity of the Hudson Bay Railway, as they are 
also too far away from the Residential School at Sioux Lookout. 


It is difficult to secure accurate figures of the number 
of children of school age in the area covered PY the afore-noted 
figures, but our estimate is that there are fully 500 such. By 
exact count there are at York Factory and ghammattawa alone a 
total of 134 children of school age for whom no education is 
available. We have a Day Sohool at York Factory, but for the past 
three years it has not been possible,in spite of much effort, to 
gecure a teacher, owing to the remote location and the general 
shortage of teachers. A preres Faries who has been missionary 
in charge at York Fact i ho has intimate knowledge of the 
whole area herein ment onea, has been with me at Kenore for three 
days. I have conferred with him with reference to the above figures, 
and the need for educational advance. 


We have been quite aware of the difficulties during the 
years of war, for we too have shared in them. For many years we 
of the Church of England have ministered to the loyal and devoted 
native peoples of the north, where for the Crees and Chipewyan 
Indians very limited educational facilities have been provided, 
particularly since the loss by fire of the Indian Residential 
Sohool at The Pxs in the year 1933.

Thank you for vour letter of December 4th enclosing conv 
of letter written to The Primate under date of November 29th, 


You also enclosed a copy of a letter dated May 6, 1940, 
which was written to me definitely under the date of May 4, 1940, 
the original being in my files; the same being identical with the 
copy you sent. 


In your letter to The Primate you state, with reference 
to the Mackay Indian Residential School which was destroyed by 
fire in March 1933, as follows: "We have no record of the Depart- 
ment having made any commitment in this regard." Under date of 
November 22, 1945, in reply to my letter of Nov. 16, 1945, and in 
the last paragraph thereof there appears to be some measure of 
commitment, and I am therefore enclosing a copy of such letters 
for your information; which I have kept on my live file in the 
hope that definite action would be taken to provide a residential 
school for our Indian children in the Hudson Bay, York Factory, 
Split Lake, Gillam area, A number of our children are now 
recruited for the School at Prince Albert, which is unreasonably 
distant, and has a serious effect upon the family life of our 
indian people. I trust that the survey, which it is proposed 
shall be made, will take into consideration this problem of the 
removal of our children for the greater part of the year to such 
a distance as deprives them of any contact with their home and 
parents,

Keach year the Indien School Administration of our tissionary 
Society has found it inereasingly difficult to staff, with satisfactory 
teachers, the classrooms in its residential schools, One of the 
mein difficulties is thet the Administration is unable to offer to 
teachers a selary even approximating that offered by Municipal 
School Boards, and by Indian Affairs Brench, Educational Division. 


The per capita erents, as they now exist, are not sufficiently 
larve to allow any further increase in any residential school 
staf? category. 


It must be stated also that our greatest competitor for 
the services of teachers interested in Indian pupils is Indian 
Affairs Branch itself, ith ite system of clessroom inspectors 
and its ability to pay high salariss for teachers, Indian Affairs 
has been able to entice away from our classrooms a enodly number 
of former residential school classroom versonnel, 


Another factor involved is in the field of superannuation 
benefits, The Shure? has been unable, on financial grounds, to 
establish a staff workers’ pension plan. Neither are the years 
of service of a teacher in a residential school classroom 
recognized by Provinoial Teachers’ Organizations. These two 
factors militate strongly against our success in gaining the 
services of competent teachers, 


At Alert Hay, the Mohawk Institute, and Moose Factory the 
plan of having Indfen Affairs Branch find and pay the classroom 
workers has worked out very well indeed - to the satisfaction

With regard *o the school conducted by the Methe 
odists at the Caughnawaza Reserve called the Caughnawaga 
Mission, I beg to say that the Department has hitherto core 
tributed $125.00 towards the teacher's salary, but in this 
year's Estimates a sum of $250.00 is voted for this pur- 
pose. The enrolment at this school for last year was 42 
with an average attendance of L5e 

There are two other schools on the Caughnawaga 
Reserve under the auspices of the Roman Catholics, one for 
boys and the otner for girls: the boys' school having an 
enrolment of 117 last year with an average attendance of 
40. Tne Principal of the boys' school was paid $450.00 
and his Assistant $200.00. The girls' school had an en- 


rolment 
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enrolment of 79 for last year with an average of 44. 
$200.00 was paid to tne Principal and $200.00to her As- 
sistant. The salaries of both these teachers have been 
increased this vear by $50.90. 

With recara tO the two Oka Schools and the Mis- 
sion School at Caughnawaga I may say that these schools 
are managed entirely by the Methodists.

maintain such an instution. 

I also brought before you and the Superintendent General the 
question of expense in bringing in pupils to the Red Deer Institute. 
Yhen this question was referred to the Department in connection with 
the Brandon Institute, it was decided that the expense of bringing in 
the pupils would be met by the Department, and their expense home 
azain by the Institute.

grant to continue thetr education, Jackson fe sending his boy to 
@ Oatholic College and is paying his tuition himself. Third: 
Indian pupils have been assisted in obtaining a higher education 
than our schoole afford by the tribe or band to which they belong 
as in the instance of Mr. Green, lately of this nepartment, who 
was allowed $50.00 a year while attending MoG211 by the Six Nations 
tribe and $50.00 which was contributed by the New England Company 
to complete his atudies. Other Indian boya have been aesiated by 
way of a loan duth ¢ he Department has hitherto made no contri- 
Wution @ifright for this purpose. 

I am of opinion that it would be an incentive to Indian 
pupils if a limited mumber of scholarships were provided by the 
Department tenable, say, for three years.

The custom 
in vogue in white schools is to bestow them upon the most success- 
ful pupile after competitive examinations.

The new buildings for the various purposes as above 
mentioned are urgently needed to meet the requirements and come 
plete the equipment at these residential schools. 


At the Mount Elgin Industrial School there are no 
facilities for the boye in the way of reoréation or gymmaeium 
and during winter weather a mitable place for this purpose is 
urgently needed. 


@ workehop is also needed where the boys can learn 
carpentering and blackemithing, eto., and where repairs can be 
made to the farm equipment,etc. A number of general repairs 
are aleo needed to the existing buildings. 


At, the Norway House Boarding School there are no

facilities for the storing of their crops or for the etabling 
of stock and a new barn, root house and stable are required. 
A workehep is aleo needed where the boys can be taugnt car- 
pentry. Dleackemithing and wherein all needed repairs to the 
‘arm machinery and other repairs generally can be made, There 
are no outbuildings at present at thie school. 


At the Brandon Industrial School a residence 
for the carpenter inetructor is required as there is no accom 
medation for one. An ice house for the storage of the season's 
supply of ice and a refrigerator for the proper-care of meat 
and other perishable supplies is urgently needed, There is 
no accommodation for the storing of fuel and a new coal shed 
de required for this purpose. They have a large farm at thie x 
school and a large number of stock and a silo is required to 
store the ensilage for the winter's feed for the stock. 


At the Coqualeetsa Institute it is intended to 
erect a building for the teaching of domestic science and to 
dnelude a class-room. The older girls will live in residence 
in thie building under the care of a competent matron and 
teacher and will be taught all branches of domestic science 


and general housekeep . Aworkshop is also required for 
the teaching of trades for the boys and to provide equipment 
for the making of needed repéire to farm machinery, etc. 
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New Day Scheol buildings are required at Oxford 
House and Croes Lake. There is a large number of children at 
these rete and the work at present is being carried on in 
log buildings which are inadequate for the purpose. 


The present facilities at Chemong are quite in- 
adequate. The present building will require to be remodelled 
and enlarged to provide the necessary accommodation for carry- 
ing on the educational work at that point.

During the Reve Mt’. Ferrier’s recent visit to 
the Department I went carefully over with him the salary 
schedule for the teachers in tho Methodist Indian day 
schools. The attached list shows the salary in each 
case, The only increases are as follows,— Rossville 
from $600.60 to $650.00; Morley from $600.00 to $750.00; 
Oape Mudge from $600.00 to $650.00; Port Simpson, teacher 
fray $800.00 to 4900.00, assistant teacher from $600, 00 
to $650.00; acidegato, teacher from $720.00 to $900.00, 
and Batla Bella from %600.00 to $650.00. Mr. Ferrier 
paqusted these increases on account of having obtained 
new teachers with higher qualifications. 
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I submit this list for your approval, and would 
beg to request that the salary as stated be provided in 
each case from September lst, last, the date on which the 
schools re-opened after the sumer holidays and the new 
teachers began duties.

In a conversation with Mr. Russell 
Ferrier, of the Department of Indian Affairs, the matter 
of advances on account of grants to the Indian Institutes 
under the control of the Methodist Missionary Society was 
mentioned.

We hope that this 
policy will be continued, as it will avoid the necessity 
at certain times of the year, when our receipts from the 
churches are very meagre, of our borrowing money from the 
Bank, for which, of course, we are obliged to pay interest. 


I note that the advances to which I have referred 
as having been paid in March came to hand toward the end 
of the quarter. If they were paid nearer the beginning of 
the quarter, it would save us any outlay for interest on 
borrowed money.

There are many children in this 


part of British Columbie and our small schools at Port 


Simpson and Kitemat are wholly {nadequate to meet the needs. 


A dam to conserve and insure domestic water supply 


for the Port Simpson School is urgently required. I pelieve 


an appropriation of $1,000 will meet the expenses in this 


connection.

The Principal has given a very extended list of 
needs. I might indicate a dwelling house for the farm 
instructor, sufficient cement to extend the front concrete 
fence to the full length of the main building, a hog pen 
and hen house, playground equipment ($300), covered play- 
sheds on account of the rainy season, also greenhouse, 
gymnasium, general repairs to the vrincipal's residence 
and some smaller items.

A new Generator for the Blectric Plant is required.

The Steam Plumbing is in need of general refitting 
inasmuch as the pipe is rusted out in many places. 


Lumber is needed for the horse stalls and walls of 
cold storage plant.

As you have kindly intimated your willingness to meet 
Senator Macdonald and the undersigned to confer in regard to mat- 
ters affecting Indian Schools, é&c, 1 beg to submit for your infor- 


mation the following memorandum of points that we would like to 
have considered: 


I+ INDIAN SCHOOLS AND WISSION PREVISES IN ONTARIQ. 


On the 2nd April, 1883, I sent a conmunication in reply to two 
letters received from the Department in which I set forth our views 
in regard to the Industrial Institution at Muncey, and also in re- 
gard to our ordinary Indian Schools. If the Superintendent General 
will kindly refer to that communication he will be in possession of 
the points we wish to present, so far as schools in Ontario are 
concerned. 

In regard to sites for Mission premises on the different Re- 
serves, we have frequently a good deal of trouble with the Indians, 
growing out of the fact that we have no legal or formal claim to 
any particular quantity of land. sooner or later some grievance is 
sure to crop up, and some Indian will complain that we are occupy- 
ing more ground than we are entitled to. We desire very much that 
this unsatisfactory condition of affairs should be ended, and we 
ask, therefore, that on all Reserves on which we have established 
missions there should be a distinct understanding reached between 
the Missionary Society, the resident Indian Agent and the Indien 
Department, in which the amount of land to be occupied for mission 
purpose should be clearly defined. Secondly, that the Department 
should give us a title of occupation (so long as we continue our 
mission work), protecting us alike from complaints of individual 
Indians, and also from trespass either by individuals or by the 
Band. This last request is owing to the fact that in some cases,- 
Cape Croker, for example,- the Indians have erected some of their 
own buildings upon land that was set apart for the use of the mis- 
sion. Thirdly, if for any reason we should deem it expedient to 
withdraw from any particular Reserve, we desire either that the 
Department will take our buildings at a price to be fixed by arbi- 
tration, or else that we shall have a right to sell the buildings 
to any other purchaser who may offer to buy them. 


II. SCHOOLS, &C, IN THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES. 


In regard to ordinary Indian Schools in the Northwest I beg to 
refer the Superintendent General to a conmunication of mine dated 
July 30th, 1883, in which the various points are presented in de- 
tail. 

Por the efficient carrying out of educational work among the 
Indians, we think it most important that provision should be made 
for Boarding Schools, and also for Industrial Institutions, where 
the children can be kept for a series of years away from the influ- 
ences which surround them on the Reserves, and we call especial at- 
tention to the needs of the Indians in the following locations: 
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lst, Lake Winnipeg. por more than forty years we have been carry- 
ing on @ducational and missionary work among the Rands around this 
lak@, and to the north and east; but nothing has yet been done tow- 
4rd supplying either a boarding school or an industrial institution. 
We think that the work we have done among the Indians of that re- 
gion entitles us to the consideration of the Government. 2ndly, 
Battle River. At the last session of Parliament the sum of $10,000 
was voted for an Industrial Institwtion at Battle River, but so far 
as we are informed nothing futher has been done. The amount voted 
is entirely inadequate for an efficient institution, and is in sug- 
gestive contrast with the enounts expended on the institutions 
Placed in charge of other religious bodies. Srdly, the Morley Re- 
serve. The Superintendent General is doubtless aware that an Or- 
phanage and Training School have been éstablished by the Missionary 
Society. Repeated applications have been made to the Government 
for buildings and a grant towards maintenance. Hitherto the first 
Part of th® request has been refused, while in regard to the second 
en annual grant of $700 has been made for the past two years, and 
recently a communication from the Department stated that Parliament 
would be asked during the present session to grant an amount equal 
to $60 for each pupil in the institution. There aré very strong 
reasons why this institution should be enlarged in its scope, and 
made similar to those at Battleford, High River, Indian Head and 
@’ Appelle, and th® reasons which have led the Government to give 
such liberal support to these latter institutions apply with equal 
if not greater force in the case of Worley. 

In regard to sites for mission premises our request is that in 
all cases they be excluded from the Reserves, so that we may obtain 
an absolute title to the property. 
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Illy. SCHOOLS IN BRITISH CoLUMBIA.- 


What has been said about schools in the Northwest territories 
will apply, to some extent at least, to schools in British Colum- 
bia; but in regard to Industrial or Roarding Schools I would say 
that we regard an institution of the kind, located in the neighbor- 
hood of Chilliwhack in the valley of the Fraser, an urgent necessi- 
ty. It has been rumored that the Government have in contemplation 
the establishment of two institutions, one on Vancouver Island and 
the other on the mainland, but that the latter is not bo be located 
in the valley of the Fraser. I sincerely hope that this will not 
be the final decision of the Department, and that in the establish- 
ment and management of these schools, the work which has been done 
among the Indians by our Missionary Society will receive practical 
recognition. In this connection we beg to call attention to the 
needs of the Indians in the northern part of the province, where 
nothing has been done by the Government in the way of education, 
except in certain small grants made to particular mission schools. 
It is of great importance that some more advanced work be done in 
that region, especially on the line of industrial pursuits. In 
this connection 1 beg to mention the case of the Indian Girls’ - Home 
#t Port Simpson, which hes hitherto been supported exclusively by 
the voluntary gifts of Christian people. I think this institution 
is fairly entitled to consideration by the Government, and I hope 
“4 w on, the nature of the enterprise is understood, a grant will 

towards its maintenance.

It is well known to the Government that the Methodist Church 
has always.taken a deep interest in the welfare of the Indians of this 
qe MDoninion, as shown by its large annual expenditure on mission work 
” among them. It has been glad to co-operate with the Government in pro= . 
moting the Bducation of Indian youth, and is in hearty sympathy with — ei 
the. policy of gathering Indians boys and girls into Boarding Schools _ 
and meerietes t ipehenven; being convinced that this course wilt a viele 
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“> re satisfactory results than the old system of day schools on 
the Reserves. 

In Ontario, so far as Institute work is concerned, matters 28 
are now in a fairly satisfactory shape. The new building at Muncey 
supplies a long-felt want, patting us in a position to do still 
more effective work than in the past; and as the Department has 
authorised the admission of one hundred pupils, there are now as 
many in attendance as the dormitories will properly accomodate. But 
even on this basis it is impossible to receive all the Indian youth 
who desire admission, and this circumstance suggests the desirable-

In presenting these contrasts we wish it to be distinctly under- 
stood that we do rot complain of the amounts paid to other denomina- 
tions, provided they are doing the work and keeping the schools up 
to the standard of efficiency required by the Government. But if, 
as we are given to understand, it is the policy of the Government 
to accept the co-operation of the churches in the work of educating 
and civilizing the Indians, we submit that there should be a nearer 
approach to equality in the dealings of the Government with the 
churches, and that we should no longer ke subject to the discrimina- 
tion so appr@ert in the past. 

In Manitoba and the North-West the figures are equally strik-

For three Roman Catholic Institutes, with 451 pupils on the

For one Presbyterian Institute, with 137 on the rollg, aver- 
age attendance 110, there was a vote of $19,500; astually expended, 
$17,630. For five Boarding Schools, with 136 on the rolly, the 
vote was $7,200; actual expdénditire $4,746. Total vote, $26,700; 
total expended, $22,416. 

For two Methodist Institutes, with 110 on the rolls, average 
attetidance 69, there was an assumed vote of say, $14,000; actual 
expenditure, $13,787. In the cas@ of Brandon, all expenses have 
been met hitherto by the Government. For one Methodist Boarding 
School, with 37 on the roll, average attendance 22, there was a 
vote of $2,446; actual expenditure $1,680. Total véte, $16,446; 
total expenditure, $15,467. 


Since the foregoing figures were prepared the situation has 


changed a good deal. The Department has authorized an increase of 


pupils at Brandon, erected a dwelling for the Principal, and some 
other buildings for industrial purposes. At Red Deer provision 
is to be made for 8&9 pupils, with necessary enlargement of existing 
building, or erection of others. Provision is also being made, 

as we are informed.for the enlargement of the building at Morley, 
and the erection of outbuildings. When these undertakings are 


fully carried out our needs in regard to industrial training in

out the question of Boarding schools at certain points will still 
remain, and for this we ask the favorable consideration of the 
Government.

Boarding Schools, with Government appropriations aggregating 
$87,800, and an expenditure of $104,531. ‘The Kpiscopalé#fi’ Church 


pad 15 Institutes and Boarding Schools, for which the provision 
amounted to $59,536, and the expenditure to some $77,800. The 
Presbyterian Church, with but little war mission work among the 
Indians, kudxs had 6 Institutes and Boarding Schools, with an ap- 
propriation of $26,700, and expenditure of $22,416; while the 
Methedtas Chaedhs tas Temata Peokentaat be toda Dominteh, hed 
but 6 Institutes and Boarding Schools, with a grant of $24,956, and 
an expenditure of $23,630. If this marked difference were the 
result of lack of enterprise on our part, in the work of Indian 
education we would have no ground of complaint; but since we are 
expending annually, from our own funds, a large amount of money in 
this work, and have urged upon the Government many times, during 
the last ten or twelve years, the removal of the disabilities 
under which we labor, it mst be apparent that the responsibility 
does not rest with us. 

The Government cannot fail to be aware of the fact that Christ- 
jan missions are a most potent factor in the civilisation of the 


Indian tribes. It is due to this influence, more than any other

hat tribal wars have ceased, and that those Indians who are under 
the care of the missionaries are obedient to the laws and are trimm 
friends of the Government. We call attention to the fact that duré 
ing the troubles with the Indians in the North-West, not a single 
Indian connected with our missions, was implicated in the revolt. 
It is also well known that the firm attitude of Chief Pakan and 
his people at Whitefish Lake contributed more than anything else 
to prevent a general uprising among the Crees. 

In Indian mission work some of the churches have been mch 


more active than others, and this has given them a“sphere of in- 


CANADA 


fluence” that places them in a better position than othersy to aid 
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the Government in its civilising and educating work. In making ap- 
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propriations to schools and institutes, we think the expenditure 


of the churches should be taken into account on the pr2nciple of 


“helping those who help themselves." Unfortunately some of the 


Indian Affairs. 


churches do not psblish an annual report of agents employed and 
money spent on Indian missions, and we are therefore without ac- 
curate information on which to base a comparison. Suffice it to 
say, however, that the Methodist Church is spetiding over $40,000 
annually on its Indian missions, over and above the grants from the 
Government. in aid of schools; and that in our Indian schools in 
Ontario and Quebec, we pay in every instance, one-half of the 
teacher's salary, -- something which is not done, so far as the Blee 
Books show, by any other Church. 

According to the last census 26,199 Indian are classed as 


"Protestants." We have no statistics showing the relative numbers 
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> 
claimed by other Protestant Churches, but we claim that probably 
not less than 16,000 are under the care of missionaries of the 
Methodist Church; and this fact is sufficient of itself to show 
how utterly inadequate is the provision, in the matter of Boarding 
Schools and Institutes, for the children of Methodist Indians who

ought to have the advantagesof such training.

Turning now to another aspect of the question, we find that 
the total number of pupils enrolled in Institutes and schools of 
all kinds (boarding and day) in 1894, was 7,052, and that the

Government appropriations amounted to $223,634, or an average per 
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capita of $31,74. Disbributing the pupils among the various church- 
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es as per returns,we find that the actual per capita grant to the 
various denoiminations was as follows:- Roman Catholic, $34,43; 


Episcop@lien $29.75; Methodist, $17.49; Presbyterian, $84.40.

Averages like the above are not emt relied upon as an ac- 
curage presentation of the oase, as one Church ab least does only 
Institute and Boarding School work, and the per capita grant in 
consequence appears abnormally large. But the figures are intro- 
duced for the purpose of showing that whatever basis of computa- 
tion is adppted, the Methodist Church, in regard to grants, is 
placed at a disadvantage.

We also deem it important that 
all Indian children should be subject to a medical examination,

BRITISH COLUMBIA 
At the Coqualeetza Institute a per capita grant is now made ~ 
for 50 pupils. The actual attendance is over 90. It is possible 
that some of these are not legitimate claimants, having white 
fathers still living; but we submit that a grant cheney made 
for each bona fide Indian child actually in residence in Institute. 


2. The entire cost of the site and buildings at Coqualeetsa 
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was met by the Missionary Society, with the exception of $5000.~

granted by Parliament. Im the case of the Roman Catho ic Churches, 
Institute buildings and equipment have been provided from public 
funds, and there seems to be no grod reason why ai invidious dis- 
tinction should be made in the case of the Methodist Chureh. We 
submit, therefore, that the Missionary Society should be recouped 
for its expenditure on site and buildings at Coqualeetza, and the 
ownership of the property assumed by the Government. Additional 
land is greatly needed at this Institute, and we strongly urge 
the purchase of not less than 50 acres more within eaty reach ef 
the Institute. 

3. Provision for an Ingustrial school on the Upper Skeena. 
This we regard as an urgent need for the Indians of that part 
of the interior. A quarter section of good land has already been 
secured, part of which has been cleared, and two small buildings 
erected thereon. Our proposal is that the Gavernment acquire this 
site and make provision for the necessary buildings and equipment. 
The cost need not be iwage large, as a building of the plainest 
description will suffice; and with abundance of fish in the River, 
and vegetables raised on the land, the cost of maintenance might 
be kept at a minima. 

4. We again request that provision be made, by per capita 


grant, for 30 pupils in the Girls’ Boarding School at Port Simpson 


instead of 20 as at present; and that a similar grant be made for

ly needed, First,-at Battle River in Sampson"s Band, 
Second ,-at Whitefish Lake,or between Whitefish Lake 
and Saddle Lake in connection with Pakan"s Band ,and 
third ,-at Norway House,as a centre from which quite 
a number of Bands could be reached, He stated that 
the expenditure need not be very large and that in 
each case probably $2000 would provide a building 
large enough to begin with, 
The Minister approved of providing for the 
proposed school at Norway House and‘the Department 
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contributed $3000 towards the cost of the building 
and made a grant of $72 each for 50 pupils, This 
school is now in operation and has an enrollment of 
36 pupils, 

The other applications were not then enter= 
tained,, 

McDougall states that 
opening of the Battle River school,two day schools 
could be closed,These would be the schools on Samp- 
son*s and LouisBiall*s reserve ,where the majority of 
the Indians are Methodists, The Roman Catholics have 
a boarding school in this Agency on Ermineskin"s 
reserve with provision for 50 pupils.,Agent Grant 
school agency 

gives the total population of the pegerye as 136, 
which would be pretty evenly divided between the 
Roman Catholics and Methodists,The attendance at 
day school on Sampson’s reserve is not very encour- 
aging ,owing to the distance many of the children have 
to travel,ani their absence wit their parents during 
the haying and fishing seasons, 

The establishment of a boarding school at 
Saddle Lake would,it is claimed,do away with three 
day schools:=- at Saddle Lake ,Whitefish Lake and Good- 
Bish Lake, These schools have a very fair attendance 
aggregating abour 70 at the three schools and they 
are said to be doin; ood work,especially the one at 
Goodfish Lake,The Saddle Lake school was lately 
closed ,owing to the teacher,who was also the miss- 
ifonary,being removed, No doubt if they had a board- 
ing school,they would be able to retain a permanent 
missionary, 

The Methodists have an industrial school 
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in the neighborhood ,-at Red Deer,which is attended 
by children from all the reserves above referred to, 
and unless it is the wish of the Department to in»

The fact of the Roman Catholics having

Pursuant, to a conversation at an interview which you 


were good enough to prant me in October last, I have pat in 
writing the result of my observation of, and enquiries inte, 
the system of education at present in operation among the 
Indians of British Columbia, and now respectfully submit the 
same for your serious consideration. 

Toward the end of October, 1900,whilst travel Ling 
along the North West, Coast, I found the Indians with their 
familias returning home after the small fishing and berry 
gathering. The children as & consequence odould no more then 
get to school by the first of November. Om another trip 
over the same ground about, the end of dasuaty, 1007, I 
found these same Tndians and their families had gone to 
their sealing grounds and elsewhere. On the fourth of Febs 
ruary there were very few people at Belle Bellas On the 
fifth I found but three old women and oné little girl at 
China Hat, and the same night at Hartley Bay I learned 
there was not a single Indian in the village. Hense ab maa 
disce omnia. Children must accompany their parents in these 
wanderings as there are no Boarding Schoolé to sdcenedate 
them. Schools are left with but few and odtasionally nd 
pupils. Children at school for about three months in the 


year and hard at work forgetting during the other nine —a 
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| pySchological absurdity, An edueational plant on the ground 
and paid for twelve months {1 the yea®, but effeative for 
about three months only = an eaonomia fallaay. Wor sre tese 
conditions at all limited tn area. They are really as wider 
spread as the B.C. littoral. Bat that they should ast be 
allowed to perpetuate themselves, gocs without seging. Amd 
this the more that the remedy fs not far to seck nor dif- 
ficult, of application. 
What is the venedy? the remedy is the SUBSTITUTION OF 
7 fJroxrornc von mr senoouss tet these to be of the eteplente 
and nost inexpensive character consistent with efficiency, 
Such a boarding school, with an attendance of 30, could veuy 
well be conducted by a Feacher, = Matron, and an assistant, 
and if unusually large @ Deaconess ot equivalent, nlght be 
added. ‘The children should ive mainly on Indian feod and 
in the Indian way, all being taught to keep themelves amd 
their rooms clean and osderby, the larger ones alsa valdeg 
their turns in the workings of the institytions the girls 
helping in the housework, $he boys in gardening, aad oute 
side work generally, and the use of ordinary toola. the 
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Deaconess, where one is necessary, could take charge of the 
dormitory at night and during the day could visit the homes 
of the village and teach the mothers how to keep their 
houses. 

This is no dmpractioal theory. The demonstration ef it 
can be seen at aay +ime at Port Simpson, where for years our 
Boys Home has been run most successfully on just such Linese 
With such Boarding Schools, training boys and girls alike, 
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not simply scholastically, but practically to ordesly lined 
and correct habits; training them not for three ov four 
months at the most, but for nine months at the least da 
every year, with schools and children exerting their thus 
vastly increased influence direetly upon the homes of the 
villages, the influence 1s bound to be inealeulables 

These Boarding Sehools should be built in op near the 
villages, and so subserve all the purposes of the Day Scheéhs 
which should merge into then Bay School purposes. 

The Boarding School age might be from six or eight 
years to thirteen inclusive; after which the more promising 
pupils might be sent to one of the Institutde, 

Attendance might be for nine months an the year, with 
short Christmas and long summer holidays. During the senuse 
holidays the children could accompany their pavents to the 
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salmon fishing and earn money for them as they usually de» 
Attendance, if at all possible, should be compulsory as {it te 
with us, for a given number, if not for the full nine

Ym the school room, also, it is inpem 
atdve that a reasonably adeqeate chanzel of communication 
be established betweem pwpfl and teacher, 4@ education ts te 
proeeed with anything bike reasonable faoility and effiolemy: 
Were the first two years concenteated primarily on English 
Language Lessons, and but inetdentally upon other subjects, 
the progress made 4n the following five years would be werth 
fifteen of the present rogime. 

Then should follow Reading, Writing, Aeithnetio, and 
Hygicne sufficient for the necds ef the skids Indian itte 
some Geography and History, so that he may know something ef 
the world in which he lives and more especially of the 
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Fmpire of which he forms a part, 

Finally correct moral principles should be essidwcashy 
incul.ewed, and just as assiduously should correct, habits 
be formed upon these, the whole having the fallest play 
and development in everyone doing his part dn the building 
up of a clcan systematic and effictent sohool, in which 


integrity, industry and order are paramount. 
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As to the Statistical aspect of the present Bdnoationas 
order, I refer you to the Report of the Indian Depaptment top 
the year ending June 1900. The Statistios I have aompiled 
therefrom I herewith append in manifest A, 

T could not, find in the report the exact number of 
children of school age , but took the number 386% ef childeen 
of the age from 7 to I5, inclusive, as approximately correct. 
As being somewhat too large it may discount, but should net 
at all destroy, the validity of the deductions therefrom, 

The average number of pupils to the school under Ave, 
No. Attys 26 — accurately 25.7854, coupled similerly with 
the average number to the teacher IT.040¢ gives food for 
reflection. The cost of a tradesman per annum $515.64 alse 
contains sufficient truth for most serious considerations 


Provision should be made by some kind of uniform Boarding 
School and some kind of cémpulsory attendance to raise these 
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averages to an economically sound standard. 
As to the Financial Statistics, they have been taken

from the Reports of the Indian Department and Auditer Gem- 
eral for the year ending June, 1900, and are herewith appended 
in the Manifest marked B. 
At present the Average ¥ote for an average attendantte 
amounts to $63.53 and the Average Grant to $57.64. On this 
" basis $2553.52 added to the Actual grant of 1900 would have 
provided these 1082 Average Attendants, their full Boarding 


School per capita of $60. 
Assuming the Indian School Population of B.C. to be 


3000, an average attendance of 2000, a per capita of $00 es 
this average attendance, and Gompulsory Atvendance, then the

» cost would be $120,000. Of this a propesttam sight be peor 
vided by the Indians. An Indian could very weli give $00, 
worth of food stuffs and clothing for the aupport of his 
child. I am sure he would vote for such baw Af he sould 
have the Boarding School. The present system degrades the 
Indian by pauperising him. 

Tn conclusion I may say that I have thrown out these 
thoughts by way of sugrestion rather than finality, And ison 
the stand point of a churchman I would prefer four Boarding 
gehools at $1500 each then one Industrial School at $6000. 


T may further7more say that I speak from and for the coast

 necen work among these Indians seem to be dic- 
ated more by the spiritual than the temporal nec- 
csasities.Before acceding to the project outlined 

by Mr Whittingtom,it would be well to consider what 
the cost to the country and the corresponding bebe= 
fits to the Indians would be, 

Mr Whittington submits with his report two 
manifests marked "A" and "B" compiled by him from 
the Auditor General's and Departmwental reports of 
last. year,which ex@epting some in_gceuracies will 
answer the purpose of arriving at the cost of the 
proposed change. He gives the total cost of schools 
in British Columbia for last year as $62386.00 for 
a total average of 1082 pupils out of an enrollment 
of 1568,or $57.64 per capita. 

The schools population is stated as 3361 
for 3000 of whomg he wishes ta provide boarding 
school accommodation,with an average attendance af 
2000 at a per capita cost af $60,or $120,000 in 
all, This is a large amo@nt but as there are at 
present seven Industrial schools in operation in the 


Province with an average attendance of 379 pépils 
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at a per capita rate of $150 or a total cost of 
$48,270.00, This number of pupils would still have 
to be paid for at the Industrial school rat.e,which 
is $70.00 per capita higher than that of the board= 
ing school; $26,530.00 would therefore have to be 
added to Mr Whittingtom'’s estimate,which would ine 
crease the sum requireé to $146,530.00 per annum 

and incidentalgg such as buildings , repairs, equipment ’ 
et®.would easily bring it up to $2000@00,-an annual 
increase of nearly $140.000 for one province, 

The arguments used by Mr Whtttington would 
have as much,or more force in all the other provin= 
ces,excepting some portions of Ontario and Quebec,as 
in British Columbiajand as there are fully 20,000 
childrem of school age in the Dominion with numbers 
of equally zealous church workers to look after 
their interests,you can readily judge what. outlay 
such chimeriical projects would involve. I pointed 
out the other day the sturdy growth of the School 
Vote,which will nearly reach the half million mark 
next year. Festina Lente would be a good motta@ to 
adopt in regard to the Indian education pedSems 

If the general results obtained by the 
Industrial schools are at least problematical, 
there is no assurance that those of the boarding 
schools would be as good,even if at less cost. 

I shall speak of the Indians of the North- 
West Coast of British Columbia,for whose speftal 
benefit Mr Whittington is derisous of substituting 
boarding for day schools, 

Bella Bella is one of the points referred 
to by Mr Whittington and the census return for last 


year shows that there were 49 children of school 
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age on the reserve with an average attendance of 27 
for the whole year,enot a bad showing considering 
that the children accompany their parents on their 
wanderings and that there is no boarding school to 
accommodate them, The quarterly returns of Miss 
Miller ,who is in charge of this school,show a very 
high average for December and March quarters. aml 
This is a Methodist sx hool and under the former 
teacher a still better average was obtained.If these 
indians childrem forget as readily as they learn the 
physologieal absurdity is as much due to the methods 
pursued as to the absence of the children. The edu» 
cational plant including the teacher,is under the 
control of the Methodist Missionary Society and could 
be utilized by them g@ as to do away with the econ= 
omic fallacy referred to, 

The North West Indians are literally "Toile 
ers of the Sea"which affords them almost their entize 
support.They make more from fishing than any other 
Indians in British Columbia,and in order to obtain 
the necessary skill and daring in these pursuits, 
they must begin to learn while they are young.No knew 
knowledge of books,refinements of life or manners 
will help them in perils of the deep and I @e not 
think it would be wise to force them to change their 
present mode of providing for their sustenance until 
a better oge can be offered them.They can find no 
other workfA maf is not poor because he has nothing 
but because he does not work".Life even in a board= 
ing school will unfit them for their work and ine 
crease their sensitiveness of wants without the 
means @@ supply those wants which will but add toa 
the burden of life. 

To show you that the North West Coast 
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Indians are not so badly provided with educational 
facilities,I shall quote from Mr Agent Todd's re» 
port of last year.Speaking of education he says 
"The education o@ the people of this Agency is 
“carried on by five professional teachers,seven native 
"teachers,eighteen missionary teachers and twenty= 
"five missionary ladies,-in all fifty-five religious 
“and secular teachers having thirty-three churches 
“and seventeen schoolhouses",There is a school pop 
"“ulatiom of 642 Indian childrem,590 of whom live in 
"the vicinity of schools,"There are also a few 
"Salvation Army officers who are helping to educate 
“and improve the Indians", 


I can easily understand that to keep this 
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number of religious and secular teachers in the 
field is a heavy drain on the funds of the mission= 
ary societies and no doubt accounts somewhat for 


their anxiety to be relieved by the establishment 
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of boarding schools which would provide for their 
maintenance by the Government. 

The Department should not be asked to 
break up the Indian home such as it is and the Reguée- 
ations for compulsory attendance were mot passed for 
that purpose.Of course there are Indians as well as 
whites who would like to shirk the responsibility 
of prowiding for their children? 

That the North West Coas® Indian is 
capable of Yeaching a high state of céwilization 
without eoddling was proved over a quarter ofa 
century ago by the work of the Rev.Wm.Duncanm at 
Port Simpson and Metlakahtla.That none of his succe 
essors in the mission field have achieved similar 
success is not the fault of the tadimnestork was 


the chief incentive to cévilization employed by Mr 
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Duncan,-work for the benefits to be had from it 
not merely supervision and direction. 

That better results have not followed 
from the Industrial and Boarding schools is to my 
mind attributable to their failure to instil into 
the minds of the pupils the dignity of labor, They 
are taught to work,made to work and to work whether 
they like it or no@,but they are not taught to see the 
necessity for work s@ far as they are personally con= 
cerned. "The laborer is worthy of his hire" and 
pupils should learn this maxigy by practical exper= 
ience. The Rev.Dr Ryerson in his report as to the 
pest method of establishing and conducting indus- 
trial schools for the benefit of the aboriginal 
Indianstribes,prepared nearly fifty-four years ago, 
advocated this principle. Pupils should be paid for 
their work and pay for what they receive so that 
they may learn selfereliance and the orderly and in- 
telligent conduct of affairs as well as a due sense 
of the value of money and other property and that 
the non=producer is a burden to himself and to the 
community and is to be dealt with accordingly. 
The Indian should learn by experience that he can get 
nothing for nothing. In this connection I beg to re= 
fer to my report of the 23rd April last on the work= 
ing of the George Junior Repuflic.

1. There was no objection taken to this 
Glassification by any of the representatives 
attending the conference with the Minister 
in November last. Mr. Shore and myself left 
with the hope that this would be done. 


2. The school is more than 200 miles from a 
railway station and the cost of freichting 
and travel from Selkirk amounts to about 
$600 per year. 


3. The fuel is expensive, the nearest wood 
available being about six miles distant and 
the stumpage amounts to over $100. 


4. The Indians have adopted a mode of living 
that makes it necessary for the management 
to provide food and clothing of the same 
quality as in the schools of the Vestern 


Division. 


5, The actual cost to the Church has been 
$9,400. for some years. 


While I submit the above, I am of the 
opinion that had I the privilege of discussing 
the matter with the Principal I could set forth 
further reasons in detail.

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REPORT OF 
THE ALBERTA PROVINCE INDIAN COMMISSION. 


The Commission appointed by the General Board of Missions, 
October 1910, being an enlargement of the Commission appointed 
in the previous year to investigate and report upon the 
situation of the Indian work in the Province of Alberta, 
especially with respeet to an educational policy, met in the 
Central Methodist Chureh, Oalgery, on Friday, April 26th, 1911, 
et 9.30 a.m. There were present, Revs. 7. Ferrier; in the Chair; 
fT. GC. Buchanan; C. H. Huestis; fT. &. Bgerton Shore; the 
Hon. W. H. Gushing; and Rev. A. Barner, Secretary. 

The Commission having carefully reviewed the whole situation, 
and two of ite number having recently visited the Northern 
reserves, found themselves in unanimous agreement as to the 
policy which should be pursued by the Methodist Church with 
regard to this work, and respeetfully submit the following 
recommendations: 

let. It is manifest to those who have personally studied the 
Indian problem that this werk cannot be considered on the same 
basis as other forms of Missionary and educational work. The 
Indian people are a dependent race and must be regarded by 
the Chureh and Government from the standpoint of their need 
rather than from that of their productiveness. The Indian is 
the weak child in the family of our nation and for this reason 
presents the most earnest appeal for Christian sympathy and 
eo-operstion. 

2nd. We are convinced that the only hope of successfuly 
discharging thie obligation to our Indian brethren is through 
the medium of the children, therefore,the educational work 
must be given the foremost place. . : 

Srd. From past experience we have reached the conclusion that 
the day-school on the reserve cannot possibly accompiish the 
end in view, This is due to many reasens, the chief of which 
is thet the Indian has not yet reached that state in his” 
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day. It would seem, therefore, that we are shut up to 
the policy of the residential school. 
4th. In the light of the foregoing facts we sgree 
on the policy of closing the Red Deer Industrial School, 
providing that the Government establish, in lieu thereof, 
three residential schools on reserves, feeling sure 
that these will more effectually reach the constituency 
of children and will at the same time exert a helpful 
influence on the reserge life. We recommend that the 
following be a committee on behalf of the Church to assist 
the Indian Department in selecting sites on the reserves: 
Revs. T. Ferrier, ©. H. Huestis, A. Barner and the 
Hone We. He. Cushinge 
5th. These schools shall be located as followse:- 
Morley in the Southern part of the Province. 
Hobdema in the Central part of the Province.

In each case it will be necessary to secure 
a tract of land from the Indians on each of the 
Reserves where the schools are erected of not less than 
two sections, 1260 acres, suitable for the industrial 
purposes of the Inetitution and for such uses only. 
llth. That there be secured for each of these 
Institutions, and under the direction of the Préncipal, 
a@ Nurse Deaconess, whose duty it shall be to visit the 
homes of the Indians in connection with medical and 
evangelistic worke 
12th. That there be strongly presented to the Indian 
Department at Ottawa the need of bringing about, upon 
the adoption of this policy, the transferring of the 
Indians at White Whale Lake to the Morley or any other 
desired Reservation. 
13th. That a treaty agreement shall be secured from 
gall the Indiane on the Reserves in question, subscripihg 
to the following obligations:

We therefore recommended the establish- 
ment of three boarding schools; one on Saddle Lake 
Reserve, which would provide for Saddle Lake, 

White Fish and Good Fish Lake Indians; one on 
Hobema Reserve and one.on the Morley Reserve. 

I understand that the Morley Indians have been 
deprived of any educational opportunity for 

some years since the old MoDougall Home was closed. 
It has been even impossible to maintain a day school 


as the Indians are so widely scattered on that large 
Reserve. 


It seems to us a deplorable thing that 
during the past five years a large part of the 
generation of Indian children have grown up without 
any education whatever. We therefore believe that 
it 18 most urgent to have a Boarding School located 
on the Morley Reserve at the earliest possible 
date. We believe that it is almost equally urgent 
that one of the other two schools in the northern 
Reserves be established without delay. Bxpenses 
of repairs to the present Red Deer School would be 
wasted and the present state of the building is 
most unsatisfactory and discreditable. 
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Mr. Ferrier has urged for some time the 
necessity of a new school building at Norway House 
and at Port Simpson. I have not personally 
visited these Reserves yet, but all the correspond- 
ence that has come to me as well as Mr. Ferrier's 
personal reports, show that the conditions urgent- 
ly demand consideration.

I have learned from Rev. Thompson 
Ferrier, Superintendent of Indian Education 
of the Methodist Church, of his very satis- 
factory interview with you recently at Ottawa. 


We deeply appreciate the persons 
interest which you are taking in the education 
of the Indian and earnestly hope that you will 
have the heartiest co-operation of the Parlia- 
ment in carrying out your plans for the develop- 
mont of that work. 
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For three or four years past we have 
been in correspondence and conference with the 
Department of Indian Affaire in connection with 
several matters which we have felt required the 
generous co-operation of the Government to put 
upon @ satisfactory basis. One of the most 
urgent matters has been the re-organization of 
our Indian Educational plan in the Province of 
Alberta. There are five Methodist Reserves in 
that Province. The General Board of Missions 
appointed a Special Commission to investigate 
the situation in Alberta in the Fall of 1909. 
That Commission reported to our Board in the 
Fall of 1910, and the matter was re-committed 
for further investigation. I went personally 
over the ground on our Reserves in Alberta and 
met with the Commission in Calgary in April 1911, 
when we devoted the whole day to most careful 
study of the matter. We were unanimously of 
the opinion that the moral and social improve- 
ment of the Indians in that Province was te 
be accomplished most directly through the medium 
of the educational work. We came to a unanimous 
conclusion, which we have understood to be in 
harmony with the views of Mr. Scott, Superintendent 
of Indian Education, namely, that the Red Deer 
Industrial School should be closed, as the build~ 
ings are in a most @élapidated and unsanitary 
condition and as the School is so situated that it 
ia impossible to get the Indian children from the 
Reserves to attend the school.

“That we memorialize the Dominion 
Government to call a conference of all the 
various government agents and miseionaries 
in the Indian work with a view to the 
general betterment, religiously, education- 
ally and otherwise, of all the Indian wards 
of the Government in Western Canada.” 


In my own opinion that resolution is 
based first of all upon a belief on the part of 
our Board that the Government xeenly desires the 
welfare of its Indian wards and that its Depart- 
ment of Indian Affaire is giving earnest and 
intelligent attention to the whole Indian question. 
the churches likewise have no other object than 
to serve the highest interests of the Indians. 
During the past few years in particular a spirit 
of co-operation among religious bodies and between 
them and the Government has produced @ new air of 
hopefulness in connection with this work. We 
believe that real progress has been already made. 
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But none of us believes that an ulti- 
mate solution of our common problem has yet been 
found nor that maximum efficiency has been attain- 
ed in the work as a whole. Our Board hereby 
expresses ite hope and belief that advantage could 
be gained by such a conference, as @ result of 
which the information and experience of each body 
participating in this work could be placed at the 
disposal of all.

In 
Cases where teachers possess special qualifications the De- 
partment would be disposed to @ higher salary, but all suoh 
Cases would be dealt with on their merite after 1 information 
is received as to the qualifications and experienced possessed 
by the applicant. I may add that the funds at the disposal of 
Department for the payment of salaries are limited and care 
has to be taken in eqvehaben these salaries to see that the 
amount provided for the purpose is not exceeded.

I heé only beon about ea your in ‘iw Incian work whon the 
late Dre Sutherland began requesting me to vicit other inotit- 
usions, inspect the sane and report to hime ‘hese visite end 
reports led up to the appointmont of o superintendent of 
Indien schools, and two years after, the Indian hospitals 
were afded to the guperintendensy. Tho condition of our 
oduestionak ami medion’ work at that timo cortainly justifioa 
the appointment. I submit herewith somo brief impressions 
meade upon my mind of each of our inetitutions on the ococasion

It ia twontyevix yoars ago toeday that I took charge of 
the Brandon Ipetitute.

I understand that a deputation of representatives from the 
a@ifferent churches waited upon the Minister a short time ago 
in the interests of the schools they represented.

The reason for this was that we were in a state of 
transition from the Methodist church to the United Church of 
Canada. Dr. Manning, our esteemed secretary, was of the opinion 
that we could not assume authority for the United Church, there- 
fore the time was inopportune to approach the Minister on im- 
portant business. In this opinion I fully concur. You will see 
that it was not for lack of interest or that we were perfectly 
satisfied with the present standard of the per capita grants.

SCHOOLS, 
The goal of our system of Indian sduamtienpnavte be the 


compulsory education of a11 Indian childrenbetween six and fifteen 
years of age in public schools, situated upon the reserves, or in 
school districts adjacent to them. This aim should be kept before 
pupils and graduates, so that a spirit and a mode of life favorable to 
the earily attainment of such a system, may be cultivated. At present, 
apart from compulsory attendance, even the most advanced and sedentary 
bands give but an indifferent support to the day schools, even when 


noon-day meals, shelter and food for the school days of each week, 
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clothing, 211 features of the residential schools, have been provided. 
A semi-boarding schoodhaving these latter features, properly equipped 
and manned, would be the most servicable upon the larger reserves of 


the advanced type, more particularly if the Indians are sedentary, 
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the children have far to walk, and no residental schools near. On 
small reserves with a small school population, if the children do not 
attend regélarly a simple day school, the school should be closed and 


he 
the children sent to, nearest residental school until such times as

compulsory attendance at a public school upon or adjacent to the 
reserve is feasible. At present, apart from compulsory attendance, 
no day school, no matter what its type, can reach all the Indians 
upon a reserve, or even the majority, unless the teacher be one of 
exceptional gifts for Indian work. 

Where boarding schools are, aiready well established, or wherd 
improved day schools are not feasible, or where there are a number 
of small reserves that can be grouped for school purposes, and yet 
have none of the reserves more than a few hours drive from the school, 
we would advise the erection of residental schools properly equipped 
and efficently manned, where the industries adapted to the life of 


Indians might be taught to the boys, and household science, sewing, 
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(2) 
and home nursing to the girls. Temperance, hygene, sanitation, the 
Yrare of the young and of the sick, should be on the cirriculum of 
every school. Lantern slides should be used as much as possible since 
the sense of sight is highly developed in the Indian race. These 
residental schools should not be too large. Smaller schools with the 
home advantages do more efficient work especially in moral training. 
Boys and girls mingle freely and naturally under careful supervision. 
Such schools are more efficient than either the large residental schog| 
with its institional government, its rigid separation of the sexes., 
its atmosphere of suspicion on the part of teachers, or the dayfschool 
with half grown girls and boys, even upon nominally christian reserves 
are imbuded with immoral ideals regarding sexual relations, that are 
a menace to their growing up to be pure minded men and women. Such 
boys and girls filled with Indian ideals are always the most diffi- 
cult to controle and instruct. Better have more residental schools 
with an attendance of twenty five then a few large institutions. 
Unless the moral training of the Indian children is efficient, they 
can never become good citizens of Canada. In this connection, it 
be well 
would|to have rigid regulations made as to the amusements permitted 
at each school. Nothing that encourages the survival of previous 
Indian customs, the excessive desire of sports, or association with 
the evilly desposed sporting white population should be permitted. 
Further, no Indian shoulc be forced in any way,to send his 
child to a school where his own religious faith is not taught, and 
in any reconstruction of policy, no reserves now served by schools 
of the same religious teaching should be so left by the closing of 
such schools, that they wourd*tompe2ied to send their pupils to the 
nearer schools of an antagonistic faith, or to schools of their own 
faith far removed from such reserves. Such, for example, would be 
the position of Muscowpetung, Piapot, Pasqua and Hurrican Hill 


reserves should Regina Industrial School be closed. To go to Filb 
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‘Hillsbr Round Lake Boarding schools the Protestantg would have to pass 


wae Roman Catholic schools at Qu,Appelle anc Crooked Lake. It is not 
just to place large bands of Indians so that the choice of a school is 
a between their natural desire to have their children near home, on 
the one hand, and the wishn to have them reared in their own faith, on 
the other. In the event of Regina Industrial being closed, ( the Assoc 
iation believe all Industrial schools or pone should be closed érres= 
pective of creed,) we would recommend the following plan to meet the 
necds of the reserves connected with our Association. Improved day 
schools for Piapot and associated reserves also for Moose Mountain and 
/ Mistawasiszm reserves. Day schools with compulsory attendance at 
Swan Lake, Hurrician Hills, and Sioux Wapaston. Pipestone can be serv= 
ed either by the erection of an Anglican Boarding School at Oak River 
reserve, or by having the children attend the white public schcod 
situated on one corner of the reserve or by attendance at Birtle Board 
school. The Portage Boarding School should be moved to the West of the 
town and given a farm so that it may minister more effeciently to the 
Indians @n Long Plain, Indian Garden, Swin Lake reserves and to the 
Portage Sioux Band. Crowstand, Birtle, Round Lake, and Cecilia Jeffrey 
Boarding schools can minister to their present constituences. The 
least needed school is at Okanase. 

Attendance at all day schools should be compulsory, but if 
parents so request in writing, their children should be freed from 
religious but not from ethical instruction. Habitual truancy or irreg- 
ular attendance should be punished by transmission of the delinquents 
to the nearest residential school favored by the parents. Instructions 
to agents in this regard should be strictly enforced. Where no day 
schools exist pressure should be brought upon Indians to send their 
children to the nearest residential school they favour. This might be 
done effectively by funding the annuity money of all healtyy children 


of school age who are not sent to school and by giving the parents 
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‘the annuity money of all pupils sent to school. This is the reverse of 
the present policy, which has kept many a child out of school. 

The age of admission in day schools should be seven as in 
the Provincial public schools. Children transmitted from day schools 
should be twelve years of age. Those from reserves where there% is no 
school should be ten years of age. Children under that age should be 
admitted only when it is in their interest. Children who have never 
gone to school or who come from ineffecient day, schools, make very 
poor Bnglish scholars and are more difficult to train in every way, 
and more particularly morally, if they are over twelve years of age. 
Medical examination of new pupils and the medical supervision of all 
schools should be most rigid. Some provision should be made to mect 
the schools needs of diseased and delicate children rejected by 

fmedical inspectors. 

The midsummer vacation should be extended and children all- 
owed one month at home and two months free from the class room work, 
tT the months of July and Ahgust. Close confinement in hot weather 
is most injurious to pupils and teachers alike. The children can be 
better employed about the farm and garden during the month of August 
and be allowed the month of July at their homes. Holidays at Christmas 
should be discouraged so long as Indians reside in the present style 
of houses. No absent leave should be granted except for definite and 
essential causcs. In this connection it is well to encourage the older 
boys to begin operations on their farms the two summers previous to 
snatentiins This plan has been successfully tried at three of our seks 
schools. It is a gradual break between school and reserve or colony 
life. One or two weeks freedom from class room work in the spring time 
when an Indian$s vitality is low would promote greatly the health of 
the pupil. 

Permanency of effecéent staffs should be aimed at if the 
confidence of the Indian is to be secured and good work done. The 


qualifications of the instructors in the various departments should be 
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clearly defined and graded. Salaries necessary to procure and retain 
seh instructors should be paid. The inspection of each department of 
every school should be thorough, and each instructor should be given 
a written statement of the inspectors report as to the condition of 
his department. Inefficient workers who refuse to improve should be 
promptly discharged. It might be well to use entirely, the Provincial 
text books and have the Provincial puplic school inspector exercise 
oversight of the class room work in Indian Schools in whose district, 
aaa may be situated. This would keep the Indian School teachers in 
touch with the publicyschool system into which they are to ultimately 
emerge. 

The per capita grants for maintainance should provide for 
full expense of maintaining the schools, apart from salaries. The 
rapid rise in the cost of living and labor makes the present grants 
utterly inadequate to mect the demands made upon it. The salaries of 
class room teachers should be placed upon a par with those of Provinci 
al public school teachers so that particularly in day schools the 
instruction in English studies may be efficient instead of meagre.as 
at present. We urge that Government Grants be sent direct from the 
Department at Ottawa to the different schools and that the Church 
Officials be notified of the amount sent to each school. Such a course 
would put us in gamnection possession of our Grant money some three 
weeks earlier. 

All school buildings at present in use and to be used should 
be thoroughly overhauled so that good ventilation, light and heat may 
be provided. All new buildinge should be built upon models provided 
by the Department. Further, the most sanitary methods of maintaining a 
school clean and healthful should be explained to and demanded from 
those in charge of every school. Residential quarters, either in the 
school building or adjacent, should be provided in every Boarding 


School for a Principal who is a married man. The best interests of 
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‘of our schools, have at times been sacrificed since there was no 

Nwccomodation for a Principal unless he was a single man or a man 
without a family. Isolation dormitories, with lavatories and wash 
rooms adjacent, should be provided in every residential school, either 
in the building or on an associated agency or in a school hospital. 
Recreation rooms for boys and girls and a gymnasium should be provided 
in every residential school, and in every improved day school. Care 
innthe selection of sites should be exercised so that good water and 


drainage are assured.Lavatories and bath rooms for pupils and staffe , 


and proper fire protection also the best possible heating systep shoy} 
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be installed in every school. all schools should be fully equipped 

and than be expected apart from thm any special recommendations of 

the inspector to mainiain themselves out of the per capita grant.

safeguard and encourage the graduates of all,our schools. The most 
effective method in view seems to be the Colony system. This system 
tends to put pupils on their own responsibility at the same téme they 


they are under the guiding restraint of a Government Official and are

protected from the parasitic habits of their worthless friends. These 
Colonies should be situated to meet the needs of all our school 
graduates and as such graduates show ability to manage their own 
affairs their privilages should be enlarged. Loans in the way of seed, 
implimonts, stock and buildings should be given to them, but strictly 
on the understanding that all such loans must be repaid at the date 
agreed upon. Provision should be made to compell such repayment or 
cancel their rights as settlers in the Colony. 

The reserve Indians should be encouraged to develop their 
native industries such as tanning, moccasin making, and bead work 
since such articles, if well made, can always find a ready market. 


A good farm instructor on each reserve is very advisable. 
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He can supervise the general farm work and give instruction in the use 
“ tools so the Incians can make any necessary repairs around the 
farm. If such instructor has ability to lead and manage the Indians 
he will be of great service but if he lacks such ability his salary 
is wasted money. 

Dances conducted in the old Indian fashon are found to be 
very demoralizing to the Indian race. They are filled with old pagan 
ideas and tend to unfit the Indian for the more modern duties of life. 
They crowd in great numbers, in very small houses poorly ventilated, 


and dance until morning. When overheated they go out into the cold 
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and often the result is that Tuberculosis is hastened or developed. 
The question of marriage and divorce is one of the greatest 

evils standing in the way of their moral betterment. At present on the 

majority of reserves the people live together and separate at will, 


cases being known of young women not over thirty years, having six 
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different husbamds.If they were compelled to register their agreement 
to live together 2s husband and wife before an agent and such an 
agreement to be es binding as in our own marriages we think that the 


difficulty would be greutly improved. Bigamy would then be with them a 


Indian Affairs. 


punishable crime and they would be subject to our criminal code. Some 
means, however, should be provided for honorable divorce in particular 
cases. 

We believe that suitable hospitals on each reserve or where 
a number of small reserves are situated close together one hospital 
might serve them all. These need not be large or expensive buildings 
and as far as possible tents should be used for patients. A building 
would be required for the nurse and assistants, with living rooms , 
kitchen, small despensary and store rooms. In some cases the hospital 
might be located near the school and the principal of the school be in 
charge, but accounts kept separately. In such cases the school girls 


might act as assistants to the nurse, and in this way receive valuable 
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“instruction in the care of the sick. Where the institution is situated 
! 


Dine reserve, the nursing staff should be expected to instruct the 
Indian women in the care of their infants and in the selection and 
preparation of suitable foods for them. The appalling death rate in th 
in the Indian race is from among the infants. 

We suggest that better ventilation of Indian homes should in 
every way possible be encouraged. These could be improved if there wer& 
some regulation as to the size and number of rooms in a house. If a 
few model cottages were built on some of the reserves it would encoure 
age them along this line. The agents should be furnished with plans 


of such cottages that Indians buildings might have something to guide 
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them in their work. 

The practise of conjuring over the sick should be prohiibit- 
ed by law since many cases of death are caused by such practices. 
We believe that the question of educetion and uplifting the

Yn the reserves is not so hopeless as is generally believed. Further, 
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work accomplished amomg these people is permanent and greater effort 
should be made to help them. The women on the reserves need instructiow 


in the selection and preparation of foods, care of their children,

and the ventilationjand sanitary care of their homes. The use of lan=- 
tern slides, on the reserves, might be made a very useful mode of educ 
ating the older people along the lines of tepperance, sanitation, ama 
diseases if such views were accompanied by a talk in simple language. 
By means of such slides their minds are opened to the larger and 


newer things and they begin té@ think.

My Dear Sir:- 


I have pleasure in reporti that the Western Committee 
have expressed their approval of the proposal to close Regina 
School and build a Boarding Sohool on the Pasquah Reserve. Their 
resolution is as follows,- 

"The Committee e@ that if a suitable Boarding 
Sebo? is provided at a conven ot point on the Pasquseh, Mus- 
tung and Piapot Reserves, it will cordially acquiesce 
fn he proposal to close the Regina Industrial School, and 
that, if it be resolved to close the Regina School, only 
such further cupeete vores be made as may be deemed absolutely 
necessary to eo the building habitable during the period 
that may elapse before it is closed." 
Dr. Farquharsen adds, "With a Boarding School at Pasquah, an 
improved Day School at Hurricane Hills, Moose Mountain and Mista- 
wasis, our work will be well equipped." 
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May I suggest certain points that arise in this connection, 
and that will require consideration? 

1. It will, I presume be necessary to spend one more winter 
at least in Regina, and if so, some bo ere rt will be necessary. 
Mr. Heron, who approves of the proposal to close Regina, says that 
three or four hundred Dollars, expended before the winter sets in, 
might suffice, but more, if continued through the coming summer. 

2. Dr. Farquharson says that in transferring Regina pupils 
to other schools, the Department may have difficulty. In some in- 
stances in similar circumstances, the parents insisted on their 
children going back to the Reserves. “hat is a point still some 
distance in the future, and will be, no doubt, in mind when the 
time comes. 

3. The Western Committee evidently considered, although 
they took no formal action, what might be the proper application 
of funds saved by the closing of Regina. Their judgment seems 
to be that the zyyerraens might spend the value of the Regina 
property in building schools, both improved Day Schools and Board- 
ing Schools, and that hina | might distribute the stock and equip- 
ment at Regina among the Boarding Schools. If this were done, 
and then the $14,000. paid annually for the maintenance of Regina 
were applied to the maintenance of the other schools, it woul 
put our work in good condition. This, I pass on as their judg- 
ment, and for your consideration. 

4. I suppose expedition is desirable. The transition stage is

It is stipulated that the Department should consent to the erection

of a Presbyterian Boarding School on Pasquah's Reserve. I do not 
think such a course would be a wise one. The pupile from Pasqyeh's, 
Piapot's and Muscowpetung's Reserves at the Regina School amount to 
only I2 and it would hardly be feasible to conduct a Boarding School 
successfully with that number of pupils. Within a reasonable distance 
of this Reserve the File Hille Boarding School is located which is in 
every way an effective school. The Department has consented to spend 
$4000.00 on improvements to the buildings, and with an increased ex- 


penditure in this direction the File Hille Sohool could be made large 
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enough to accommodate all the pupils which could be collected from 
the other Reserves, so I would propose to autakn put a $7000.00 
addition to the File Hille School; $4000.00 of which has already beam 
voted, and to increase the pupilage at that school. 

As our letter of March 26th contemplated re-distributing the 
emounts saved by the closing of any large denominational schools 
amongst the smaller Boarding and Day Schools (with an increase in 
per capita grant to the former) I would recommend that the following 
division of funds, which is in the main the same as given in the 


above-quoted letter, be carried outi=

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Extract from Rpeort of k. J. Koss. 


I am pretty well convinced that the Indian child must first be 
taught industry before we can expect hifi to make a creditable showing in 
the. clace room. There is no place better than the kitchen, the laundry 
or the sewing room, or the farm for this purpose. I understand it is the 
custom in Indian schools to have the younger children in the claes room for 
a full day snd the older ones - both boys and girls - for the half of each 
day. During the other half-day they are being taught in the other depart- 
ments of the school. 


The Indian, himself, cannot endtre sustaine’ labor and thinks 
it e hardship that his child should be compelled to work. One Indian éet 
father told me recently thet 1 was a H = ofa man and « regular slave- 
driver, because when he came for his boy, he found hém in the field with 
fifteen others weeding sunflowers. If you yield to the natural desire of 
an Indian paxatn parent, to let his child lead an indolent life, there is 
no hope for the child either in the cless room or out of it. 


Then we must temember that the white child is fitted at home 
to be a houcekeeper of farmers From hie earliest years he hes seen his 
father and mother toiling, and euccedding in their toil and meking » home 
for thomeelves and their children. He hémself is »sked early in life to 
lend » hand, and is teainedim the home just as the Indi:n child is trainej 
4n the Indian Boarding echool. If the Infisn girl is not trained to be a 
housekeeper in the boarding school, where will she get her teaining ? § 
She ic decidely at a @ieadvantege as far ns her home #e goncerned. ‘She 
sees nothing there that will be of sny assistance to her in keering house 
in later years. If she follows the euetom of her mother, she will put an 
01d quilt up to screen her from the hot of the sun and sleep there; and 
spend hour after hour in idlenees with no thought of vaking a homo for 
Merself or anyone else. She will love hér children but will know nothing 
about clothing them or feeding them or keeping them clean. 


It eccems true thaththe younger Indian heve not the high sense 
of honor that their forefathers had. it may be that this could be account- 
ed for by the fact thag the Indian is in » transition stage. I cannot 
believe that all the religious snd morel teaching of the schoole will be 
ineffective. 


As tothe class room, our younger children are decidedly bright 
and receptive. “e are rutting forth every effort to emphasize the class- 
room work of the pupils. They attend regularly ani discuss their school 
work while at play and they repeat their memory verses while at work. I 
am hopeful that with an experienced end capable staff of teachers, good 
results will be whem obtained.

%, The half-day plan 1a4d down by the Dept. of indicn Affaire, is of 
coprse not conddcive to rapid etrides in book knowledge. 


However it is only the few in any nationality who climb to the 
heights in literature, medicine, or law and it is, and will be, the same 
with Indinns - Their population being 105,000 any marked success wibl be 
noticeable. ivhen I entered Indicn work 30 years ago the quarterly return: 
of school-room work were «xactly as they are to-(ry. Your highest erade 
was and ie Grade VI. The Presbyterian Church hae risen to this and went 
far over in most schools. 


In our schools populeted by what we call white neople, parents 
have no say i choice of teachers but leave it to a state’ few to choose. 
Indian schools are on the same footing. 


As to the present generation having lost a high sense of honor 
formerly a trait of » trait of the tribe, we have only to tke our mem- 
ories back to early days in time of segime of Cabots, “artier and etc., 
noting how far exploiting the indian went and wonder how they $ha how 


they heave not lost the trait in striving to follow up "Cévélization.” 


Ve are also aware of intermrriages with types of white people 
and know th t in ©11 coming deys children bear this burden. /s to inter- 
preting “ree = 1 am told by the Indinns, there is very little pure “ree 
spoken. (I »m only referring to Birtle agency, Cote sxeserve snd adjacent 
reserves). 


In casee where # large amount of lahd is cultiveted, boys my be 
kept out of class room during the véry busy seasons ahd we sll know that 
around the ages of 14 years, mkndi hendling horse and being among tho 
etock, appeals far more to « boy then sitting in a school room with a 
book written in, to him, s foreign lengusge. 


I think the standaré of school room work in Catholic schools doe. 
not measure up to Protestant schools. @ also think compulsory attendance 
in school room ir not carried out in Catholic ae in Protestant schools. 


The Govérnment travelling nurse stated to me that in sll her tra- 
vels no schools measure up in every way as Presbyterian Indien schools.

I sent two such boys home because 1 
was: not just to have them in the senior room and you could not put them 
in the Junior Room. Many such were pushed into the larger school in the 
early days because the smaller gchoole would not have them am if Nr. 
Heron doce not refer to this class of pupile in hie statement, I cennot 
think that he is correct. 


The cure for such a stato of affairs is compulsory education. 
If children ate well they should begin théir class room work at seven 
years of age end not at 14 or 16. 


Industriel Education for the Indian. 


After 25 geeye in Indien work, ahd seeing the problem on the 
reeerve and in the schools, in B.eC., Alberta, Sask., and Manitoba, it is 

my o»inion, that there 4s no education that the Indian children need 80 
much se the training they will get “on the farm, in the garden, laundry, 
bake-shop snd kitchen." He may not work in some cases even when taught 

to work with his hands but he is more likely to do so since it gavese one 

the confidence of accomplishment. A fair elementary education is necessar 
to traneact ordinary business, t. read the local newspaper, etc., I would 
say grade 6 to 8, but the higher edtication will not help much to solve the 
reserve problems, and the Indian must stand or fall on his ability to make 
a living on the reservation. I wish you could spend a month on a few 
reserves in Manitoba, go into every home, see the houses and equipment, 
stock, crop, tillage, roads and hear what you think about the necessity of 
Ind@strin] education. When‘the Indien enters fully into our ecomomic 
atmopphere and can pay hie own way, he can have any §ind of an education trar 
he wishes. 


Clacs-Room Standards. 

Paragraphs 6,7, 8+ 9. deal with the same subject as was taken 
up in paragraph 4. and the Inspectors reports at Ottawa will settle this 
point. These men sre Provineial Public School Inspectors, snd the grading 
will be the same ss in the English speaking schools. One hes to keep in 
mind that the Indian children have no English when they enter school and 
also thst the average eagle of entering school is about eleven years. 


lack of Self-Relisnce. 


I think there ie truth in this at the present time. One 
must remember that all the fool things that is apt to get into one's head 
4s usually there aroun@ 20 years of ge. If we conld only do ps youth 
over apain as we think we would do it at 50 yeare it would be the pious 
age of youth. The lsck of self rolience is in every community to » 
greater degree to-day but we are yoors ng through a re-constructive period 
in history. The war may bring some £00 and grand things but we know 


already of some of the contemporary evil ones and the reservation is no 
more free from them than elsewhere. 
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a The Department's Policy. 


About 14 years sgo the Department made * careful study of the 
Indian problem to re-adjust Policy. They got reports from inspectors, 
agents, principale and wo caw the fruits of that information in 1911, 
Improved Day schools on on” reserves, better constructed and equipned 
reeidential schoole, (10 improved) in many cases higher standerde in 
class-room work end Industrial work, the latter very mich improved, and 
the Provineial Public School Inspectors to take charge of the clasr-room 
work. This lsst change was intppduced in 1922. Ae a Church engaged in 
this work we can do nothihg better than to co-operate with tne Derartment 
to the extent of our sbility uhd + have found them the essence of conside 
eration during ©11 my yeare of work.

Pa prying to your communication of the 4th inet. enclosing ® copy 0+ 
a paper read by Mre + B. Herém to the Regina Presbytery meeting regerdin., 
Indian education; I beg to advise that Mr. Heron's statements are correct 
in only 2 few perticulers. 


Firstly it is noted thet Mr. Heron does nor offer any suggestions 
or solutions to the existing arrangements in Boarding schoole, to say that 
an Indien child is brought to a Boarding school and does not attend clase- 
room is not correct, so far ae thie schood is concerned. 


If we sre to allow pupile to attend classroom for the full day, 
ard if the pupils (Girle} are not to be taught Domestic Science then the 
staff of 2 School this size will have to be increased 100%. 


In an institution such as this, who may I ack ie going to prepare 
Meals for 70 people, bake hread, Teundr> work and general cleaning of the 
school, further Where are the Cirls going to receive instruction in Dom- 
estic Science? Certainly not in their own homes? 


We ernnot make Pauline Johnstones, or Long Lenee's out of #11 our 
pupils no more than we can make Aalph Connor's ant or Nellic MceClung's 
out of our White toys and girle, but the pupile in our Church Schools ere 
getting the vest Training and “ducation that 18 possible.

I my sey thet no pupil in this school is kept out of Clase room 
for the purpose of carning Revenue of for the School, true there are odd 
occasions when it is found necessary to keep one or two boye ont of the 
Classroom owing to pressure of outeide work, this however does not in sny 
way interfere with their education as the occasions are very infrequent. 


Mr. Heron apparently loses sight of the fact that there are dull 
boys and girls amongst the Indians snd it is not fatt to theechools or 
their Staffs to cite these ae examples of graduates.

It may be interesting to not that two of our Ggrle aped 16 years have 
juet pessed the Grade 8 Examinations and are now eligible for entrance to 
High School, these girls are the only pupils from this echool who heve sat

Personally I fail to see how we can inaugurate a better system for 
Eéucating and training the Indian children that that which ie now in 
vogue at this schpel, the work must be done either by Pupile or Hired 
help , if it has to be done by hired help then there will be a heavy drain 
on the finances of the Women's Missionary Society and as & consequence 
some part of the opgenieat‘on will enffer.

Yours of the 4th inet to hahd re the paper read by Mr. Heron before the 
Regine Presbytery, and asking if in my opinion the situation is se Mr. 
Heron represents. 


I know no Mr. Heron, in some respectd the situation is as he 
paye, but I would not care to stand in Mr. Heron's position. The woret 
prevaricator is the one that tells only half the truth. And that is just 
what Mr. Heron has done. In the second clause of Mr. Heron's papeer he 
saye Indiane may be in school, living in it day and nfght, in fact, yet 
not be in regular attendance in the c’ass room. This és a serious charge 
againet the officers of the school snd the Indian Agent, the Inspector of 
Indian education and the Indian Department. It is simply a chargé that 
they are not doing their duty or that they would 4neist on regular attend- 
ance. ‘So far as thie echool is concerned, the ppils are in regular ette;, 
a@ance so far ss the health eonditione of the pupils will permit. Facts 

are the strongest evidence against ench exaggerated statements ae Mre 
Heron hae indulged in. “%o 1 will now turn un the clasé room Register of 
thie cchool and give you the record for the past quarter (lst April’to 
20th Juhe). In this quarter there wae 64 class room dayse On our eg 
ister is 86 nomes .« 61 pupil» were in the clase room 64 days.

Wow I do not wish you to get a wrong impression from 
the above. ‘hen I say the above pupils w ere in the class room as above 
it simply menns that the lerrerpupile were in the clase room half of each 
day, a8 is required by the Indian Department. The other half dey ardes

spank Jeet eee tna kitchens” in onnneot on fatRe 1nd lent So 00 8, end when t 
the pupile are not in the class room they sre redeiving an important parg 
of their training mmt in the said farms, gardens, kitchens, leundries, 
beke-shops, eewing rooms and etc. This part of »n Indian's training is oF 
even greater importance to sn Indian than the Class Room work. A large 
part of the 4ndians have not the strong constitution a white men has, 
simply becruse for generations they have not lived right, Food, sanit- 
tion, clothing ané environm nt gkye have al] been wrong. ‘ith ® result 
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thet . Indéan population was graduily decreasing uhtil ten or fifteen 
yoers ag@, when the training of our Inéian school beganto make ite in- 
fluence felt. Since then the Indian population has gradually increased. 
Even yet it ice my opinion that were the Indian ehild closel confined -in 
the clase room sll day end hours of home work, and other things crowded 
into = white child's life - heaped upon the Indian child - well it would 
be only the strongest of them that would survive. It ie tho helf day in 
the claes room and the other half devoted to the open life on the gerden 
or form ~ or the ‘omplete change to the kitchen, leundry, or sewing room 
thet is their salvation, from » health view point. On the other hend, 
for the timo being at least, it ie not important that the Indian should 
become » people of high educational endowment. Yhat our Government i: 
aiming eat, at preeent, is to make good citiznas out of them. ‘When that 
has been attained , will be soon enough, to think of their higher educ- 
atioi. “ven now if a few bright pupils show aptitude, 1 om satisfied 
those in charge of the Indian Schools and the Covernment will be flad to 
Jend xyhand every eseistance. But as I was saying, the thing to do first 
for the Inddean ie +o make him # good citizen. This cannot be done until 
the home life ie right. The Home life cannot be right before the wife s 
can cook » meal well, moke, mend, and keep clean suitable clothing, and 
have » good general knowledge of good housekeeping «né sanitation. While 
the father must have learnei to work to provide a suitable living for thos. 
immediately depending upon him. All thie our Indian Boarding sechoole are 
doing. So the "“farms,and sardens and loundrdés and beke-shops an’ kitchens’ 
are + real blessing to the Indians and not » detriment, °e Mr. Heron would 
like you to believe. And under such conditions of school life I have beer 

able during my thirteen years as Principsl of this School to pass a number 
of my pupile at the Provincial Mxaminations for *ntrance to High Schools. 
And sny number of the balehce sre bright, intelligent, young men ond women 
today, quite capable of giving ® good eecount of themselves in competition 
with the white population. 


mr. Heron is writing from Seek. iam not femilisr with con- 
ditions there, 4 speak of the Indians of Vencouve Islondas I find them, 
and will deave to my fellow workers in Sask. and Alberta to answer Mr. 
Heron's charges there. But 1 will cay thie mts Heron is spparently out 
toswipe everybody and everything in cighte 1 gather this from what he 
says ebont our schools of learning in Canada. “He says, Cont. Tong Tance 
this menwhile a Canadian,Indian, had to go to the United States to procur® 
the education thet onabled him=to write « ‘good“story. ‘Well, I rather ad- 
mire Mr. Heron's courage. He is © real hero or he wopld never have been 
able to stand before an intelligent body of men such as lL would imagine 
comatitueed Regina Presbyterg and say, Our splendid Universities and 
Colleges were unable to give Captain Lon g Tance the eduacation to write 
s0 -00d s story. “hen he make & such charges egainst McGill, Queens or a 
dozen other Colleges or Universities one might mention, it simply shows 
that his unreliable etatements are scarcely worth eonsidering.

have been wondering what percentage of the pupils ef the Board- 
ing schdol: are regeived at the age of 7 years and kept there in reghler 
attendance till they are oighteen. Judging from the pupils that have 
been sent hers from this reserve I should oF thet thet vercentage is 
very small indeed. most of the boys and girls who have gone from us have 


been those whoiperhaps have not been sent to school at all until they 

were eight or nine »nd in some cases, ten. Thereafter they sre so irreg- 
uler in their attendance that when the: reach the age of 13 or 14 they are 
still onjy in the second or third grade with rather poor standing at that 


Some of the quarterly reports that I have forwarded to the Gov't. 
have revealed a distressing situation. Children who should have been in 
school at least 4/5 of the time have only been present from 5 to 10 days 
ahd the ageregate of days abeont hes almost equalled the Sggrecere of 
attendance. think I shell enclose one of these reports that you may see 
for yourself what we as teachers of the day school have to contend with. 


This sort ofmthing goes on till these children, roaming ebout the 
reserve, commit some misdemeanor and sre sent to the bearding school. 


If it be true that the majority of the pupils in our boarding schools 
are of this type then it is small wonder that the resulte are suchas Mre 


Hero» complains of. 


Mr. Heron's ststement thet the Indians as © rule are anxiovs to have 
their children educsted, is if thie reserve is typical, pure fiction. 
From the Chief down they manifest little or no interest in these matters 
and en attendance officer is an urgent necessity. 


Of course, the Key man is the egent and, if he is not on the job, 
the teacher hes not «a chance. 


The Indian children are intelligent and if given © proper chahoe 
will give a good sccount of themselves af school. 
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Report of J. I. Millar. 


In reference to Mr. Heron's letter of Aug. 7th, I must say 
that the facts do not correspond with our local situation. We follow, as 
far as possible, the full day spetem for class room work. The Inspector 
always gives » very favorable report of the standing of our pupile. 

It would apply to the graduates of the i. ©. Schbol, in the 
district. 

We are careful also to eiucate along the inéustrial lines 
such as the kitchen, leundsy, bake-shop, farm, carpenter shop etc., 
fhe children have not had the education along theee linee as English 
speaking children generally recetve. The Indien children have a "good 
capeeity for education but genxerally lack in ambition and ideals to 
realize their possibilities. Our Indian School Inspector, Mr, Cairns, 
an 014 teacher of Indien children, ic » firm believer in the helfrday 
system, especially for the lerge schools.

As to the matter of en Indien having © voice in the selection of 


a teacher or the course of study, it is uhreasonable to expect that a 
parent without any education should be ina position to decide as to what 
de in the best interest 6f the child in cither of these respects. 


In the second place while the children are the wards of the 
Church and Department of Indian Afdairs, in my experience I have always 
found thet the parents are quite satisfied to leave such matters in their 
hands. 


In the matter of work, a pupil at 15 years of age ie put fm on 
the half-day system at least that is the rule in the Cecilia Jeffrey 
Schools One half-dayiin the class-room and the other helf én whatever 
work there may be to do around the building. I consider that their train- 
ing in this respect is equally ae important as their work in the clacs- 
room. 

If in the years that » child is supposed to be in school, they 
they are not able to get an education of a higher standord than that which 
the writer refers to, it is not by eny meane the fault of the system. A 
child thet may not be sent t» echool as in the case of a girl that we ad- 
mitted «a few days ago, until they sre thirteen years of "go cannot be ex ~ 
pected to make very much progress; on the other hend, Af the discinline 
of the school is such as to allow the child to be brent from the class- 
room, it must necessarily be with the same result. 


In conelusion let me cay that I find thet the children in this 
school far exceed anything that the writer hes reference to and that the 
parents do not complain of the s stem.

At your request I offer to reply to Mr. Ke Be Heron's paper 
read before the Regina Predegresas In doing so I do not presume to anewer 
for all the schools under the fifferent Churches - But so far as the critic- 
4em goes it sppliee to #11 Indian Boarding Schoole for thev are all conduct- 
ed on much the same method being all under the direction and inspection of tht 
Department of Indian ‘ffairs at Ottawa. 


However, as Birtle is one of our oldest schools and the 
Reserves from which wo drew our pupile sre all under Presbyterian mission- 
aries it is but fair that I should defend our methods and make clear to 
your Board and to the Thurch ot large that the best course is being followed, 


I wish to make clear at the outset that the Department of 
Indian Affairs has en educational Depsrtment to supervise an’ inspect the 
100 Indian School@* under their care, in much the same way that the “rovincia) 
Educational Departments supervise and inspect the Public Schoolse Consequ- 
ently Mr. Heron's criticism of the methods of the Inéion Boarding Schools is 
directed sgainst the Yepartmant of Indian Affddre and not agédinst any policy 
or method thet the church defines for this work. 


Mr. Heron evidently favors the establisiment of the day schoo) 
on the Reserves with the children living at home. This no doubt, would be 
the ideal way of educating them @f conditions warranted it. But the Inspect 
ors of Indian Schoole and Insvectors of 4ndien Agencies ami Indian Agents 
are all agreed that under present conditions on the fReserves, the day schoo} 
4s an absolute failure on most of the Reserves throughout Mnritoba and 
Sasketchewan. Mr. Heron says that attendsnce ander the compulsory School 
Attendance Act may mean merely living in » boarding sehool and not attend- 
unce in » clases rooms that the children put in too much time in bake-shops, 
laundries, housework and farm-work and too little in the clases room. This 
ie the Indian complaint. Nothing would please the Infian better then to sit 
down and have the Yhite man feed, clothe and wait on him. If we did this 
work for the ch'ldren in the school, we would te mking them worse Indians 
end unfitting them still more for the conditions of civilized life. 


In this compleint he sassuves that the Indian Boarding School 
gime at doing for the Indian children just what the Public Schools does for 
the white ¢hild. Whereas the Boarding School not only teaches them to read, 
write, etc., but tries to teach them new conditions of living. Teaches them 
to eat differeht food, to sleep in beds, to drese, wash, bath, to bake their 
bread, cook their food, keep t'etr houses and make 6 siriag on ferme, etc. 
not like thet# parents have done but in» manner that shell enable themto 
live in cfvilized conditione in which they find themeelves,- tries to instil 
into them energy, perseverance, self-control ,forals,and religion, snd mke , 
these so much » part of their life, that they shall practice them as lonr 
as they live. 


Gonsequently, 11 their work around the school is = process of 
inetruetion to fit them for new conditione of living - the actual clese room 
work is only a part of the training. There would be no use teaching them 
to do business unlese they 'ad been taught to have some business to do. 
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However they do get the actual class room attendance - In our Birtle Sch 
Sch the number of School days exceed those of the Public School and 


the hourscare the same. 


All the children under 14 years of age are in the class room 
for the full hours, unless sicke Thpee from 14 to 18 years work on the 
half-day system. ‘The girls spend the alternate half-day in the kitchen, 
laundry, sewing room eto, and the boys spend the alternate hald-day on 
the farm, stock, garden and general repair work. In a — of gener= 
ations much that we have to teach these children in the so ool, they 
will have learned in ‘heir homes and the daye-school and class-room work 
and higher education can receive the attention that it does now with our 


white childrens 


Mr. Heron's complaint that the parents have no choive of the 
teachers and courses of study, of their children is far-Cetohed. Neither 
do parents of white children choose their teachers and up to High School 
there is nochoice of subjects. 


Mre Heron says hhat it is doubtful if the majority of pupéls 
of Indian schools leaving school at the age of 18 years Gould pass tke 
an examination equal to 4th or 5th Grade for White Ghildren - In 
Btrtle achool we follow the same course as th Public Schools of Manitob: 
and the 69 Indian ohéldren in attendance ranging fn age from 7 to 18 are 
graded as follows: Standard 1, 14: II, 17: III, O; I¥,10: V,19: VI,8: 
VOD, Ie In view of the fact that it is only about three years since the 
attendance’ was made compulsory for the Indians it was inevitable that 
with the first enfbroing of this law, 4 number of boys and -irls from 14 
to 18 years of age cam into the schoolg for the first time, most of them 
withonpt Znglishand are leaving as soon as they are eighteen. Conseque 
ently, they could not get on very fare 


‘Them, many of the parents who have not been in sohool themsel 
selves keep their children out on all manner of pretexts, till they 
are 11 or 12 years old and they are thus at a disadwantage throughput 
their whole course. The complaint that Mr. )eron makes that few of the 
pupils are able to interpret English into Cree, or vice versa needs only 
a Rittre consideration t6 see how unfouded it is. ye do not expect pupi. 
as in Public School totranslate from ome language to anothere Only when 
they get into High Sehool, do they attempt this. With the range of thou 
thought and language so divergent as that of English and Cree it is not 
to be expected that a ublic School pupil can easily interpret one into 
the other and it is especially hard to translate the abstract readine of 
an ordinary sermon into the eimple concrete lansuage of the Cree. 


Further he says that one has only to attem t conversation with 
an ex-pupil to find out how limited his vocabulary ise Everyone knows 
that it is characteristio of the Indian not tb talk more Rnelish than he 
has toe “ven if he Jnows English well, he will often meet you with a 
aim blank stare when ask:d 4 qhestbone And often it is very convenient 
for him not to talk and pretend that he does not know how. Many of them 

ire, not anxious te lesen how of¥o use the white ants Language or opy 
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=> Mr. Heron points out that the yourger Indians have not the same 


‘sense of honor and self-reliance that the older Indians had. He must 


admit that the sphere in which the older £imtx% Indians moved was very 
lémited when compared to that of the ordinary Indian school 
graduate, And even if we admit the statment, may we not find an oxe 


‘ planation in the changed conditions, Before the Indians came into cote 


tact with civil laws, the relationships within their own tribs were 
those of a familye They gust respect the rights and posséssions and 
women and children within the tribe. And if they infringed on any of 
these rights of anéthertribe their whole tribe hid to answer for it. 
Civil law treats them as individuals and groups of families ahd thus 
leaves them to cxpBbit each other and to outdo the white man if they 
can. 


I conclude Sy this by repeating Mr. Heron's own statement that 
"The Prosbyterian Church is conduocfing a number »>f Indian schools in 
SaskatcYewan and Manitoba, it is most imporbtant that as a Church, 
every possible effort be mde to fulfil our obligations to these 
parents whose children we have taken and that we give these children 
that will best equip then fora place in the citizenship of the country." 
May I add to this that an expert staf! at Ottawa assisted by a Commissioz- 
er at Regina with school Inspectors, Inspectors of Agencies and with 
Indian agents and Farm Instructors on the Reserves are in a position to 
know all the conditions of the Re:erves and Indian Schools, have worked 


outnthrough years of experiments the present Indian Boarding School. I 
have no doubt that they consider that under present conditions - and in 
this the staffs of our school will all agree - that the Boarding School, 
teaching the Infian children all these departments of work and keeping 
them avay from the temptations and conditions on the Reserves is the 
best method possible to equip the growing generation of Indians for a 
place in the Christian citizenship o7 the country.

In the Regina "Leader" a news item from Ottawa states 
that the Social Service Couneil of Candda passed certain 
ee one of which was to ask for better enforce- 
sent of the Sohoo] Attendance Act es it applied to the 
Indian Schools. 


Compuleory school attendance 16 quite familiar to us, 
but as rh fed to the Indian children it means soneth 
quite different from the law which governs the attend 
of white ehildren of te oreanevy wah ice gchools In one 
case it means the attendance in the classroom - in the 
ether merely the taking up of res @.in eo Board School 
or Industrial School - and this is point the Sociel 
Service Council may have overlooked: vis. Indians may be in 
@ School, living in it dey and night, in fact, yet not be —_ 
in reguler attendance in the clasgroom. 


Indian ohildren are compelled to leave their homes 
et the age of seven - to remain in school, with only en 
oocasions ; until they are eighteen. The parents “ 
have no voice in the selection of the teachers, nor in the 
election in the Gourse of Study the chiléren are to pursue, 
nor in the number of hours they attend the olass-room. 


CANADA 


The Indians, as a rule, are anxious to have their child+ 
ren edugated, but they compbbin that they are not kept 

in the class-roomj that they are kept out at work 
that produces revenue for the School; that when they return 
to the Reserves have not enough education to enable 
them to transact ordinary business, - scarcely enough to 
enable them to write a legible letter. 


Theré are farme and gardens and laundries and beke-shep , 
am kitchens in connection with Indian Schools; the parehts 
Claim their children spend time at work there that should be 
devoted totthe class-rocn. 
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The clase-room standing of many of the graduates of the 
those schools would indicate that the parents heave consider- 
abhe ground for complaint.

Commission appointed by the Deminion Government was assigned 
the duty of dividing the Home Mission pgoperties of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada between the United Church of 
Canada and the Presbyterian Church. The Chairman of the 
Commission suggested that if possible, the two Boards 
interested should get together and reach an amicable settle- 
ment. I am glad to say we were able to accomplish this. 


Dr. Andrew S. Grant, Secretary of the General Board 
of Missions of the Presbyterian Churoh, and I had several 
conferences. We made a tentative division of the property, 
then aubmitted our recommendations to the Committees of our 
respective Churches. The report was then passed on with the 
approval of both Boards to the Commission, which has just 
issued its finding and adopted the division as recommended.

By the agreement with the Commission, the United Church 
will carry on work in these institutions until April lst. At 
that time we are to hand over Cecilia Jeffrey and Birtle Schools 
to the Mission Board of the Presbyterian Church. 


While the four residential schools at Portage La Prairie, 
File Hille, Round Lake and Alberni were not considered by the 
Commission because not the property of the Church, in my oonfer- 
ences with Dr. Grant these were considered. I am sending you a 
copy of my letter to Dr. Grant dated January 10th and a copy of 
his letter to me, dated January 12th. From these communications 
you will see that there was a& definite understanding reached to 
the effect that these four residential schools are to remain under 
the care of the W.M.S. of the United Church. If no such under- 
standing had been reached, the representatives of the United 
Church would not have been willing to have assigned to the Pres- 
byterian Church, two out of the three schools owned by the Church, 
and, as you will see, the two largest. As the result of the 
Commissions findings, we are only getting the little Ahousaht 
School.

I have given some consideration to the 
statement which you handed mo the other day which might be 
thought to show that thie Department was Giecriminating 
againet the Roman (atholie Ohuroh in the distribution of 
educational grants. 

The educational policy of this Department is for 
administration without prejudice as regards the various re- 
ligious denominations engaged in the work. It may be said 
that achools have been established in various localities 
throughout the Dominion ae the needs of these localities 
are represented to the Department, We have not been able, 
owing to the very large cost of this service, to give what 
might be considered a complete educational system, one 
whioh would reach all Glasses of Indians, end without ea 
very large increased appropriation 4t would be impossible - 
to do 00. At present we vote $400,000.00 approximately, 
and the amount would certainly have to be doubled in order 
to establish what might be called a complete system of educ 
ation to Indians. I cannot refrain from expressing the 
view that it ie unfair to make the Comparison instituted by 
this etatemnt, I think, however, that the statement has 
been compiled from information which was obtained from our 
anmual Report for 1904 and if the writer nad had the ad- 
wentage of the full records of the Department a different 
statement would have been the result and the present one 
would not have come to hand. 

The grente of the Department are not made on 
the principle upon which the statement has been compiled, 
and while consenting to examine the figures on this basis 


it mst not be understood that this can be conaidered fair 
and just.

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It 4@ manifest that no fair comparison could be made between 
Roman Catholic: grante and grants to any single Protestant 
sect. If such comparison is to be made at all it should be 
made between the Protestant and Roman Catholic bodies, 
Making such @ comparison we get the following result as the 
per Capita expenditure, It would appear that the Protest- 
ante get $6.89 per capita of their whole number and the 
Romen Catholics $5.25. A glance at the per capita grant 
for the different Provinces will show how they vary and

the same way as the Protestant bodies, asking for a general

I would submit these alternative estimates for your immediate 
consideration, as it will be necessary to decide within the nezt few 
days, in order to add the amount to the Supplementary Estimates of the 
Department, now before the Finance iMinister.

The question of closing the following Roman Catholio schools 
night be brought before the proper authorities t- Cowessess, Yooneek- 
couse, Muscowequan, Onion Lake, Thunderehilds, Blood, Peigan, Ermine- 
akin, and Crowfoot. These schools are all situated in the Provinces 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan. A new type of day eehool will be estab-

The figures quoted by Reve Father Weloh 
Felative to the population, number of schools, etde, 
are substantially oerreet. 

I wish now to submit for your informatien 
a etatement showing the expenditure on Roman Catholic 


and Protestant Indian Sehoole in the Provinoe of Britieh 


Indian Affairs. (RG 10, Volume 6041, file 160-5, part 1) 


Columbia. 


Yor the year ending Marob 538%, 1915, the 
yoer to whioh Father Weloh makes reference, the Catholic 
population of Britieh Columbia wae 12,337, being 49.8% 
of the total pepulation. During that year the total 
expenditure for ealaries and grante to day schools and 
boarding echoole wae $115,719.00, of whioh amount 46.6% 
($5%,220200) wae paid to the Roman Catholic tesohere and 
schools. 

For the same yoar the Protestant population 
wae 12,422, or 50.2% of the total population. The eox- 
Penditure on salaries and grante in conneetion with the 


Protestant sohoole wae $61,499.00, being 5502% of the 
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total expenditure. 

You will ese from the above that so far 
as the expenditure for salaries and erants is conocern- 
ed the amounte paid to Protestants and Roman Catholicos 
wore very nearly in ratio to the population. 

I have also made an examination of the 
amounte expended on buildings and repairs in this 
province for the five years ending Maroh 3ist, 1915. 
This statement shows approximately an expenditure on Poman 
Catholic schools of $217,983.00, and on Protestant schools 
Of $50,754.00. The expenditure on Foman Catholie sohools 
was largely inourred in the erection of the new buildings 
at Kootenay and Kuper Island. These are the two fin- 
est Indian schools in the province and at no point are 
there any Protestant sohools that onan compare with theme 
You will see from thie etatement that in the way of capital 
expenditure the Roman Catholics have had during the past 
five yeare a decided advantage. 


There are only eleven Roman Catholio day 
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schools in operation out of a total of forty-six. I! 
understand the policy of the Roman Catbolie Churoh is 
not favourable to the ereotion of day sohools and that 
their authorities are of opinion that our best educational 
work 19 porformed in residential schools. In Indian 
Agencies where the vocations of the Indiane are hunting 
and fishing it ie held to be almost impossible to 
eetadlish day schools and the Roman Cathelio authoritios 
urge upen us the establishment of bourding sohools in 
thoee outlying distriote. As a onee in poimt you will 
romamber the Roman Catholie Boarding Sehool at Fort st. 
James, where we have just this autumn authorised a grant 


to 50 pupile at $125.00 per capita. 
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I think 1% will be conceded that these 
statements show that the Indien educational work of the 
Roman Catholio Churoh in British Columbia is being 


generously aeknowledged and is receiving equitable support.

I visited our Indian schools and had to remain in some a 
langer time than I expected at first. 

From the reports I have read, all our schools without ex- 
ception have been unable to meet all their expenses. Where there 
ie a farm attached to the institution, things are a little better, 

still they also show a deficit. 

The country is in a very difficult financial situation, this 
is plain; therefore each citizen must do his share in helping 
the country to alleviate the common burden; on account of that 
we do not want to ask more than is strictly necessary. We think 
that another grant of $10.00 per capita would help us greatly, 
and perhaps enable us to get through the crisis safely, though 
with some sacrifices. 

We would be much obliged if Your Grace could settle this 
with the Department at Ottawa, in the name of all.

me vour letter of July @ No. 2890352-2- 

The inorease in the grant of $10.00 per head is 
evidently very far from corresponding with the inorease in 
the cost of living: 

I cannot understand how the poor Oblate missionaries 
oan keep up the sonool at Albany- They are alzeady mavily in 
debt. Before the war you supported the school. I wonder why 
you do not continue to maintain it. It is not the fault of the 
Indians nor the fault of the missionaries 1f commoditice 


cost more, and it is necessary to pay ten cents a pound for 
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shipment. 

I wld to the belief that it in a question of justice 
that you should settle, and @ debt that you should pay- 

I have not at hand the exact statement of the deficit 
during the past four years, but you can find it in the 
statement that wae sent you by the Albany missionaries, 
and if you do not find it I shall ask for a copy from Father 
Carriere who lives at Hearet, where 1 %o live about 
September 15. 

In the meantime I have to thank you for this emall 
inorease end trust that you will settle the matter BOON.

Dear Sir, 

In ope of our conversations,in your office,about a year ago, 
I drew your attention to the fact that some of our indian boarding 
schools should receive a larger grant than some others;and my 
reason for this claim was that there were greater expenses to be 
met in schools far from the railways. When we have to pay one 
dollar,and in some cases, two dollars freight on all supplies,more 
than in schools situated on railway lines, it seems only just and 
right that the grant to the fdrmer schools should be larger in 
order to meet the larger ezpenses. This is true of the schools 
in Onion Lake, Cola Lake, Blue Quill's the Blood and Peigen reserves. 


With the price of every thing,freight included,soaring higher up 
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every day,I must in justice to the above schools ask you to take 

this matter into consideration,and to give them an increase in the 
grant per capita,or a lump sum. large enough to make up for the 

extra expenses incurred by said schools.We try as a rule to do our 
work on the grant allowed by the Deprt. but in these cases,it cannot bd 
be expected that we could give the children the food and clothes 

they have been receiving so far,if we do not get help from you. 

In the hope that you will acknowledge the justice of my claim,and

In reply to your request for a general report on 
the finaneial standing of the Qu,Appelle Senool I beg to 
submit the following whieh comprises three periods, showing 
the cost of maintenance of the school and the receipts from 
the Indian Department and other sourees to meet the ex=- 
penditures, 

From March 3lst 1918 to Mareh 31st 1919,the fiseal year 
of 12 months,the total receipts were $39,552, 58 and the ex- 
penditure was $30 192,32 covering the following accounts:- 
Freight ,Fuel,Light ,House Equipment & Expense,Repairs, Farm, 
Reeruiting,Salaries and Miscellaneous,leaving a balance of 


$9360.26 for Provisions and Clothing of 190 pupils for 12 
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months,less one month holidays,although a number of pupils 
remain here during vacation,this rating would show hardly 
$50,00 a yeur per pupil or about 169 per day for the most 
important duty of clothing and feeding the pupils, The Gov- 
ernment Grant being $130,00 per capita, 

From March 3lst 1919 to March 3lst 1920,fiscal year of

12 months,the total receipts were $38,861.19 and the expen- 
@iture,for the same aecounts as the previous year ,was 
$25,578.97 leaving a balance of $15,082,22 for Provisions 
and Clothing of 165 pupils,for sane period as previous year, 
showing an allowance of about 22¢ per pupil per day. The Gov- 
ernment Grant for this period was $140.00 per capita, 

From Mareh 31st 1920 to Nov 30th 1920,a period of 8 
months,at the rate of $140,00 per eapita,the total reeeipts 
wereg $25,161.28 and the expenditure,for the same accounts, 
was $15,243.43 leaving a balance of $7917.85 for Provisions 
and Clothing of 210 pupils or sbout 16¢ per day per pupil, 

During the last period there were three employees lees 
thereby making a saving of a certain amount but the Fare 
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® a 
y r 
erop was a total failure producing only 3 bushels to the aere 
whieh will mean a greater expenditure for feed,grain and 
potatoes, } 

With high prices still prevailing,particularly the 
neeessaries,such as Flour,Beef,Sugar,Tea,Clothing,Leather and 
Puel,it is impossiele to meet the expenditures necessary for 
the proper maintenance of the school and leaving us each 
year with a large defieit which must be met at some future 
date. 

If the grant per capita was raised in proportion to the 
advanced cost of the necessaries of living a good showing 
ean be made in all departments of the sehool without having 


an annual defieit such as has ween in the past,

in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, covering the period from 
1912 to 1921. 
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I would call to your attention the fact 
that in every case the defioit would be larger if a reasonable 


salary was paid to the Principals, Assistants, Sisters and Tea-

chers. In some cases the salary is simply a derision. 

Kindly note the remarks of Rev. Fr G.Leo- 
nard 0.M.1., Principal of Lebret Industriel School about the smell 
deficit of 1917-18 and the following explanation: 

"Greater Production was urgently advocated 
at this time and the Sshool did extensive farming that year thereby 
deriving a large revenue but after this the Department advised us 
to curtail our farming operations as the Indians were compleining 
that their children were working too hard. The next year and the 
following, this was done and, naturally, the deficit increased each 
year afterwardé."

" I would be highly interested to know if the 
Department has the intention to enforce the law of com- 
pulsory education for the Indians. What a relief it would 
be for me to learn one day of the appointment of a special 
officer with full authority. It is really provoking to 
see people of so inferior a condition as the Indians, who, 
for the most part are ignorant of the first word about 
education, dictate laws to us and raise all possible 
difficulties when they have to place their children at 
school. I am positive that if the gentlemen in charge of 
the Indian Department were completely aware of the cir- 
cumstances and were themselves in our position that they 
would immediately put the law into force. Vor my part, 

I am convinced that most of the agents are bound by so 

many things that they are not free to see to the proper 
enforcement of the laws I am of the opinion that a Police 
Officer or Constable would be the only proper man to 

uphold the authority 6f the law and have it respected. He 
would be the only one having the necessary liberty and 
authority to enforce the different laws regarding the 
Indians and specially that of school attendance, which is 
not an easy problem. ‘The Department is to be congratulated 


for having inacted such a Law.

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I hope that the gentlemen in charge will 
consider the appointment of a proper official who would 
have full authority to settle any question without commit- 
ting himself or compromising important matters. By such a 
nomination the success of educational and religious efforts 
would be secured and it would be for us a real pleasure 
to send the Indians with their foolish and unreasonable com- 
Plaints to an independent tribunal". 


I may add that Rev. Fr Baillargeon voices the 
sentiments of all the Principals which whom I have treated 
educational problems, and I am sincerely honing that the 
Department will find the proper means to enforce the Law 
of compulsory education. 


Will you kindly note also that this request was 
presented by the Deputation that waited upon Sir James 
Lougheed, on January 7th.

The members of my Provincial Council here, of 
late, give much thought and consideration to the question 
of the Indian Schools under their jurisdiction, and a8 a 
result have come to the conclusion that a change in the 
ownership of the school Dpuildings and their dependencies 
which are now the property of the Oblate Fatherg,is 
necessary and urgent. 


They beg to submit the following reasons for 
the change of owmership: 


A. A careful inspection of these School Buildings 
whether situated in Ontario Manitoba or Saske 
atchewan shows a want of unity in their manage- 
ment due mostly to the fact that the Government 
of Canada which pays in part for the upkeep of 
those schools is not the owner of the buildings 
proper, Whilst there are eight schoole under our 
supervision, only four pelong to the Governnent. 
Those of Pine Creek, Cowesses, Muskowekwan and 
Kenora were built and now are owned by the 
Corporation of the Oblate Fathers in Manitoba. 
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A further consequence of this diversity of owner= 
ship is that Government Inspectors find themselves 
handicapped in their endeavors to secure uniform 
management of the schools in their inspection 

and are unable to give satisfaction to the staff, 
to the pupils and their parents.

The Indians have come to look upon the schools 
belonging to our Corporation with disfavor and 
much prefer those schools which are the property 
of the Government, Being wards of the Government 
they feel perfectly at home in buildings pelonging 
to it, but consider themselves as strangers in 
puildings belonging to private Corporations, 


Occasionally improvements of an absolutely urgent 
nature and which cannot be undertaken by the Oblate 
Fathers are made at the expense of the Government, 
and the Government is criticised for it on the 
ground that, a6 these buildings are not ite 
property, at should not spend any money on them. 
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Mr, Duncan Scott #2. 


Still, if the Government did not carryout 

these improvements, the Corporation of the Oblate 
Fathers would not be financially able to do s0, 
and the consequence would be that these schools 
would be left in a condition materially inferior 
to the Schools belonging to the Government, and 
the staff of these schools woulbe greatly 
handicapped in its work and would probably be 
unable to carry out the instructions of the 
Government Inspectors. 


Under the present system the Department of Indian 
Affairs gives to the Corporation of the Oblate 
Fathers a per capita sum of $25.00 both for the 
upkeep of these schools and for interest on the 
investment. This sum is altogether inadequate 
for the purpose. As a result of our experience 
in the management of the schools belonging to our 
Corporation, we have come to the conclusion that 
our Corporation cannot any longer bear the burden 
of the maintenance of these schools for the per 
capita grant at present allowed, pecause this per 
capita is barely sufficient to keep the buildings 
in repairs and does not in any way provide for the 
improvements so widely resommended by the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs, 
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As an example of the unfair burden which the 
Oblate Fathers are asked to bear in the manage- 
ment of the schools which are their own property, 
we beg to instance the school of Pine Creek,This 
school represents an investment of $62,000.00, 
Allowing 6% interest per annum on the principal 
invested, 2% for depreciation, $400.00 for insure 
ance and $200.00 for taxes, we have a total annual 
overhead outlay of $5,560.00, This latter amount 
does not at all provide for repairs. If 1% per 
annum were allowed for repairs, the total would be 
$6,180,00, The per capita grant for this school 
being $25.00 for eighty children, the sum which 
the Oblate Fathers receive from the Government is, 
therefore, $2,000.00. But they have to spend 
$6,180.00 to keep up theschool, ‘The weight of 
this burden is apparent to everybody and unless 
the Fathers receive help from the Government of 
some kind or another, they will eventually have to 
lay the burden dow,

We might add that as the number of children 
authorized is almost never complete, in fact has 
never been so for a full period of one year, we 
have never received $2,000.00 in any given year, 
for the school of Pine Creek, 
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‘* Mr, Duncan Scott #3. 


Our Corporation was induced in the past into 
investing large sums of money for the pbuilding 
of these schools in the hope that the extra per 
capita grant of the Government, coupled with 
private donations, would enable them to carry on 
the work of the schools and pay the interest on 
the large sums of money invested therein. As 
figures prove, their hopes were mever realized 
and, if the past is a gauge of the future, they 
will never be. 


The Oblate Fathers, therefore, realizing the many 
inconveniences of the present dualeownership of the Indian 
Schools under their management, are ready to transfer to 
the Government, the owmership of the schools which they owm 
for a sum of. money even less than the present value of the 
pudldings and lands on which these buildings are situated, 
The purchase of these schools will necessitate a consider- 
able outlay of money on the part of the Government. 
latter in return will become the ovmer of very valuable 
buildings and lands, and which is more important than any- 
thing else, will be in a position to establish absolute 
uniformity in the management and upkeep of all these Indian 
Schools.

Beys, Provincial of the Oblate Order, requesting that the 
Department assume the owmership, upon payment, of the Indian 
Boarding schools at Cowesses, Pine Creek, Muscowequan and 
Kenorae 


It would certainly be in the interest of our work 
if all these buildings were ovmed by the government, as well 
ap other boarding school buildings ovmed by the “oman Catholic 
Chureh and the Protestant Churches who are interested in Ine 
dian educations The union of the Church and State in this 
matter of Indian education is well recognized, and in 1911, 
when we made a new arrangement with the schools, the thon 
Superintendent General, the liong Frank Oliver, laid down as 
a principle that we should owm our om school buildings, 
although he did not pledge the government to acquire the 
existing boarding school buildings owmed by the Churchese 
One can readily realize that individual capital expenditure 
and the upkeep of these buildings are a serious drain on 
Church fundse 


As a matter of general policy, I am in favour of the 
acquirement of all these buildings. As you are aware our 
Retimates ¢o not contemplate any building operations for the 
approaching fiscal year, but it ight be well, and I would 
greece with your concurrence to do s0, to submit supplementary 
estimates for the value of these vuildings, (which seems to me

But this condition of things we realize more and more is becoming 
{he Indian children after ell are the wards of the Government,

As above stated all our Cae 
tholic schools are provided with trained and ex- 
perienced nurses who are more interested in the 
Indians and have had more experience with them 
them the young ladies sent by the Department, 

I do not wish to enter into the detail of the 
Complaints which have come to me from every quar- 
ter but I am in a position to show facts substan- 
tiating my words and I am prepared to discuss 
this question at length with the Department.

OF CATHOLICS:-In preparing the estimates I would

40<PUBLIC SCHOOL INSPECTORS:-I must state that the inspection 
of the Catholic Indian Schools does not meet 
with favor amongst the catholics. I know that 
such an inspection was being made in the Mari- 
time Provinces, in Quebec and Ontario but al- 
low me to state that in those Provinces there 
are Public and Separate Schools and the inspec- 
tion of the latter is made by catholic Inspec= 
tors. Therefore the inspection of Catholic Ine 
dian Schools is amide by catholio inspectors.

Air. Feathereton: 


In explanation of my memorandum of the 20th ultimo, 
I wieh to state it hae been decided that thie Department, when 
funde can be provided, should acquire, by transfer from the 
churches, modern Indian reeidential echoole that are adequate 
for the purposes of educsting our wards. The Government's 
intention ie to relieve the churchee of cupitul expense at 
Indisn reeidential echoole. 
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A year ago, archbiehop Liathieu of Regina, in 
conjunction with the Provincial of the Oblate Order, Father 
Heye of Winnipeg, requeeted that the Government purchace four 
modern, up to date Roman Catholic inetitutione in the West. 
Punde were provided in thie connection, in the oupplementary 
Betimatee, 1922-23, and the tranefer of the Lenora Indian 
Reeidential school from the Roman Catholic Church to the 
Crown ie nearing completion.

In pureuance of thie policy, there are in the Main 
detimatee, 1925-24,two iteme with reference to acquiring 
from the churches Indian reeidential echool property.

While visiting our Indian Schools of the Blood and Peagan Re- 
serves, I learned of the complaints lodged by different Inspectors con- 
cerning the unsufficient knowledge of English and in particular of the 
faulty pronunciation of some of the Sisters connected with these ins- 
titutions, 


I frankly ac t that in this matter all is not ss verfect as 
would be desired : we will do our best to remedy this as much and as 
soon as is possible, Still it would not do to exaggerate the serious- 
ness of this matter, nor should these omplaintes make us overloo) 

certain other points of far greater importance than the defective proe 
nunciation of English, 


I would, therefore call the attention of the Department to the 
following obeervations, which those interested in the success of our 
Indien Schools ought to take into account, 


Moet of the Indian Children upon their arrival at the school 
do not know a word of English, - the only langusaze authorized by the 
Deoartment in the imparting of knowledge at these schoole, Confide 
these ildren to the most em srofessor of the mort celebrated 
University of the Brit Empi : of what use vill be the purity of 
his language, the correctness of his accent be, if the pupils do not 
understand him ? 


our schools there is a preliminary grade of instruction, 
necessary, wherein the knowledge of Fnglish and the English 
accent are of but secondary importance, And thie preliminsry instruct- 
ion requires of the teacher special qualities on account of the in- 
feriority of the Indian Children who, unlike the White Children, do 
not speak English before coming to School, 


- Let 1s suppose that the teachers have a perfect knowledge of 
English and that they have not the slightest trace of a foreign accent, 
and let us suppose that they succeed in imparting to their pupils such 
a Knowledge of English that their accent does not betray their Indian 
origin, Would this be suffic nt to justify anyone in saying : Thie 
instruction is exeellent, this education perfect ? Certainly not! And 
why ? For the simple reason that language is only a means of communi 
cation, anda education comes chiefly from what is communicated and from 
the manner in which it is communicated ; because intellectual amd moral 
training reauire 2 proficiency far other than that of accent and dice 
tion, This proficiency in accent and diction ie no test or criterion 
of the intellectual, and much lese of the moral, value of a person, 


No one would dream of mainteining the intellectual and moral 
competency exclude competency in any language, but the former compe= 
tency infinitely surpneses the latter, so that if there are to be de- 
ficiencies in the educator, it is preferable that they be in his accent 
rather than in his intellectual worth or in his moral character, 


- Let us enter further into the matter and suppose that we have 
been fortunate enough to secure the services of teachers with 411 the 
diplomas granted by Elementary Schools and by Hich Schools, teachers 
having at their service experience accumulated during years of teaching 
White Children : is all this sufficient to make of such men competent, 
teachers in our Indian Schools ? It isnot, And this point is one that 
should be ineisted on, because it does not seem to be understood that 
teaching and education in these Indian Schools have something all their 
own, #@ Special character ar stamp, and require special qualities in the 
ecucator, The value of.‘our\Indian Schools is judged by a comparing of 
them with Schools attended White Childrén,- The eame criterion is 
used in judging both, This al¥ starts from a wrong point of view which, 
if ‘justice iq to_be done, mue@ be rectified,

are treated, Their social condition is altogether snecial, The Govern- 
ment considers them as minors, 


the Indian Policy of the Federal Government hae undoubtedly 

in view the welfare of the Indians from A social are well 9° from an 

economic point of view, In its conduct towards them, in keeping them 
under its guardianship, the Government does not deny their real in- 

tellectual qualities, more or less hidden deep down in their nature; 
it seeke to show not their inferiority, but rather the special natue- 
re of their character, of their way of life, of their surroundings, 

+n this policy there is no injury done, no contempt shown : it is a 

policy dictated and imposed by facts, 


In reality it is only by the process of a long and laborious 
evolution that the Indians will (if they ever do ) become able to 
adapt themselves to our civilization, But this adaptation for the 
oresent at least, is not to be desired either in eo far 48 the White 
People or the Indians are concerned, 


They are unable to appreciate the nobler, the more elevated, 
the educative side of our civilization, From tt r coming into cone 
tact with the White population, the Indians «et nothing but the White 
man'e defects and vices, Whenever the pleasures afforded by civili- 
zatbon come within their reach, they give themselves up to these 
pleasures without restraint and to brutal excess, Left to themsel- 
ves, they abuse of their liberty to work out their own destruction, 

Intellect, will, aptitudes, temverament both individual and 
social, the conditione of surreundings, etc,- 711 thore elements 
in which the life of man is canalized, have a distinct mark and 
character of their own in our Indians, 


Now, unless education is to come to grief and to become en 
obstacle rather than a stepping-stone on the way to progress, it 
must take these various elements into consideration, No being can 
be developed vunlese this developement be according to that being's 
aptitudes and the fundamental conditions of its nature, 


It is self-evident then that teaching an? education in our 
Indian Schools require s peculiar pedagogy pased on the nature, 
the character of our Indiane and the pe culiar conditione in which 
they are destined to live, 


The one who u rtakes to educate these Indians needs cer= 
tain qualities which are acquired and developed only by constant 
association with the Indians and by 4% persi ent, detailed observa- 
tion of their waye and customs, It is not by short visits made at 


great intervals, witt methods sna ideas formed in civilized surrounds 


ings, that a just, exact knowledge of the conditions required by 
those who educate our Indians is to be acauired, 

Considering the question from this point of view, it is clear 
that the fittest juds is the missionary who lives constantly with 
the Indiane and who has no other end in view than the good of those 
confided to his care, 


And as for education in this special line, nothing can hope 
to compete with a religious Community ‘shich hae made of this very 
branch a specialty and has made of it, #0 to say, its life-work, In 
such a Community there is a tradition :; membere of the Community 
may change or may disappear, but the tradition, the pedagogy, the 
method remains, and we must not forget that this method is the re= 
pult ot the experience of several generations of educators formed 
and trained on the spot alwaye having the mame difficulties to face 


and having the aame end to attain, 


While doing our best \to make up for the deficiencies that exist 


in the teachers of our Indiwn Schools, we not lose sigh 
their qualities, nor forget the goods they doing and the 
they have otained, We must en\ourage the 


>... 
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enable them to make up for what is wanting, 


To return to the Rev, Sisters emcared in teaching at the In- 
dian Schools on the above mentioned Reserves, I would like to point 
out that ae they receive scarcely half the salary of schoolmistres- 
res teaching White Children, it would be hardly reasonable to exact 
of them the same diplomas as are required of other teachers, espe= 
eially when we consider that in order to do their work in the In- 
dian Schools competently there Sisters need other qualities as sl- 
ready explained, 


Cn the other hand it would not be prudent to exact that those 
Sisters who have spent years in these Schools be changed under the 
pretext that their pronunciation of English is faulty, This would 
be to deprive these Schools of the experience these Sisters have 
acquired during the years they have snent in these very Schools, 


The best means of settling the whole matter would be to afford 
these Sisters the opportunity of perfecting themselves in the know- 
ledge, esvecially in the pronunciation of English, This can be done 
without much inconvenience, They could spend two months every year 
at Calgary or at Edmonton and there follow the fummer-schools, 


And I would suggest that the Department for Indian Affairs un- 
dertsake to defray the expenses this might entail . And thur every- 
bedy will be satisfied,

On the 28th and 29th of August, 1924, a 
Convention of the Principals of the Indian Catholic 
schools of Western Canada was held at Lebret, Sask. 
The object of this meeting was to unify the methods 
of administration of these schools; to improve, 43 


far as possible, primary and industrial education of 


(RG 10, Volume 6041, file 160-5, part 1) 


the children entrusted to them; to get petter acquainted 
with the intentions of the Department of Indian Affairs 


at Ottawa, and to co-operate more efficiently therewith. 


The first step of the assembled Principals 
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was to wire greetings to the Officers of the Department 

of Indian Affairs at Ottawa, wishing thereby to recognize 
not only their devotedness and unquestionable impartiality, 
but also the sympathy and encouragement received from 


them on many occasions. 


The members of the Convention have success- 


ively attended to: 


l.=- The administration of schools. 
2.- The education of children. 
3.- The sanitary conditions. 


In... 
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In connection with these different points, 
it hay been decided to bring to the knowledge of the 
Department certain resolutions unanimously adopied by 


the merkers. 
ADMINISTRATION OF SCHOOLS . 


le- We are anxious to have the Department of 
Indian Affairs understand that our Principals are not 
mere employees, but a group of educators subject to 
a hierarchy, having their principles, their methcds, 
etc.; and we request that this hierarchy be consulted 


in connection with serious measures to be taken regard- 
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ing the education of Indians. 


2e- We urgently ask: 1.- That the government 


and administration of these schools be directly and

exclusively in the hands of the Department of Indian 
Affairs at Ottawa. 2.- That the Department, in 
communicating with the Principals of these schools, 
shall have no other intermediary than the local Agents 


at points where these schools are situated. 


3.- These Agents are the natural and ordinary 
supervisors of these schools; but for extraordinary 
inspections, such as auditing of books, enquiries, etc., 
we think it desirable to entrust them to the officers 


directly responsible to the Government at Ottawa. 


rr ee 
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4.- In order to obtain more unity in the co- 
operation of both civil and religious authorities, 

we think it necessary that the requests cof our 
Principals for repairs, enlargements, improvement3, 
etc. to our schools, be addressed to us; and that we 
deal directly with the Department of Indian Affairs 


. at Ottawa. 


EDUCATION. 


l.- We have given orders to three members of 


the Convention to compile a complete list of the 
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books to be used in all our schools and to prepare 
a general program of study, the whole to be submitted 


to the Department of Indian Affairs at Ottawa. 


Qe There are, in our schools, quite a isrge 


Indian Affairs. 


number of children specially gifted to go through 
secondary studies fitting them to become machinists, 
engineers, book-keepers, teachers, etc. And we think 
it would be proper, for this purpose, to establish a 
high school for all children to enter on leaving our 
Catholic schools in the West. In order to save on 
staff and maintenance, this school could be attached 


to an ordinary school; for instance, to that of Lebret. 


While...... 
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3e- While it is obvious that our Religious have, 
on the whole, given complete satisfaction as teachers, 
we are however of the opinion that we should conform 

to the wishes of the Department, and require them to 
have a Certificate from some Province of the Dominicn, 
to serve as a certain guarantee to the public. In view 
of encouraging this movement, which can be accomplished 
put gradually, we believe that the Department should 
increase the per capita grant to the schools on reaching 


such improvement in their teaching staff. 


4.- Industrial education of our children, of 


both sexes, must not for any consideration ve neglected. 
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If, from seven to fourteen years of age, class room 
work must be practically the only occupation of the 
child, we believe that, from fourteen to sixteen years, 


half of the time should be devoted to a training adequate

to his future calling. From sixteen to eighteen years, 
industrial work should become the almost exclusive aim. 
With the view of facilitating a proper 
agricultural training for boys, we would suggest that 
the schools be supplied by the Department with agricul- 
tural implements for the use of the children, and in 
some cases, where the school has little or no property, 
that additional land be secured for this valuable 
purpose. e 
Moreover, in order to extend the advantages 
of education, we wish that, on leaving the schools, with 


the. cescees 
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the recommendation of the Principal, and the acse% 

of the Agent, the children receive from the Derariment, 
according to their merits and as an encouragement, 4 
practical help in the way of articles to be used in 


their work. 


5.- We realize the advantages that result 

from the inspection of our schools by Inspectors of 
public schools of different provinces; but we ask that 
these Inspectors respect our books and programs, and 
take into consideration the difficulties attendant on 
the education of Indian children; difficulties resulting 


from a defectuous start in bringing them up, froma 
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very characteristic apathy, as well as from precarious 
health. We ask that these Inspectors receive instruc- 
tions from the Department in this connection, and that 


the Principals of the schools be so advised.

6.- We would consider the above resolutions 

on Indian education incomplete, without thanking the 
Department for the sum of $1,000, placed at our disposal, 
for the erection of a monument to the late Rev. Fr. 
Hugonard, O.M.I., a pioneer in Indian educational work. 
We are pleased to state that steps are being taken to 


erect this monument at Lebret within the next year.

HYGIENE 


1.- In the case of contagious diseuc7es, such 
as tuberculosis, scrofula, etc., it is a wel) kaown 
fact that the Indian child, being far from his native 
locality, is liable to fret and pine and lose ali 
chance of recovery. We, therefore, believe that, 
instead of grouping these cases in a hospital, or in 
a sanatorium, it would be better to have each school 
provided with rooms specially furnished for this 


purpose, and in charge of competent nursese 


Qe" In the last few years, sanitary inspection 


by nurses has been inaugurated in our schools, a matter 


that has been everywhere the cause of regrettable inci- 
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dents, and without compensating advantages. These 
nurses, who are no doubt capable, have ordered measures 
leading to the transformation of our schools into 


hospitals or sanatoriums; moreover, in their manners, 


Indian Affairs. 


their dress and their language, they have often for- 
gotten certain requirements essential to the proper 
training and disciplining of Indian children. Even the 
physicians have, in the majority of cases, disapproved 
of the regulations prescribed by these visitors. We 
believe that the regularity of the sanitary service 

iv sufficiently guaranteed by our nurses, who are com- 
petent, and subject to the control of the physician 


attending the school and to the local Agent. 


In. cece 
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In closing these meetings, the members of 
the Convention wish to recognize and highly praise 
the great work accomplished bynour Canadian Government 
for the civilization of our Indians. We believe that 
no other nation has made greater sacrifices for its 
autochthon population; and that, nowhere elaa, means 
better adaptcd to the object pursued, have been 
employed. In making appeal to the different churches 
in its work of civilization, the Dominion of Canada has 
recognized that all true civilization must first be 
based on a moral law, which the Christian religion 
alone can givee Pagan superstitions could not,- what- 


soever certain philanthropists might think,- suffice 
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to make the Indians practice the virtues of our 
civilization and avoid its attendant vices. 

Several people have desired us to 
countenance the dances of the Indians and to observe 


their festivals; but their habits, being the result

of a free and easy mode or living, cannot conform to 
the intense struggle for life which our social condi- 
tiovm require. This has to be kept in mind for the 
training of new generations. 

The results obtained in the work of 
civilization of the Indians are very remarkable, and 


we wish that the work accomplished might be better 


known. ,.

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With this in view, we beg to suggest the 
establishment of a MUSEUM or HISTORICAL AND SCIENTIFIC 
EXPOSITION where, close to articles pertaining to 
morals, religion, industries, works of primitive tribes - 
the memory of which is soon lost - could also be seen 
the work accomplished by civilization, and the results 
obtained both on the reserves from Agents' activities 
and in the schools of any denomination. It would appear 
that this would encourage and perpetuate one of the best 
works in the Dominion of Canada.

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On the 28th and 29th of August, 1924, 4 
Convention of the Principals of the Indian Catholic 
schools of Western Canada was held at Lebret, Sask. 
The object of this meeting was to unify the me tnods 


of administration of these schools; to improve, &5 
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far as possible, primary and industrial education 


of the children entrusted to them; to get better 


acquainted with the intentions of the Department of 


Indian Affairs at Ottawa, and to co-operate more

efficiently therewith. 

The first step of the assembled Principals 
was to wire greetings to the Officers of the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs at Ottawa, wishing thereby to 
recognize not only their devotedness and unquestion- 
able impartiality, but also the sympathy and encoura- 
gement received from them on many occasions. 


The members of the Convention have success~- 


ively attended to: 
1.- The administration of schools. 


2.- The education of children. 


3.- The sanitary conditions. 
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In connection with these different points, 


it has been decided to pring to the knowledge of the

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4a Industrial education of our children, 


of both sexes, must not for any consideration be 
neglected. If, from seven to fourteen years of age, 
class room work must be practically the only occupation 


of the child, we believe thet, irom fourteen to sixteen

years, half of the time should be devoted to a training 
adequate to his future calling. From sixteen to eighteen 
years, industrial work should become the almost exclusive 
aim. 
With the view of facilitating a proper 
agricultural training for boys, we would suggest that 
the schools be supplied by the Devartment with agricul- 
tural implements for the use of the children, and in 
some cases, wnere the school has little or no property, 
that additional land be secured for this valuable purpose. 
Moreover, in order to extend the advantages 
of education, we wish that, on leaving the schools, with 


TNE ss eeerer 
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the recommendation of the Principal, end the 
assent of the Agent, the children receive from 
the Department, according to their merits and 
as an encouragement, a practical help in the 


way of articles to be used in their work. 


5.- We realize the advantages that result 
from the inspection oi our schools by Inspectors 
of public schools of different provinces; but 

we ask that these Inspectors respect our books 

and programs, and take into consideration the 
difficulties attendant on the education of Indian 
children; difficulties resulting from a defectuous 
start in bringing them up, from a very characteristic 
apathy, as well as from precarious health. We ask 
that these Inspectors receive instructions from 
the Department in this connection, and that the 


Principals of the schools be so advised. 


6.- We would consider the above resolutions 


on Indian education incomplete, without thanking the 


Departiient for the sum of $1,000, placed at our dis- 


posal, for the erection of a monument to the late 
Rev. Fr. Hugonard, O.li.1., a pioneer in Indian 
educational work. We are pleased to state that steps 
are being taken to erect this monument at Lebret 


within the next year. 
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lee In tne case of contagious diseases, 
such es tuberculosis, scrofula, etc., it is a 
well known fact that the Indian child, being 
far from his native locality, is liable to fret 
and pine and lose all chunce of recoverye Wy, 
therefore, believe that, instead of grouping 
as orium, 
it would be better to have euch school provided 
rooms specially furnished tor this purpose, 


in charge of competent nursese 


In the last few years, sanitary inspec- 
tion by nurses has been inaugurated in our schools, 
a matter that has been everywhere the cause of 
regrettable incidents, ond without compensating 
advantages. These nurses, who are no doubt capable, 
have ordered measures leading to the transiorm.tion 
of our schools into hospitals or « ; moreover, 


e 


in their manners, their dress ona tn i anguage, they 


have often forgotten certain re vuirements essential to 


the proper training «nd disciplining of Indian children. 


Even the physicicns hove, in the majority of cases, 
disapproved of the regulutions pres iped by these 


visitors. We believe that* the regularity of the 


sanitaryercerers 
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sanitary service rendered is sufficiently cuaranteed 


by our nurses, who are competent, and subject to the 


control ov the physician attending the school und to 
the local Agent. 

In closing these meetings, the members of 
the Convention wish to recognize and highly praise 
the great work accomplished by our Canediean Govern- 
ment for the civilization of our Indians. We believe 
that no other nution has made greater sacrifices for 


its autochthon populution; and that, nowhere else, 
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means better adapted to the object pursued, have 
been employed. In making appeal to the different 
churches in its work of civilization, the Dominion 


of Canada has recognized that all true civilization

must first be based on a moral law, which the Christian 

religion alone can give. Pagan superstitions could 

not,- whatsoever certain philanthropists might think,- 
fice to m: the Indians practice the virtues of 
civilization and avoid its attendant vices. 

Several people have desired us to countenance 
dances of the Indians and to observe their festivals; 
their habits, being the result of a free and easy 

mode of living, cannot conform to the intense struggle 
for life which our social conditions require. This 
has to be kept in mind for the training of new genera- 
tions. 


The..see-e 
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The results obtained in the work of 
civilization of the Indians are very remarkable, 
and we wish that the work accomplished might be 
better known. 

With this in view, we beg to suggest 
the establishment of a KUSEUM or HISTORICAL /.ND 
SCIENTIFIC EXPOSITION where, close to articles 
pertaining to morals, religion, industries, works 
of primitive tribes - the memory of which is soon 
lost - could also be seen the work accomplished by 
civilization, and the results obtained both on the 
reserves from Agents' activities and in the schools 
of any denomination. It would appear that this would 
encourage and perpetuate one ot the best works in the 
Dominion of Canadae

In reply to your letter of the llth ultimo, I wish 
to assure you that the recommendations of last year's 
Convention of Principale of Roman Catholic Indian Residential 
Schoule have engaged the serious and studied attention of the 
Depertment. You may inform the Very Rev. Fathers Beye and 
Blanchin, Provincials of the Oblate Fathers for the Prairie 
Provinces, thet I consider much good will come from these 
general meetings end thet I welcome from time to time any 
@uggestions for improvement in our educational work. 


The Department is sympathetic to the request that 
@ Speciel programme of studies be adopted for the k. C. Indian 
Residentiel Sehools. I should be grateful if you would disouse 
with Mr. Ferrier the content of the progremme you have 
prepared. I do not want to depart from the grade system of 
grouping pupile end I wish to be sure that -11 texts authorised 
are suitable for Indian students of the Weur. 


I have noted the second resolution of the Conven- 
tion and I wish to assure you that day schools will be 
established only when they appear to heve a definite, 
independent usefulness. With reference to compulsory 
education of the ‘ndien children of Canada, I may sey thet, 
from time to time, es the Indian communities in different 


provinces ere ready for such action, Section 10 of the Indian 
Aot will be enforced. 


I eam very interested in Resolution lio. 4, but I 
hesitate to name one Indien residential school as a centre 
for higher educaticn and another for vocational training, 
until develoyments warrant such definite selection. For the 
time being, individual pupile, who show promise in any phase 
of their training, should be the subject of particuler 
recommendations. I trust that, in the not distant future, 
there will be many ehildren qualifying for more advanced 
education and training. At thet time, the establishment of 
suitable institutions will be considered.

Resolution Ho. 5 has to do with the most 
t phase of Indien education. fie Department hee 
always recognised thet the general success of our work 
depends to a extent on the continued supervision of 
the ex-pupil on the reserve. Our steff of agente end farm 
inetructors are in a position to do much towards making the 
Inéian self-reliant and economically independent. I propose

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to stimulate our officers' interest in graduates, by 
insisting os proper emphasis on the discharge of a pupil 
and on regular reports concerning the progress of each. 
Material assistance will be granted whenever there is 
reasonable promise of permanent helpfulness. 


Concerning Resolution No. 6, I agree that the 
treatment of tuberoculer children presents a most serious 
problem. I believe, however, that pupils in an advanced 
stage of the disease are best cared for in seniteris. 


I am very ey to learn that the Convention 
of Prinoipels hae asked that you be their official 
representative in all matters concerning the education and 
other wellbeing of the wards of this Department. This 
resolution is evidence that the unofficial relationship and 
centralised control has been successful. An intimation from 
the members of the Church Hierarchy that are interested in 
Indien work and from the Provinoiale of the Oblate Order 
will make our satisfaction in thie matter complete. 


I have examined the requests of the Rev. 
Prinoipels in convention, and I wish to state that, whenever 
@ report of a public sohool gacpooser ie euch that any action 
de necessary, extracts will be directed to the prinoipal of 
the school in question. In reply to request No. 2, I may 
say thet the Department, when funds oan be found, will 
always give favourable consideration to inoreasing the 
pupilage at a school, if the management is doing the best 
possible with the farm and the other physical equipment at 
4te command. We expect, however, that #11 residential 
schoole with facilities for teaching farming and other 
vyooationel work will give a systematic training that will 
fit pupile for the future. 


Concerning request Ho. 3, I beg to state that, 
ae far as is practicable and necessary, A4nvoices for 
materiel supplied and time sheets for labour will be 
presented to the Rev. Principels for signature before 
payment. When building activity on the day labour plan is 


contemplated, the Department will secure the advice of the 
principal of the school before engeging labour, whioh will 
be local as far as possible. 


Requests No. 5, 6 and 7 are being given 
consideration. Mey I thank the Rev. Gentlemen associated 
with you in Indian work for their expression of willingness 
to actively cooperate with this Department. wiil you kindly 
assure them that my constant endeavour will be to develop 
the usefulness of schools established for the Indians.

Dear Father Beys: 


I have your letter of the 17th instant, with reference 
to the per capita grant rates at Indian residential schools in 
your province. This year, the Lepartment made an ad justment 
which, I believe, will result in a more fair scale. The old 
classification aid not do justice to the small institutions and 
I am trying to increase their grant gradually so that it will 
equal that of the larger echools. Prior to this adjustment. the 
Duck Lake institution had been placed in the 01d "Industrial 
School" group. The Blood school received only $140 until lately 
but, commencing this year, the grant will be at the rate of 
$155. In the near future it may be possible to make it $170. 


You ask why the Crowfoot, Onion Lake and Sacred veart 
schools receive only $155, while Blue Quills, Brmineskins and 
{hunderchilds draw $170. The last named institutions are 
church owned and I feel that where the capital expense has been 
met by the Churoh, the Department should allow the higher grant.

The appeal to the court in Blood Reserve is an instance of it 
but only one of many similar cases. 

We feel sure that most of those things happen through some 
other official end without your being acouninted with the facts. 
The expense of sending one of our Fathers to Ottawa is heavy; 
but we felt that we had to let You know about all these facts, 
rather than take another procedure. You have always experienced 


your absolute fairness,impartiality and devotion to duty.

Dear Father Magnan, - 


I have pone letter of the 2nd instant, with 
reference to night watelmen for the Indian residential 
schools in which you are interested. The situation 
at Pine Creek was so serious that the Department felt 
that a night watchman was advisable and offered to 
pay a grant towards the cost fron Parliamentary 
Appropriation. It is not the intention, however, 

to pay for the services of a night watohman at all 
our institutions. Such an officer, where necessery, 
ehould be paid from the per capita grant or other 
gohool earnings. I know that, at Qu'Appelle, 

there ie a night watohman who constantly poten 

the buildings. At emaller schools, the ztment 
desues instructions for a member of the staff to 

make a thorough 1 etion at ten o'clock at night 

and again at midnight and, further, that there 

should be an hour's patrol following the laying 

of fires in the early morning.

mts, generally with the assistance of the Inspector 
of Indian schools for the province and with the advice 
of the local Catholic missionaries, have recommended 
appointments and dismissals. As far as the Department 
is aware, this arrangement has been quite satisfactory, 
but there is no reason why Your Grace should not be 
consulted in most cases. 


Perhaps the best method of dealing with appoint- 
ments would be for the Department to insist on the co- 
operation of Indian agents with the priest in charge of 
the partiolar reserve. The priest could then communicate 
with Your Grace, particularly when in doubt a the

Referring to your communication of June lst, 
last, I assume your letter refers to the association of the 
English Oblates with the Department of Indian Affairs in 
the conducting of the Indian residential schools known as 
"Cariboo", "Kamloops", "Kootenay", "St. Mary's Mission" and 
"Sechelt". 


In connection with these schools, I may say 
that, until further notice, the Department is prepared to 
allow, for those Indian children whose admission is authorized 
by us, the per capita allowance previously granted, subject, 
of course, to those deductions found necessary owing to 
present economic conditions. In addition, the Department 
will supply the books, etc., required by the children, as well 
as the drugs. Medical attention is also provided by the 
Department, it being understood, however, that no extensive 
dental work or extraordinary doctors' accounts will be incurred 
without our authority. This Department is also prepared to 
make necessary repairs and improvements from time to time when 
we have funds available for this purpose. It is understood 
that pee schools are subject to departmental inspection at 
any time. 
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The Department expects the English Oblates to 
have the general management of the schools mentioned. This 
includes the nomination of the Principal and staff and the 


direction of the work at the school. If financial obligations 

are incurred over and above the amount provided by the Department, 
it will be the duty of the English Oblates to provide the 

| necessary funds as this Department cannot consider paying more 

\ | than the amounts mentioned in the preceding paragraph. The 
Department will be pleased to assist you in any manner possible 
in the conduct of these schools and the officers of tho Depart- 
ment are willing to meet your representatives at any time to 
discuss matters relating to the schools under your charge.

1 expressed concerning the Indian Sehools in the Northwest.

In all the Provinces of Janada the Government is 
spending large sums of money for the maintenance of Indian 
schools.It has built or bought ouildings that are in keeping 
with actual requirements,1t not only pays "per capita” 
grants,but also supplies the occasional funds necessary for 
repairs, improvements,etc.These schools are under the manage- 


ment of the Churches.

Such are not,however,the conditions of the schools 
in the far North.Zhere, the Jhurches have assumed the burden 
of building these schools.they maintain them at the cost 
of much exertion and must depend only on the “per capita" 
grant and a few occasional extra grants,not always easily

Qhese grants are evidently inadequate.Jhey are not 
sufficient to meet the exigencies of the standard of educa- 
tion required today.vhe actual conditions of the schools may 
have been satisfactory in the past,but the gradual opening 
of the country is bringing in changes that demand improvements

I quite agree with your opinion con- 
cerning the consolidation of two or more schools in our dis- 
trict and will not raise any further objection along those 


lines. 


The paragraph on page two relative 
to"missionary activity"has highly interested me for IT must 
confess that more than one of my requests in the past have 
been met with by the late Russell Ferrier by those words: 
Missionary activity"which meant that, orobably on account 
of remoteness and other reasons, the Department would not 
do anything in the way of capital expenditure and would 
therefore leave the construction of schools to churches, 
allowing at times a small grant. The case of our Wabasca 
school is typical. We were granted a sum of $15,000.90 on 
the condition that the school would cost double the amount. 
We reached triple the amount and over. We had borrowed the 
$15,000.00 from the Provincial Rank in Yontreal at 7% and 
through a misunderstanding we had to wait for two years to 
get the grant, making an expense of $2,100.00 only in interest 
before receiving the money.

Thanks again for said amount} May you find your 
way to continue along the same lines-it is never too late-to re- 
dmburse us for moneys spent on at least part of the above schools, 
specially those of late yepas, Wabasca and Sturgeon Lake, 


I appreciate the more your stand in the matter 
as it is in perfect harmony with my own views when I was discus- 
sing the question of grants for the last named schools, I there- 
fore wish to thank you for expressing your opinion in such a clear 
and forceful way.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 4th of last month, 
swer to mine concerning a request for an increase in per capita grante 
Indian residential schools of my diocese. 


1 was sorry to learn that this request came toolate to be ineluded 
in the estimtes or eupplementaries presented to the Parliament before Easter. 
But surely there will be some other supplementaries presented at the reopening 
of the session this month, end could not then the question of an extra grant 
to our schools go in with them? I Know that you will do your best for us,and 
I trust thet you will be successful. 


I do not think, that we are unreasonable in our demands. You state, 
in your letter, that the rate allowed to residential schools in the Yukon was 
eet at a time when transportation facilities were inadequate in that district; 
yet, the school at Carcross, if I am not mistaken, was not built before 1900, 


and the railway from Skagway to White Horse was then already in operation. We 
have not the same facilities in the MacKenzie, even to-day. If the $250.00 grant 
for the Yukon schools may be considered too high at the present moment, I think 
that $175.00 for the Mackensie on the other hand is too low.- besides, we have 
runseme of eur schools, like the one in Providence for 4O years, before we recei 
ved any grant at all. Therefore,1 do not believe, any one could say, that we 
have been favored at the prejudice of other schools, and perhaps thie fact my 
carry some weight in the consideration of our present needs. 


However, I am very glad to note your willingness to diecuss the 
possibility of the Vepartment buying or renting the Indian residential schools 
under our auspices. You ask me to state the price I would set for each of the 
Aklavic, Providence and Fort Resolution school properties. I am quite willing 
to do this, but as I have not all the details at hand, I met wait till my next 
vieit to those missions to agther all the particulars necessary for a true esti~- 
mate. May I suggest , that, at the same time, the agents at each of those points 
be asked to send in to the Department their own estimte, or if, you prefer, 

I could, when mking my vieit in June and July, work it ou with them, and then 
we could send you a joint report. - in making this estimation, it would only be 
fair to deduct the sum paid for the reconstruction of the school at Providence, 
as you point out in your letter. On the other hand, we hope the Department shell 
net fail to take into account all the money we have disbursed in late years, 
for the establishment of farme in connection with our schools, or the developing 


of the same. 


But, 1 know enough of the spirit which charcterizes the Department, 
to have no fear on this subject, end to feel assured, that,when the time comes, 
we shall receive a fair deal at your hands.

After mailing you ny letter of the Ist instant, I went once more 
over yours of the 4th of April, end egain noted ite contents carefully. 

On the one hand, of being able to obtain thie year,for our schools, 
a’per capita grant equal to that allowed in the Yukon district, you are far 
from giving me great hope; the less so, that you say the Department ie begin- 
ning to find the seme rather high. Even the fact, that our transportation 
facilities are in worse conditions to-day, than those of the Yukon 30 years 
ago, my not be fully eppreciated, at time whem economy seems to be the 


order of the day. 


On the other hand, although, you declare yourself willing to die- 


cuss the possibility of buying our schoole from us, you do not fail to point 
out, that should we even come to satisfactory terme at once, yet & considera- 
ble time mst elapse, before the actual purchase is completed, as the neces- 
sary funds met firet be obtained from Parliament. 


Thus we are caught in & d@ilemm, from which there seems to be no 
iesue. If a raise in the grant is to be considered as an impossibility, and 
the purchase of the schools, although a poresibility, ie only a remote one, 
what are we to do? - To carry on the work, on the meagre allowance we ere 
receiving ie too heavy & burden, almost an unbearable one, ae we found out, 
last year, when we had to try and do without any supplementary grant. The 
Department mst be aware of this, it hae only to consider tne grants allowed 
to other schools through the bominion, and it will see, at once, that although 
we are working under the most adverse conditions, yet we are far from being 


the most favored. 


May I therefore, make another suggestion, the following: 
that, pending the discussion of the term of the purohase of our schools, and 
while waiting for the transaction to be completed, « temporary arrangement be 
made, according to which the Department would rent our four schools of Aklavic, 
Providence, Fort Resolution and Chipewyan, and pay us yearly, let us say, & 
round sum of $ 6000.00. This would amount to a small rental of $1500.00 for 
each school,as an average. | feel that I am not here asking for much. 51x 
thousand dollare hardly represent « 2% interest on the capital invested. 1 
am , of course, mking only a rough estimte offhand, not having all the per- 
ticulars before me, but which, 4 em confident,will not appear exagerated,if 
we take into account every dollar and cent, that has been spent from the begin- 
ning-It would only be @ small, very small revenue from our investment, and

This barn is being built this year 
and I would request that an amount of $1,000 
pe included in the Estimates for the coming 
fiscal year to cover the cost of the equipment 
which is to be installed in it.

This has been built this year as it 
was an absolute necessity. I would recommend 
reimbursement of part of the expenditure 
incurred and would be satisfied with $1,000.

I would, 
therefore, suggest that the Sturgeon Lake Indian Residential 
School be replaced with a fireproof structure. 


I would draw your attention to the fact that 
Sturgeon Lake is 65 miles from the first railway station 
and freighting facilities are available only during certain 
periods of the year. This fact has to be taken into 
consideration when figuring the probable cost of the building.

New Machinery has been ootained for the Laundry 
but is stored in the Laundry as we are still waiting directions 
from the Department.

At the oresent time we are milking twenty- 
five cows and tne capacity of our oarn 1s ror oniy twenty-two.

We nee: milk even more milk ror the children. For tnis we should

‘Ye need more land. Tnere are eighty acres 
pelonging to tne School but not more tnan forty or rifty acres 
can be mm used for cultivation. Tuere is a piece of land Located 
to the Yest of tne School and close by. This land beiongs to tne 
Indians. It is rented to Chinamen and irrigated by the Scuool. 
Father Plourde told me that some years azo there was question 
of obtaining this Land in order that tne ex-scnool children 
might settle there. That might be a good plan and even if this 
land were transferred to the Scnool that olan mizgat ve followed 
out if it were considered practical. Ve might be able to help 
them tnrough tue technical school in sutting up small buildings 
and in return tney might sell tneir produce to tue Scnool.

During the past few weeks I have visited the Indian Schools 
in British CQlumbia and I beg to put before you some observations as the 
result of my work, 


LISSION CITY SCHOOL, As you are doubtless avare, the Oblate 
Fathers have during the past fear spent a considerable sum of money 
improving the builcings, provicing accomodation for increased pupilage. 
At the present moment there is accomodation for £220 children whilst the 
Indian Dept. only recognises pupilage for 152 children. One could understand 
this state of affairs were there no children in the various Indian Reserves 
around seeking admission to the school. The fact is that not only are 
there large numbers of children eligible for school but the condition of 
these children is such as to cause even the Indian Agent himself to remark 
on their deplorable condition, These children are oftentimes the victims 
of sad circumstances and it is not at all uncommon, ( my suthority is 
Rev. Fr. Patterson who works on the Indian Reserves), for these children 
to be seen drinking with adults. Anyone interested in the Indian question 
and seeing the deplorable effects upon the lives of these children, will 
readily see what inestimable benefits would accrue to them if the tke 
{Indian Dep't. would, by sanctioning their entry into the Residential 
Scho@l, afford them the protecticn and care they need so urgently. 
= KAMLOOPS INDIAN SCHOOL, I am enclosing correspondence received 
from the Principal of this school, I need only add that anyone who has 
visited this school must agree with the officials of the Indian Dept. that 
these improvements etc are very necessary. 


CRANBROOK INDIAN SCHOOL, I view of all circumstances and

instructions have recently been issued to make the 
alterations required to the laundry and install the 
machinery. Certain funde will be available in our approp- 
riation for the coming fiscal year to carry out repairs, 
ent etc., and to repair the sewage disposal system.

Having lived among the Natives of the North as 4 
Missionary for well over 40 years, I feel that I am reasonably 
well qualified to give an opinion as to their physical state 
and their means of support of life. 


Convinced as I am that their conditions are so 


Ferious, I would be remiss in my duty towards them and the 
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Government of Canada if I did not make an effort to bring it 
to your attention.

EDUCATION 


le The schools in the North West Territories, 
notwithstanding special and great difficulties, have achieved 
quite satisfactory results. The children who have spent some 
time in schools are stronger, they, especially the girls, have 
brought home principles and habits of cleanliness, hygiene 

and housekeeping to such an extent as to cause a real surprise 
to the whites and to be a credit to the Government and to the 
Churches. 

Boys, when they have not been kept too long in 
school, generally are better trappers and better hunters and 
are pretty hard to cheat in business and quite a few of them 
occasionally prove to be intelligent interpreters. 


2e Yet, owing to the nomadic character of the life 
our Indians have to live and the difficulties of communication, 
it is not an easy job to induce the parents to send their 
children to school, although they gradually realize the 
advantages of a good school training. 

Better results would be obtained if all the 
Agents would give a little more of their time and of their 
heart to recruiting, or at least to help the recruiters. 


Se Until lately, the Department of Indian Affairs 
has been rather slow in helping for better equipment of the 
schools. It is to be hoped that in the future the Northern 
schools will receive a more fair share in the funds of the 
Department disposed for that end. 

It should not be any more objected that the 
schools are owned by the Churches and that the Department 
eannot spend money on improvement of schools which are not 
its property. On the very contrary, the Department should 
be the more generous, as the Churches have done, for many 
years, at their own cost, what should have been done by the 
Government, as promised at Treaty time. 


4. Day schools would be of no satisfactory avail 
in the North West Territories. Indians do not stay long 
enough at the trading posts. When they do ask for such a 
school it is generelly on the suggestion of some white men who 
have some children of school age. (Another Department should 
attend to the needs of the increasing white population. 

Whenever some Indian family is resident at the 
Fort, the children could attend the school, the Indian 
Department paying for the attendance, 4s it is done in other 
places under the same conditions. 


(RG 10, Volume 6041, file 160-5, part 2) 
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5. There are enough residential boarding schools 

in the districts, which this Memo is covering, to reasonably 
meet all the actual needs. The upkeep of small boarding schools 
is too great on account of the general expenses, and experience 
shows that should the Indians have a boarding school near to 
every trading post, they would still feel slow in sending in 
their children, especially when they have plenty of Cariboo 
around their camps. There always will be the difficulty of 
transporting the children on account of the great distances 
where the parents live and the difficulty for the latter to 
visit them as often as they would wish - ons or two hundred 
miles, more or less, would not make a great difference. No 
school is actually filled to capacity. 

Unless the Government is ready to enforce 
compulsory education, a system which I would not recommend, 
before opening new schools it would seem wise to wait until 
such time when our Indians show a better appreciation of 
education. 


be A good system of encouraging parents to send 
their children to schools would be to give some post scholar 
assistance to those who have been giving satisfaction and have 
stayed five years in the school. The boys would be given a 
rifle or a gun, with some traps, the girls, a hand sewing 
machine etc. As a rule the children should not be kept in 
school, the boys when they are over 13 or 14 years of age, the 
girls when they are over 16, unless when they are orphans and 
they ask to be kept until they are married.

7. When the children are sent home for holidays, the 


Agents should adopt the practice, which is generally followed 
in the southern districts, to see that the children are sent 
back in time to their school, unless their parents are in a 
real need of their assistance. 


8. Too often poor orphans are kept in the camps as 
servants to greedy Indians, they are half clothed, even in 
winter time. They are also the last to be fed and they never 
are given any chance to enjoy any sympathy around them. They 
do not even draw one cent out of the Treaty annuity they 

are entitled to and which is fully claimed by their guardian. 

In order to remedy such a pitiful condition, 
education should be made compulsory for all the orphans of 
school age and the Treaty annuity should be directly given to 
them as pocket money for little fancies. 

When they leave school, the Agent or the Church 
should see that they are placed with some reliable and good 
people who would train them to make their living by fishing, 
trapping and hunting. 

A few years ago, on my recommendation, the 
Department of Indian Affairs sent a circular to that effect 
to his agents in the North. The circular has been a dead 
letter so far.

Should we decide to do so, we ehall be 
einrly extending the help now given to Indian pupile 
entering high echool to pupils in the North Weet Territ- 
ories who are seeking to establish themselves on a self- 
Sueger song basis dur the years immediately following 
their departure from school. 


It de our intention to send out circular 
letters to our Agents in Bishop Breynat's district, asking 
them to take immediate steps toward the enforcement of 
Subsection 4 of Section 10 of the Indian Act. I heartily

I might 
point out as 4 matter of information that the territory 
over which Rev. Fr. Lamontagne has jurisdiction comprises 
the western part of Ontario and the southern parts of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. Your Department maintains with 
the cooperation of Oblate Fathers under Father Lamontagne's 
jurisdiction the following schools:

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From the experience gathered in the operation of 


residential schools over a period of more than fifty years, 
we have come to the conclusion that residential schools with 
a pupilage less than 125 are economically unsound. It is 
probable that a pupilage of 150 would come closer to the 


ideal school.

The following schools: Fort Frances, Kenora, 
Fort Alexander, Pine Creek, Sandy Bay, Mirieval, have been 
in operation under our management for more than 30 years. 
The experience that we have gathered in their operation 
should be fairly conclusive. During that period, we have 
had principals possessing fair ability. Some of them were 
considerably above the average and none, Wwe believe, were SO 
inferior in ability as to be unable to discharge their duties 
creditably. Nevertheless, the operation of this group of 
schools shows @ marked difference in increased cost as well 
as in lesser efficiency compared with schools having 4 


larger pupilage. 


This statement «+ 
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This statement can be verified, we believe, 
by your inspectors and agents as well as by the officials 
of the Department in Ottawa. 


Bearing this in mind, Father Lamontagne desires 
me to officially request the Department of Indian Affairs 
to increase the pupilage of the schools under his juris- 
diction to the point where they will be placed on a sound 
administrative footing, so that those in charge of them 
may be able to render to the wards of the Government the 
serv ices that these schools are expected to produce and 
that this will be done with the greatest efficiency possible 
and at a cost commensurate with such services. 


My experience with residential schools leads me 
to believe that Father Lamontagne is quite justified in 
making this reauest and I hope that you will give it serious 
consideration.

LeCormier and Hazelburgh being the 
prime movers, ather Allard on this obtained a plot of ground out- 
side the Reserve, and matters were started up. % no help was give’ 
and matters took on the coating that the Indian “epartment should do

would be a success or.not. It can be seen that there would be trou- 
ble ahead, for Liard ‘ost is only 6 miles south of the Yukon Bounda: 
ine and nearly all the real Liard “ost “ndians are really Yukon 
rappers, It can be seen that most-of the Indian families would at 
bnee request Relief, they would not trap for a living but would trap 
for luxuries only, The cost would be great at this remote location 
and it would certainly draw indian families from other points, in 
fact Mc “ames Creek indianswould no doubt go to Liard ‘ost. 
Another point to be considered is that of Law & Order, it is hopeles 
af, can and do anything down there until some Detachment of Police is 
allowed, 
Again, The Edmonton Air Pine Mail Service has just established a 
base on Watson's e , a very suitable point 30 miles within the 
Yukon, and it is now understood that Mr ‘atson is running a Store, 
If this is so, and it will be checked later on in the season, Liard 
Post as it is to-day, will go back to just a small trading spot, a 
meeting place of the Dease River and the Liard River proper. 
The matter seems to be a real problem at the present time but will 
be looked into and reported upon when the summer's visit to here has 
been completed, 
From the Office point of view all these schools must be taken in 
conjunction with the Indians Trapping Affairs- otherwise it results 
into a mere question of Rations and Relief, One thing is certain - 
if the Nomads give up or do not use their trapping grounds they will 
be entirely lost to the indians in the near future.

3 rd, on the Dease Lake Trail, and then he stated that 
Mission Affairs were not as he thought they would be. The 
afternoon of July 6 th. was spent within the Indian Office 
with His Lordship, and Father Carpentier, when all matters 
were talked over and gone into. 


Therefore it is considered that a summary of this interview 
should be submitted, as so many points of interest are invol- 
ved, which if not looked at with care might lead to useless 
expense and trouble.

However he in- 
tends to let Mr Moran return to, this point for next winter, 
and all the Indians wish this, #rom the Office point of view 
it is a fine idea, Supplies have been submitted by Requisi- 
tion, it is hoped that same can be allowed, They might seem 
to be much, but it must be rethembered that the old Cabin was 
not too big, and now the school is working, it could be set 
on its feet once and for all, The School Masters job is not 
a nice one, and some comfort should be allowed him,

On the 10th instant there arrived His Lordship 
Bishop Coudret, 0.li.I. with Father Carpentier, 1.M.I. 
both going"inside" to look over their affairs regarding 
the R.C. Mission work. They were good enough to pay this 
office a visit, when the files were produced and all 
questions asked - answered. His Lordship was told that 
matters within the Cassiar were much "rougher" than what he 
had been accustomed to in the Mackenzie River district, and 
that we were not nearly so civilized. This he did not 
quite believe then, but upon his return in July, fully 
assented to. A special report covering the various points 
visited by him, is being submitted; but he no doubt found 
matters rather up-set all along the line. One bright event 
he was pleased with, and that was the successful operation 
of the Klappan Winter Day school. This has proved its 
worth. “ore fur was obtained by allowing the large families 
to come to rest at t e schoo} - all under supervision and 
correct order. The families this spring were found to be 
more orderly- cleaner, and above all- looking forward to 
next winter's schooling. 
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It was explained to His Lordship that the 
winter schooling and family arrangements were mixed up with 
the Indians traoping affairs, that one helped the other; 
and also that it was almost impossible to move families 
around the district if their trapgrounds were not in that 
same locality. .

At Liard Post, which has always been 4 trouble 
spot; His Lordship found matters not at allto his liking. 
The run of events at this interior Post have greatly changed 
during the past three years, in fact even since the late 
Father Allard, 0.M.I. decided to buy 4 plot of ground and 
establish a Church. About every four years the Indians of 
MeDames Creek will trail back from their trapping grounds, 
and, for a change, go to Liard Post; in spite of the fact 
that the prices at Liard are much higher than they are at 
MeDames Post. This summer this has happened once more. 
The reason for this is partly due to the fact that a plane 
calls at Liard from Edmonton. Also Mr. Strong of the Taku 
Trading Coy. has now made a very strong bid for his store at 
that point as against the H.B. Coy. and a small free-trader 
called Cormier. ‘he indians have a good time with such a 
state of affairs, as can be expected. But of course this will 
not last, and the icDames Indians with their families will ret- 
urn again next sumier to “cDames, leaving much "credit" at 
Liard Post. 


Also on the top of all this excitment the Upper 
Liard is now being settled by white trappers, and plenty of 
provisions can now be obtained by "air" and so the halfbreed 
families who live up that way, do not now report at Liard Post. 
However, as stated a report of these affairs will be submitted 
under separate cover.

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


I had occasion to meet His Excellency, Bishop 
Langlois of Grouard, last Saturday when he passed through 
Winnipeg om his way to Alberta. He told me that he was 
very sorry he could not see you when he passed through 
Ottawa prior to his leaving for the West as there were 
two problems that he wished particularly to place before 
you for your early consideration. 
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fhe first concerns the water supply in the five 
schools of his Vicariate. Your Department promised to 
thoroughly investigate this whole question and I under- 
stand that you have already sent one of your engineers to 
report on same. Unfortunately nothing seems to have been 
done since the engineer's visit. The season is fast 
advancing and if anything substantial is to be accomplished 
this year, immediate steps should be taken. His Excellency 
says that, since the money for. these projects has been voted, 
the Department should proceed immediately with the work. 


Indian Affairs. 


The other problem in which as you know His Ex- 
cellenoy is taking particular interest is the establishment 
of a general Training School for Indian children when they 
leave the boarding schools. With the age regulation which 
has been enforced for several yeare past, the period between 
the time that the children leave the boarding schools and 
the time that they become established is, in most cases, 
very long and no particular kind of employment. seems to be 
available for these boys and girls during that period. 


His Excellency has in mind the establishment of 
a training or technical school which would receive and 
train the girls from the time they leave the boarding school 
until they could be safely sent back to their homes or duly 
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t 
Pus, ReAe Hoey <2- May 30, 1939 


and honorably married. The boys are not exposed to quite 
the same dangers as the girls, but they also need to have 
training. It is impossible to do 80 in the ordinary Indian 
Residential Schools because the staff is either insufficient 


or not qualified for this purpose. 


Eventually the school which His Excellency has in 
mind would provide training for boys in agriculture, carpentry 
and general mechanics but for the time being girls only would 
be accepted. Two nuns or the Order of Providence are now 
available for this school. Both are technical school graduates. 
If the Bishop cannot give them employment now they may ve 
traneferred to another part of the country and thus their 
services would be lost for Indian work. 


For the purpose of establishing this school, His 
Excellency will place at the disposal of the Department, free 
of charge, for at least a few years to come, & substantial 
pbuilding situated at St. Augustine's, about ten miles from 
Peace River. This pbuilding is suitable and sufficiently 
large; it being used at the present time as & poarding school 
for white children of the district. If the sum of $3,000.00 
could be set aside by your Department, the Bishop would under- 
take to assume all other expenses in connection with the 
opening, furnishing and operation of the school and agree to 
give training for one year st least to twenty Indian girls. 
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Another reason why the Bishop is very anxious to 
open this school for Indian girls immediately is that the 
Government of Alberta ie pressing him to accept the wayward 
children of the district. Should the school once accept 
these children it would ‘become almost impossible for the Bishop 
to dismiss them and his project as far as the Indians are 
concerned would be postponed almost indefinitely.

Dear Father Plourde: 


I have for acknorvledgment your 
letter of the 20th ultimo, in which you discuss 
certain suggestions made to you by His Excellency 
Bishop Langlois when he interviewed you at Winniper 
a few days ago. 


You will be glad to know that we 
have received a full and complete report from the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch in respect to the 
water supply at the five schools in which Bishop 
Langlois is interested. I have today issued in- 
structions to the Engineering Branch to proceed 
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dmmediately with the work. Provision has been made 
also for the transfer of the funds necessary for 
material, labour, etc. 


I have discussed with Mr. Phelan 
who is at this date absent from Ottawa, ways and means 
whereby we might help Bishop Langlois to provide a worth- 
while course of vocational instruction for the sirl 
graduates of his schools. I regret to state, however, 
thet we have not been able to discover a source from 
which the amount of money necessary could be secured. 
As a matter of fact, the reouests already received for 
repairs and maintenance at residential schools will far 
exceed the amount provided in this year's appropriat- 
fons. In view of this fact, I feel confident it would 
be simply a waste of time to prepare an Order-in-Council 
making provision for this grant and submit it to the 
Winister in the hope that he would approve it.

Mr. Phelan, I understand, has 
already - 


Reverend J. 0. Plourde, 0.\.I.,

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already intimated to Bishop Langlois that we would 
be prepared to arrange for a certain amount of the 
equipment necessary to provide vocational courses 
at the five schools. This help, of course, would 
be somewhat limited but is the only help we can 
render during the present fiscal year. 


You are aware, no doubt, that 
the Dominion and Alberta Governments are at present 
discussing ways and means whereby a large area in 
northern Alberta will be set apart for the exclusive 
use of Indians and halfbreeds. It is just possible 
that when this scheme is worked out the school to 
which the Bishop has referred might be utilized as 
a vocational school for the training of Indian and 
half-breed girls. This is merely my own thought. 

I have taken no part in the negotiations and 
consequently am not in a position to state when 
a decision is likely to be reached.

My dear Mr. Crerar: 


The lot of Church owned Indian Residen- 
tial Schools is becoming more and more difficult 
every day, and it occurred to those interested that 
some epecial regulations should be adopted by the 
Department of Indian Affairs for the administration 
of these same schools. 


When the various Church organizations 
working in conjunction with the Department of Indian 
Affairs decided, years ago, to build Indian Residen- 
tial Schools at their own expense, they conferred a 
favour on the Indian Department and Canada at large. 
It now seems that they are unwittingly penalized for 
this special contribution to the wrlfare of the 
Indians of Canada. 


Whilst Government owned Indian Schools 
receive yearly a fair proportion of moneys for repairs, 
alterations and general upkeep without any undue 
obstacles being placed in the spending of such funds, 
Church owned Schools, the original cost of which was 
borne solely by the Churches concerned, find that on 
every occasion where funds are necessary for their 
upkeep, so many regulations have to be observed that 
the spending of the money voted becomes a more 
involved problem than the obtaining or the voting of it. 
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These Church owned buildings were orig- 
{nally erected solely for the accommodation of Indian 
children, and there has never been any departure from 
this principle, nor is it the intention of the Churches 
to use them in the future in a different manner than 
in the past. 


Taking the above facts into consideration 
I feel that when reauests are forwarded for repairs 
and improvements to these Church-owned schools the 
Department should not hesitate to assist simply because 
the buildings were originally erected from Church funds. 
When all is said and done these Church-owned schools 
are an integral part of the Indian educational system 
and as a consequence are entitled to receive the same 
fair consideration that the Department accords to the 
buildings which they themselves have erected.

I wish to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 12th ultimo, in which 
you refer cenerally to the monics provided by the 
Government for repairs to church-owned Indian Resi- 
dential Schools. So far as I am aware, the Indian 
Affaire Branch adopts the same practice for all the 
Residential Schools whether they are church-owned or 
note It is true, of course, that in the Government- 
owned schools the expenditures are made in accordance 
with the usual Government regulations covering the 
spending of money. As to church-owned schools, it is 
necessary to see that the money is spent for the purposes 
for which it was voted. In this respect there is no 
aifference between either class of schools, except that 
4n one case the church authorities spend the money under 
Government supervision. 
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You are aware of the difficulties 
we have had in the past in connection with repairs made 
to some of the church-owned schools where the expendi- 
tures have creatly exceeded the amount estimated. This, 
of course, should not be permitted and is probably the 
reason why the officials in the Branch may be more strict 
now than they have been in the past. As I said before, 
we do not make any distinction between the cost of repairs 
to either class of schools; in fact, I understand this 
year the amount set aside in the Estimates for repairs 
to church-owned schools is almost twice what it is to 
those owned by the Governmente

My dear Phil: 


Rev. Father Lamontagne, Provincial of 
the Manitoba Oblate Province, is very anxious as 
to the security of the Residential Schools in his 
province, which are not fireproof. These include 
St. Phillips, Marieval, Fort Alexander, Pine Creek, 
Gandy Bay, McIntosh, Kenora and Fort Frances. 


He feels, like so many others now 
engaged in Indian work, that with conditions as 
they are, if any of these schools was destroyed 
by fire, the Government would refuse to rebuild them, 
and this might last until after the war and possibly 
for much longer. 


He would be prepared to place a fair 
amount of insurance on each of these schools if it 
could be done legally, or at least with the consent 
of the Department. His purpose in this would be to 
provide funds for the rebuilding of the schools 
in case any of them was destroyed by fire. 


Knowing the sentiment that prevails in 
some sections of the Department, I do not want this 
to be discussed too openly, but if you could secure 
an opinion as to the possibility of our insuring 
these schools, I would be very much obliged if you 
would transmit it to me on as early 4 date as you 
cane

Dear Bishop Jennings: 


I received your letter of the 25th ultimo regarding 
the financial affairs of the Indian residential sehools in 
the Archdiocese of Vancouver. I regret that it is not 
our practice to supply copies of our audited statements 
of f ciel transactions at residential schools. These 
are prepared solely for the information of Departmental 
officials and the Principal of the school concerned. 


Yor your information I may add that these statements 
indicate that our residential schools are finding it 
extremely difficult to finance on the per capita allowance 
which we pay. As you may suppose, this is due to ad- 
vanoing prices on all lines of goods and the further fact 
that a year ago it was found necessary to reduce the 
petite for which grant is allowed. This letter action 

to be taken by the Department due to war conditions. 
We realize that it has worked a hardship on our schools 
as it is not easy for the school management to reduce 
overhead expenses. 
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Yor the per capita allowance paid to each school 
the management is sgmess to feed, clothe and educate 
a 


the Indian children their care as well as provide 
heat, light and other expenses incident to the operation 
of large buildings. Our reason for auditing the eccounts 
is to assure ourselves that the per capita allowance paid 
to each residential school is expended only at that 
school for the welfare of the ehildren who are in 
attendance. Rogers? that we have received indicate that 
the Indian residential sohools in the archdiceese of 
Vancouver are complying with the Department's wishes and 
no funds are being diverted to any other project.

With very few exceptions all the schools 
that are conducted by the Reverend Oblate Fathers 
are asking for paint either for interior or exterior 
renovatinge Judging from what I have seen as 4 
result of personal inspection of these buildinrs, 

T am inclined to believe that the request of our 
principals is quite justified. 
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I was given to understand that in all 
cases labour and wages would be supplied by the 
school management either out of grant, or out 
of missionary funds. 


As your fiscal year will come to a close 
soon, I am of the opinion that funds that may still 
be available would be well spent if employed for 
this purpose. After all, it might be remembered 
that nearly all these schools are the property of 
the Government and in requesting paint for their 
proper upkeep, the Principals are cooperating in 
a generous manner towards eliminating waste and 
deterioration.

In making this request I have no particular 
school in mind, but it is possible that all the 
buildings would be materially improved by 4 liberal 
use of paint this coming Summer.

4.- Re Treatment of T.B. cases in our 
local Hospitals of the Prince Rupert district. 
I beg to say that I received lately a letter 
from Father M. Murie, our Vicerial Bursar, stat- 
ing that "the local Indian Agent Mallinson has 
recently caused much trouble to the Sisters of 
St. Ann. at their local Hospital in Smithers; he 
absolutely insists that Incian T.b. cases ought 
to be sent to the Hazelton Hospital (which is 
under the auspices of the United Church and is 
not better equipped for the treatment of T.B. 
cases than any of our local Catholic Hospitals 
of Smithers and Vanderhoof)". So, the persecu- 
tionand other petty annoyances of Dr. MeQuarry 
go on; Dr. MeQuarry had the audacity to tell me 
oneday, right to my face, that "if he had any- 
thing to say in the matter, no Catholic Sisters 
would be allowed to work in any of the Hospitals 
run by the Department for the treatment of In- 
dian patients" ... When shall the Department do 
justice to our Catholic Indians and allow them 
to be treated in our Catholic Institutions? We 
are getting fed up with such methods on the part 
of the Officials of the Indian Department.

the North in our School of Lejac; those children 
have been sent to Lejac partly at our own expenses 
and partly at the expense of the Department; owing 
to the exhorbitant price of transportation to Lejac 
and to the isolation of those children from their 
parents and tribe, the present arrangement is very 
unsatisfactory; a school of some fifty or sixty 
children in the North, at Tagish Lake or elsewhere, 
would be filled overnight; I insist, therefore, 
that the Government give due consideration to our 
very legitimate request.

3.e- Re District Nurse for the Summer Months 
at Teslin and Lower Post.- After the experience I 
had in Lower Post last Sumer for three weeks, I 
urgently beg the Department to do something for the 
physical welfare of the Indians in such isolated 
districts as Lower Post, licDame and Teslin Lake. 
There was no medical help of any kind available at 
Lower Post lastSummer during the three weeks I 
spent there, whilst over 120 Indians were sick with 
the flu and various infections end ge déesegses: I 
had to spend most of my time visiting the sick, ma- 
king dressings and giving out medicines from a ri- 
diculous supply which was practically exhausted and 
dirty and old.- Referring to a former request I ma- 
de through you to the Department on the sane matter 
as early as the Fall of 1959, to which you replied 
on Feb. 10, 1940, I beg to say that Miss G. Beau- 
doin, a fully qualified nurse, is now here with us 
at Whitehorse, and willing to go and spend one 
month at Teslin Lake and ontmonth at Lower Post 
next Summer, whether the Department helps defray her 
expenses or not. I would suggest that the Department 
give her, to start with, a grant of $75.00 péar month 
for the two months she intends to spend at such 
points so as to cover her travelling expenses by plane.

1.- Re Teslin Catholic School.- You will 
find herewith a letter of father A. Drean 0.M.I., 
our school teacher and resident missionary at Tes- 
lin; this letter is a copy of 4a recent communica- 
tion sent to lr Jeckell, the now acting Indien A- 
gent for the Yukon. I think that father brean has 
been far too modest in his request; I would insist 
that the Federal Government supply our school not 
only with books and stationery, but also officially 
approve such a school, pay a reasonable salary to 
father Drean and give us a grant to erect a decent 
building wherein we may conveniently conduct 4 
school; as things stand at present, we have to con- 
duct the school in our residence.

2.- Re Catholic Boarding School for the Ca- 
tholic Indians of Northern B.C. and the Yukon. The

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Britieh Columbia.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your communication dated Oct.27 and which I 
found yesterday upon my arrival here. 


1.-Re Salary Cheques to be paid to our Missionaries teaching in our various 
seasonal schools, I think that the new arrangement will be more satisfactory, 
as it will allow me to follow more closely amounts paid to our individual 
missionaries. I will see that said cheques be forwarded to them without delay. 

2.-Re rent of our buildings for school purposes,I will send the account in 
duplicate at the end of each year for each school.The amount mentioned is sa- 
tisfactory to me,and all in all will cover the expenses of fuel and janitor, 
if paid by the Branch both for our summer as well as for our winter school. 

3.-I take note of what you say regarding cheque to Father Poullet for the 
transportation of the children to Grouard School,and the promise to repay 
father A.Drean for the transportation of five children from Teslin Lake to 
Lower Post in connection with same. 

4.-Regarding Evelyn Reid,born on June 15,1929,and who should have been dis- 
charged from Lejac School last Summer,I understand the difficulties which Mr. 
Phelan may be up against at such time of the year.My advise for him is to let 
things go until next summer,but to remind both the Indian Agent Samson and the 

Principal Father Simpson not to keep the children of Norther B.C. and the 
Yukon over the time allowed by the School Regulations without referring the 
matter to the head of the Branch and to me;he may add that he knows positively 
that Evelyn Reid was anxious to go back north last summer and that her sister 
Mrs Henri Taku of Atlin Lake,B.C.,was anxious to have her and to provide her 
with a good home,and,therefore,he does not understand why such a child was

N.B.-Iskut Lake School is the same as Klappan(wrongly called so by the for- 
mer Indian Agent Harper Reid)..The school is located on Iskut Lake,but the 
Indian Band is called the Klappan Band, 

6.-Re Indian Residential School at Teslin,I found your report to Mr.Hoey 
quite satisfactory,and hope it will soon bring a definite line of conduct on 
the part of the Officials of the Branch.

Re: Maintenance of Church-omed 
Indian Residential School 


As requested by you following the school construction 
conference, I submit the following comments with regard to 
several proposals for the allotment of funds for maintaining 
residential school buildings not owned by the departments 


(RG 10, Volume 6041, file 160-5, part 2) 


le The present system is to include in the estimates an amount 
for each Church-owned residential school in accordance with 
the request of the Church authorities concerned and the 
recommendation of the Superintendent of the Indian Agency 
4n which the school is located. Normally, this amount does 
not exceed $5,000.00 in any one yeare Difficulties arise 
with this arrangement because occasionally requests are 
delayed until it is too late for the work to be done or 
the equipment purchased before the end of the fiscal year. 
However, this method has the following advantagess< 
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(a) It ensures that funds are expended for the purpose for 
which they were intended. 


(b) Technical advice is made available to ensure that the 
work undertaken or the equipment purchased is suitable. 


(c) Equipment and materials are secured through the Departmental 
Purchasing Agente 


The payment of a rental which would enable the Church 
authorities to maintain the building, would afford no 
assurance to the department that the money so provided 
would be used for maintenance. It is also unlikely that

the Church authorities would receive the technical advice 
which is now made available to them through the department. 


Purchase of Church-owned buildings by the department would 
result in the department taking over the maintenance of these 
schools. With t acquisition of the buildings, the departe 
ment would have to insist that only Indian children are 
admitted. It is probable that there would be some objections 
from the Churches concerned to this arrangement. The list 
below gives the names of the schools in Bishop Trocellier's 
diocese and shows the authorized pupilage, the enrolment at 
the end of March, 1952, and the number of non-Indians in 
attendance at two of them. No informetion is available as

Thi 
rugged outline of their crests was sil- 
houetted against a roseate sky of ever 
changing splendor, for the sun was just 
peeping above the horizon. Higher up, 
slumbrous clouds of grey threw dark 
shadows over the scene, making it all 
mysterious and wonderful. Mount Rob- 
son, with its fourteen thousand feet, 
towered above all, while not far away 
Mount Chown, ten thousand feet high, 
reared its snow-capped crest. 

Rev. Mr. Kinney, of British Columbia, 
some years ago discovered Mount Chown 
when scaling Mount Robson and named 
it after the Superintendent of the Meth- 
odist Church, the name being afterward 
ratified by the Dominion Government 
at Ottawa. The Geological Department 
there sent us a picture of its peak, done 
in sepia, which hangs in our home to- 
day and of which we are very proud. 

It were futile to attempt in an article 
such as this, even a slight description of 
the many sights worthy of note in a 
three days’ journey ross our great 
North-west. 

Suffice it to say that at an unearthly 
hour one morning I was set down 
Brandon, Manitoba, where is the home 
of Rev. Mr. Ferrier, Superintendent of 
Indian Missions in Canada and Princi- 
pal of the Indian Resident School of 


that city. The hour, however, was not 
too early for Mr. Ferrier, who, with his 
nm, met me at the station. Mrs. 
rrier’s warm welcome when we 
ched their home was grateful in 
deed to a tired traveller. 

My stay of a few hours was all too 
short to enable me to give anything 
like an adequate description of the work 
carried on by Mr. Ferrier and his 
confreres; but a few things 1 must in 
dicate. First, the site. The buildings 
stand on a commanding rise of ground, 
overlooking avenues of lofty trees, well 
trimmed hedges and cultivated fields 
Beautiful beds of flowers on either side 
of the winding drive adorn the grounds.

between the cities. The road was bor 
dered with wide-spreading and well-cul 
tivated fields, interspersed with cosy cot- 
tages, their tiny front gardens aglow 
with old-fashioned flowers, where 
noticed little children frolicking happily. 
On we sped, now in the open, now pass- 
ing under avenues of lofty trees, who 
us grateful shad 
until we reached New Westminster. 
‘That city is unique, sitting as she does 
upon a hill, like a queen upon her 
throne, looking down into the blue-green 
waters of the swiftly-flowing Fraser. 

Here we alighted and immediately 
transferred to well-appointed tram cars, 
Having passed over the great  bridg 
spanning the river, we were off for our 
further two hours’ ride into the country, 
Through sequestered valleys and around 
the base of great mountains we jow 
neyed until we pulled up at a picturesque 
road-side station, which the conduct: 
in stentorian tones, had previously in 
formed us was “Sardis.” 

After a short walk we reached the de- 
lightful home of Mr. and Mrs. Raley, 
who welcomed us cordi 
per we pulled our chairs up to a blazing 
grate fire, for the weather was still cool, 
and chatted until bed time. 

In the morning found boys and 
girls, to the number of about one hun- 
dred’ and fifty, assembled for worship. 
They were singing heartily when we 
entered, and the volume of sound which 
arose would have done credit to a much 
larger assembly, 

As Mr. Raley addressed the scholars 
I studied with interest their upturned 
faces and was deeply impressed with 
the high grade of intelligence depicted 
thereon, 

After a kind introduction by the Prin- 
cipal, I spoke a few words to them and 
then we sang together that soul-stirring 

‘aith of our Fathers.” 
A pleasant meeting with teachers and 
upils followed, after which we were 
ee for a walk around the grounds, 

I must pause a moment

however, to 
record how gratified I was, in this day 


and age, which seem to attach so little 
importance to the training of the rising 
generation in etiquette, to observe the 
air of politeness and correctness in de- 
portment which permeated the school. 
There is no doubt that this is due to 
the cultured atmosphere created by the 
Principal, who is conspicuous always 
for his rare courtesy to every one. It 
is still a truism, as we used to write 
in our copy books of an earlier day, that 
“example is better than precept, 
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liant. ‘This year one of the girls took 
ninety-six per cent. in French and 
ninety-five per cent. in Latin at 
high-school examinations. Eight 

ago she did not know a word of English. 
‘A boy pupil also stood high in the same 
examinations, taking ninety-« per 
cent. in science, with an average of 
cighty per cent. 

The pessimistic ery that our Indian 
work is a waste of time and money will 
not stand in the light of such educa- 
tional records. 

I would like to have lingered longer 
in this peaceful valley, but all delightful 
things must come to an end; so, bidding 
farewell to kind hosts, I stepped 
aboard the tram for my return journey. 
Two young ladies gave me, in parting, 
an exquisite bouquet, which I tenderly 
cherished in memory of my happy visit 
to the Coqualeetza Institute. 

The Crosby Girls’ Home at Port 
Simpson was my next objective—a jump 
of six hundred miles north from Vic- 
toria, B.C, 

Our route, the inside channel, is part 
of the famous Alaskan trip, Our ship, 
the Pri Rupert, palatial in its ap- 
pointments, was a most comfortable 
home for the two days and nights we 
were on board. 

Upon arriving at Prince Rupert I 
learned,-to my disappointment, that no 
steamer touching at Port Simpson was 
due for two days. Hearing, however, 
that the Taplow, a fishing tug, was in 
for suppli: I decided if possible to 
make the trip that way. Making my 
way to the dock, after some searching, 
for there were many small craft tied 
up at the wharf, I found the boat and 
got in touch with the owner, who kindly 
said I might go with them. 

It was a most unique and enjoyable 
experience, that three hours’ run, with 
the sea at our feet and snow-crowned 
mountains in the distance, Once in a 
while aj huge wave dashed its spray over 
ws, our powerful engine sent us 
swiftly through the water. In earlier 
days, on the Ottawa River, I have seen 
just such a tug towing a boom of logs; 
lugging it through the water, much as 
an irate father takes a naughty boy by 
the ear and hurries him along willy nilly. 
So we chug-chugged onward, plowing « 
path through the foamy brine until we 
sighted Port Simpson. 

At the landing dock a difficulty arose.

IX William Cowper 


Pree the view-point of physical 
affliction there is no sadder story 
mong the famous men of the world 
than that of William Cowper, characte 
ized as the best of English letter-write 
and the most distinguished poet of | 
day. Born nearly two hundred. y 
ago, in 1731, his father was an E 
clergyman and chaplain to George II. 
His mother, of whom he was pass 
ately fond, died when he was 
of age. Her memory was affectionately 
cherished, and this found expression 
many years after in touching and beau- 
tiful lines addressed to her picture. 
Shortly after he was sent to a boarding- 
school, where he suffered terribly from 
the blows and persecution of a bullying 
senior. It appears that he had cried so 
frequently that his eyes became violently 
inflamed and he had to be removed from 
the school for treatment, At this early 
age were sown probably the seeds of 
ife-long despond 

At ten he went to Westminster School, 
where he remained for eight years. Here 
his surroundings were brighter, yet his 
unconquerable shyness isolated

largely from others, his fits of d 
ency grew up him, and hn 

cious gloom began to oppress his mind. 
Here, too, he had an attack of small- 
pex and was threatened with consump- 
tion. His attention was now turned to 
law, and at eighteen he entered an 
attorney's office in London, He had 
little liking for the profession, but his 

enuine intimacy with a fellow-a 
tice, afterward Lord Chancellor Thur- 
low, seemed to have introduced almost 
the’ only days of suni in his dark- 
ened life. 

After this came a period of dejection 
and despair, In 1754 he was called 
to the bar; it is said that it does not 
appear that he ever had or desired to 
have a brief. He fell in love with his 
cousin Theodora, but her father inter- 

ed and forbade their marriage, When 
a valuable clerkship was offered him in 
the House of Lords, the horror of ap- 
pearing before that body drove him into 
a frenzy; and when a inore private po- 
sition was accepted by him, he found 
that he must appear before the House 
and give proof of his qualifications, Th 
ordeal preyed upon his mind, drove hi 
into insanity, and three times he en- 
deavored to commit suicide. His friends, 
after doing everything possible to com- 
, were obliged to commit him 
a lunatic asylum, where he remained for 
two years. 

After his recovery he went to Hunt- 

ingdon, where he found a most congenial 


home with the Rev. Mr, Unwin, who, 
with his wife, treated him with affec- 
tionate care. Here he met with John 
Newton, the hymn-writer, at whose sug- 
gestion Cowper commenced to write his 
Olney hymns. Then suddenly his mal- 
ady returned, reducing him to almost 

pildish imbecility. Gradually he re- 

ered, and he entered seriously upon 
his great vocation as a poet; he was 
more than fifty years of age when his 
first volume was published. Again, for 
some months in 1787, he suffered from 
insanity and attempted self-destruction. 
He rallied, resumed his literary labors 
and accomplished a great deal of solid. 
work for some years, His longest poem 
“The Task,” was published in 1785 and 
gave him great reputation, 

About 1794 his mind gave seriously 
away once more, and the darkness co 
tinued with slight gleams of light for 
six years, when death released him from 
his wretched existence. 

Surely few have ever spent seve 
years of life under more discouraging 

ircumstances than William Cowper, 
and his career teaches us the inspiring 
truth that even the most shattered ex- 
istence can accomplish something of real 
value. o doubt the stern and gloomy 

i igion which found credence 
in his day, and which tended to exagger- 
ate his fears and to wither his hopes, had 

do with influencing his 1 
ction, Let us be thank- 
in the light of a more 
ngel, which recognizes our 
avenly Father's abounding benevo: 
ence and love, Heaven doubtless broke 
upon the harrowed soul of Cowper as a 
glad revelation, and we are told that his 
very countenance after death wore an 
expression of holy surprise, Son 
his hymns are immortal, 
sung in Ch 
end of time, D for a closer walk 
here is a fountain filled 
with blood ” “Sometimes i light sur- 
” are pre To his credit 
stands the world’s gre to Di- 
vine Providenc 
lapsing into insanity in 
na mysterious way.” 

While Cowper does not rank among 

chiefest of English poets, his gen- 
uine originality has been widely 
acknowledged. Poetry had degenerated 
in England into glittering artificiali 

feeble sentimentality. Cowr 

ight back nature to poetry; and his 
influence has been extensive and last 
ing.” He opened the way for Words- 
worth and Tennyson. The mighty revo- 
lutionary idea of the unity of man was 
in the air—Cowper gave it expression. 
He sang of men as the children of a 
common Father, of his nation as being 
“God's nation and having a work to do 
for man.” His expanding spirit could 
not be confined to his own people; the 
rights of man were inalienable and ex- 
tended to slave and savage as well as 
polished European. The great thought 
of international union rose before his 
mind, a mighty dream which was to 
find its consummation in the kingdom 
of Jesus Christ. Thus he anticipated 
the visions of the noblest idealists of 
the present day. Rt most exalted heri-

Broke says, “In C§wper the poetry of

Dear Mr. Ferrier,- 


I beg to draw your attention to the fact 
that the expense of education for the native population is 
upon the increase, and while the Department desires to 
provide a reasonably adequate system, it is essential that 
the outlay should be controlled. It is thought that the 
denominations should respect the sones of interest which 
have been established and not encroach upon them by the 
extension of missionary effort upon which a demand for 
separate educational institutions might be afterwards 
based. This view seems entirely reasonable, and in 
future the Department will not reco nize requests for sid 
to educational institutions unless pre-arrangement, end 
assistance must not be expected for institutions which 
encroach by the extension of missionary effort upon 
territory already provided for.

Whereas there is unrest and dissatisfaction emonget our Indian people in the 
Province of Alberta, owing to the educational policy, resulting in the withdravel 
of many of our Indien people from our Church to unite with the Roman Catholic 
Church, and whereas social and economic conditions are such as to result in the 
creation of a dependent, rather than a self-reliant people, therefore hampering 
the efforts of our Missionaries to such an extent as to make their task exceedingly 
difficult: 
THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED thet we as a Conferencememorialize the General Council 
to investigate these conditions, with a fiew first of all of re-opening if deemed 
necessary the day-schools on Reserves, which, according to the terms of the Indian 
treaties were assured the people, so long ae there were children available to 
attend such schools, we further believe that the reopening of uch schools on 
the Reserve would result in a larger attendance at the Restdential Sehool in 
Edmonton, And secondly, to make a social survey of the Reserves, with a view 
of the Church and State cooperating for the betterment of scoial and economic 
and religious conditions, 
WE FURTHER RECOMMEND that each Conference in which there is Indien work through 
ite Presbyteries exercise a closer supervision over actual conditions, and 
policies, obtaining on reserves, and that a more demooratic and careful selection 
of the men appointed to the Indian or educational work of the Church, be exercised. 
WE FURTHER BELIEVE that the time is ripe to ask the Department of Indien affaires 
to ctheider the conditional enfrmchisement of the Indians, We believe that the 
vote, while not depriving the Indien of my of his reservation or treaty rights, 
would make for self-reliance on the part of the Indian, and « more intelligent 
knowledge of, and interest in, our Indian population by the general public.

Dear Mr. Beaton: 


I have your letter of the llth instant, 
with enclosure, and in reply I am forwarding a copy 
of the Indian Act. There were amendments at the 
last session of Parliament, but these do not affect 
the enfranchisement clauses. You will note that 
Indians may be enfranchised umier Sections 110 and 
114. Section 110 refers to Indians living on 
reserves and involves the alienation of reserve 
lands and the granting of title to such lands to 
the enfranchised Indian. There are very few enfran- 
chisements under this section. Section 114 provides 
for the enfranchisement of Indians who hold no lana 
on @ reserve and who do not follow the Indian node 
of life. Under this section, up to Maroh 31, 1930, 
a total of 1531 Indian men, women and children were 
enfranchised. 


Unofficially, I may add, for your 
confidential ear, that the Department has been some- 
what disappointed by enfranchised Indians. Enfran- 
chisement has not turned out as well as was hoped.

Library and Archives Canada / Bibliotheque et Archives Canada 
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That we express our hearty appreciation of the interest the Department 
has taken in the matter throughout the years, end we desire to co-operate 
with them, as far as lies in our power, in furthering this policy. 


We are determined, as far as our work is concerned, to seek a closer 
and more sympathetic co-operation between the missions on the reserves 
and the Residential Schools, particularly in connection with those 
pupils who are nearing graduation. 


We are of the opinion that dm the year previous to graduation some 
encouragement to independence and self-help might be given by the Depart- 
ment to promising students by allowing them to cultivate a piece of land 
for themselves or to engage in any other remunerative work under the 
guidance of the Principal. 


We would respectfully suggest that the principle of assistance to pupils 
of both sexes immediately after graduation be extended, particularly in 
securing horses and implements for work, and in cases where ex-pupile 
marry, in helping them t provide a house and furniture. 


We would suggest the following safeguard to this action, namely, that 

the officials of the Department give special supervision to these young 
people in the use of the equipment thus provided, and that in cases where 
the graduates thus treated fail to make good or prove unworthy, the horses 
and the implements be passed on to sane more deserving person. 


At the Executive of the Board of Hane Missions of The United 
Church of Canada, held in October, 1930, - It was agreed to forward this 
Resclution, simpliciter, to the Department of indian Affairs.

Dear Mr. Ferrier: 


I have not previously made any direct reference 
to your letter giving a detailed statement of the various needs 
of ovr Indian Residential Schools, provision for vhich may be 
included in your estimates for 1931. 


I have tried to investigate as carefully as pos- 
sible the situation at the various places. There are only two 
or three matters to which I should like to refer. 


Fee Re Norway House.- I notice that you are not planning 


| to ask even for a small grant for minor repairs in connection with 
| the Residential School there. My impression of thet old building, 
| after going over it very carefully last year, is that there should be 
a anall sum of a few hundred dollars available annually for repairs. 
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It would, for instance, be vastly improved by a serious attempt to 
re-paint the walls and furniture in the dining-room and by a re- 
lacquering of most of the beds in the dormitories, When I was there 
I discussed with Mr. Gordon the possibility of improving the storm 
windows by stripping them, and we nad Joe Keeper look over the build- 
ing in order to get an estimated idea of how much it would cost. I 
do not know whether the stripping has actually been done or not, As 
I intimated to you in my conversation, I think the fire alarm ar- 
rangements, with only one gong in a building of that size, are en- 
tirely inadequate, and that steps should be taken immediately to in- 
stal a system similar to the one provided in Mount Elgin.

Re Morley.- I have had some further correspondence 
with Mr. Staley and am enclosing a map, which I asked him to pre- 
pare, showing the amount of reserve land which is now actually 
flooded. This will give you some idea of the basis on which he es- 
timates that he will have a deficit of $1,000. this year. I am 
rather disappointed that we have not received a copy of his annual 
report. It does seem as if the Calgary Power Company, in addition

Re Ahousaht.- We are very grateful for your atten- 
tion to the needs of the school there and believe that the plans 
that you are making in that respect are perfectly satisfactory 
and quite as much as Mr. Jones can expect during the current year. 


Re Portage la Prairie.- I hope that it may be pos- 
sible to proceed this year with the building of a Principal's 
residence. If we are to retain Mr. and Mrs. Hendry in the service 
of the Church and of the Indian Department, it is going to be 
necessary to find a separate place of residence for them. Of 
course, I realize that this will add to the total expense of carry- 
ing on the School, as we shall immediatd y be faced with the 
necessity of engaging a Matron. However, I am personally quite 
impressed with the value of Mr. Hendry's services and I am very 
anxious to retain him if it is at all possible. They have, I 
think, borne their full share of the burden for us and the Depart- 
ment by their willingness to reside in the school with all the 
noise and confusion for so many years. 


In conclusion, may I say that I am leaving to-night 
for a visit to the Maritime Provinces, but I am expecting to spend 
MarchSth and 9th in Ottawa and hope it may be possible to have an 
unhurried interview with you on Monday, March 9th.

RE; RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL POLICY. 


WHEREAS the Government of Canada, through the Department of 
Indian Affairs, entered into an agreement with the Churches in re- 
gard to Indian Education in 1910, in which the Hesidentiel School 
for Indian boys and girls under the menagement of the Church was to 
be the chief factor; 


AED WHEREAS this agreement has not been revised in the past 
except by mutual consent; 


AND WHEREAS the Residential Schools, a8 conéucted by The United 
Church of Canada have demonstrated their abijity to fulfil the under- 
takings entered into with the Goverment of Canada. The Church itself 
has pat large sums of money into maintenance from year to year and 
given the services of some of her finest personalities.

AND WHEREAS there is a feeling of uneasiness in regard to the 
attitude of the Department of Indian Affeirs towards the Residential 


School policy in the future; 


WE, THEREFORE, RF UEST THAT the Gove mment make a declaration 
in the immediate future concerning their intention to contime Resi- 
dential Schools for Indian boys and girls and to support them in such 
a way, dy financial end other officiel assistance, that their 
efficiency will be unimpaired and we hepe increased.

In support of our position we mbmit the following considerations 
to show that the Residential School is today the most vital factor in 
the preparation of the Canadian Indian for citisenship: 


(1) ‘The safe-guarding and developing of the health of the pupils.- 
fhe annual report of The Department of Indien Affairs’, to 
mention only one aspect of this important problem, says in re- 
gard to trachoma that the Residential School is the key to the 
solution of the problem. This would apply also in some measure 
to tuberculosis.

The preparation of Indiens for fall citisenship by - 
(a) Providing them with vecationel treining. 


(db) Giving them sufficient educational equipment, so that 
they can compete with other Canedians in various occu 


petions. 


(e) Developing moral fibre and Christian character, which 
are absolutely essential in order that the Indians may 
not only attain citisenship but have the necessary intell- 
ectual and spiritual background to teke fall advantage 
of ite privileges and make their contribution to our 
national life. 


(4) The preservation of native arts and crafts as a pert of 
Canada's contribution to the culture of the worlds 


While we are entirely opposed to the theory thet Hesidential 
Schools should be merely orphanages we do recognise that they 
are still necessary for the adequate care, both physical and 
moral, of indian children from isolated homes, from destitute 
homes, from homes an4 reserves where moral conditions are 
questionable, and of Indien children who have no perents. 


Ye protest against eny curtailment of the Residential School 
policy, as ¢arried out in the areas which ee serve today, in the 
interests of the improved Day School for the following reasons:

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(1) The nomadic character and seasonal occupations of many of the 
Indiens, whiclt makes reguler attendance at the Day School 
impossible. 


(2) The impossibility of giving the Indian the type of education, 
which is essential to his eerning a living and competing in 
the labor market, in the improved school es compared with the 
Residentiel School with its specialised steff.

An increasing proportion of pupils ere children of graduates and 
are by long odds the most promising material for developing 
leadership among the native people, and they will be shut out of 
the Residential Schools by a rigid enforeement of compulsory Day 
School attendance. 


Of 356 Indien pupile in Grade VIII. in Canada 204 are in Residen- 
tial Schools. Among the 94 taking High School work 67 are in the 
Resi dential Schools and 47 of these are in the schoole under our 


auspices.

My dear Mr. Ross? Re: Belanger Case. 


I am in receipt of your communications con- 
ecrning this case and wish to express ny personal opinion that 
it would be very unwise to receive these children into your 
School until such tire as the Department has given a final 
ruling on the matter. While I am convinced thet they ere not 
justified in the attitude which they have taken up to date, 
nothing is to be gal ed by presuming that the ultimate outcomes 
of the negotiations will be favorable to the desires of the 


parents. 


I found it rather difficult vhen I was dis- 
cussing this question with officials of the Department of 
Indien Affeire in Ottawa last week to answer the question as 
to why the United Church was so interested in securing the 


attendance of these three children when there are, according 
to their information, several Protestant children of school 
age on the Reserve who are not in residence and tharefore not 
receiving any education. 


I discussed the matter with two oF three men 
in the Department, including the Deputy Superintendent General, 
ané I em convinced thet they are sincerely trying to be just 
and feir in the decisions made where controversy arises conceri- 
ing whether children should be placed in Protestant oF Roman 
Catholi¢e Schools. 


It is quite clear to me from my experience in 
this case that we have been handicapped in the pest by the fact 
that Principels of our Schools have tried to make their repres- 
entations directly to Ottawa wi thout having the influence of the 
whole Church behind them, while the Roman Catholics are thor- 
oughly organized and the man who approaches the Government on 
any question - even though it be the mattor of the admission 
of © single child - speaks with the authority of tle whole 


communion. 


I am not writing in this vein to indicate that 
I have given up protesting ageinst the rulings which have al- 
ready been made in the Belanger case, but to assure you that 
even if the final decision is ageinst us, we will have done 
our duty when we placed the indisputeble facts before the

Beaton, 
was written in view of the following paragraph contained 
in Mr. Beaton's letter of April 24, 1934, on File 1-1-3:- 


“Rightly or wrongly, there is a growing feeling 
on the part of our missionaries and their represent- 
atives on the Board that the Government plans to take away 
fron the Missionary Societies of the Churches the right 
to nominate teachers for Indian Day Schools. This feeling 
is very pronounced and exceedingly vocal over our whole 
Pritish Columbie Conference. We had before us a very 
strong resolution which was passed by the British Columbia 
Conference last Lay. After due consideration, the 
Comittee reconmended a resolution which is copied here- 
with, and it was unanimously adopted by the Board:- 


"That we reeaffirm our conviction that it is in the 
interests of both the educational and missionary work 
on Indian liissions that the Church should retain the 
right to nominate teachers for Indian Day Schools, and 
that the Secretaries be asked to call a Conference with 
other Churches engaged in Indian work, with a view to 
making representations to the Departwent of Indian 
Affairs asking for assurance that no infringement of 
this right is contemplated.

At the meeting of the British Columbia Conference 
recently held in St. andrew's-Wesley Church, Vencouver, the 
folldwing resolution was passed, which I beg to submit for 
your consideration:- 


"Re. Follow-up work and Placement Officer: 

Whereas the beneficial results of the pres 
of education fostered by the Department of Indien affairs, e5- 
pecially in regard to Residential Schools, sre fully apprec- 
jated by all; 

and whereas we recognize the splendid opportunities 
thus offered to the Indien youth of Canade, the results ob- 
teined fully justifying operations elong this line; 

And whereas we are convinced that neither the Church 
nor the Government of Canada 4s reaping maximum results from 
the exrenditure of money and effort; 

And whereas there is a missing link to complete the 
work which should be forged into the present system along the 
line of "follow-up" work: 

(1) for the advencement of the best interests of grad-= 
uateé and ex-pupils generally, we respectfully request the De= 
pertment of Indian Affairs to take the whole question of what is 
termed 'follow-up" or 'Placement' work immediately under consid- 
eration and appoint 4 Placement Officer or “elfare Officer, who 
would act as intermediary between employers and graduates and 
endeavour to find suitsble employment for greduates at wages 
commensurate to their ability. He should be a man well quali- 
fied to supervise the greduetes in their employment and capable 
of giving vocational guidance to protect their interests and as 
far as possible direct their future; 

(2) That, to give maxinum effect to this 'follow-up' 
system, we further recommend, that the Department of Indien 
affairs establish in central locations a hostel which would be 
an office, a home and club room, where students might reside 
when taking extra vocational training, or when seeking employ= 
ment, or when passing through the city, dnasmuch as by this means

I em hoping to be in Ottawa on Monday, December 3rd, 
but am sending forward an outline of the repairs and improvements 
which seem to be necessary in connection with our Indien schools. 
The two places of greatest need, so far as our work is concerned, 
are the Mount Elgin Indian Residential School, Muncey, and the Nor- 
way House Indian Residential School. The following is the list:-

We are aware that the Architect af the Department hes it 
in mind to remodel the whole interior of this main building at Muncey. 
We do not see the necessity of this but believe that, with the changes 
and improvements suggested and a normal sum spent on repairs annually, 
the present building can be made quite adequate, - unless it is the 

\ desire of the Government to grestly increase the number of pupils.

Remodel end refurnish kitchen, with the exception of 

the stoves.

Recover diningroom tables and provide new benches. 


Instal a steam-pressure plant for hot water and 
laundry purposes. 


New roof for school verandah; present roof leaking 
badly in ell directions.

Refurnish staff bedrooms with proper beds; at pres- 
ent using same type of cote provided for children. 


Purchase 50 new mattresses for children's beds. 


These are imperative needs. The Department should also 
look farward to enlarging and improving the present outside class- 
room at Norway House, so es to provide teaching accommodation for both 
teachers and leave the present classroom in the main building es an 


auditorium. 


In this connection, I would also suggest that serious 
consideration be given to uniting the teaching of the children from 
the Reserve with those in residence, bringing the whole progranue of 
education on the Reserve under the direction of the Principal of the 


\school. 
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Electric refrigeratar.- Probably room at present

If not, the installation of a large cabinet type elec- 
trie refrigerator in one corner of the kitg¢hen would be 
much better than the present system.

New water supply.- It may be that some ection on this 
matter has already been taken by the Department, as Mr. 
A.G.Hamilton, the Inspector, reported on it towards the 
end of September. For the first tine in 76 years the 
spring, which was tapped to supply the School with water, 
is practically dry. Brandon School is at the moment 
without fire protection in that sense. There is enother 
spring, 600 yards farther up the hill, which even in this 
especially dry summer, has maintained a steady flow of 
good water. It would be an inexpensive matter to extend 
the lines to tap this source.

In this connection I would point out that the 
01d Sun School (Anglican) is a modern building, and 
I am sure the Principal, Rev. Mr. House, would gladly 
give the Commission every opportunity to inspect the 


echool. 


The Crowfoot Indian Residential School (Roman 
Catholic), near Cluny, Alta., is not a modern school 
building. It may be found, on inspection, that the 
dormitories are somewhat overcrowded. I am sure the 
Principal, Rev. J. Riou, O.M.I+, also, will be pleased 
to allow the Commission to inspect thie echool.

Change Is Made 
In Indian Work 


Dr. Barner Resigns and Home 
Mission Committees Take Over 
Task of Supervision 


An important change in the ad- 
ministration of the work of the 
United Church of Canada, among 
the Indians in this province and 
elsewhere, becomes effective at the 
present time. 

Up to the present the super- 
vision of the work of the United 
church for the Indians has been 
under the direction of Rev Dr. 
Arthur Barner, who in earlier 
years was in charge of the work 
for the Methodist church of Can- 
ada, which always took a deep in- 
terest in the service to the native 
people. 

Dr. Barner has now reached the 
age for retirement and has given 
up active work. A change has 
therefore been made in the man- 
ner of supervision and in future 
the care of the Indian missions in 
the conferences will be the direct 
duty of the home mission com- 
mittees. 

The work of the United church 
for the Indian people in the Man- 
itoba conference is larger than in 
any other conference of Canada, 
Manitoba being closely followed 
by British Columbia, with Alberta 
third. In the Manitoba conference 
approximately $50,000 is expended 
annually on the work, of which 
slightly more than one-half comes 
from the federal government. |

Inspector Barry has drawn my attention to the fact 
that during the past sessions of the Prince Rupert Presbytery 
of the United Church of Canada considerable adverse criticism 
of the Department's administration in British Columbia was 
voiced. Criticism was also levelled against the administra- 
tion of the Indian Schools and, under these circumstances, 
Capt. Barry considers thet the Rev. Mr. More is merely seek- 
ing an official declaration of policy which will be consider- 
ed probably adversely at the next meeting of the Prince Rupert 
Presbytery. He does not wish, therefore, to take the res~ 
ponsibility himself of supplying the Secretary of the Prince 
Rupert Presbytery with the information desired.

MacKay, Indian Commissioner for Pritish 
Columbia, has been passed on to me for consideration 
and reply. 


I note your request for certain information 
with respect to the administration of Indian schools. 


1. My answer to your first cuestion is based on 
the assumption that the question itself relates to the 
administration of Indian day schools and not to Indian 
residential schools. I may state that it has never 
been found possible to evolve a volicy of uniform 
application throughout the Dominion, with respect to 
housing accommodation for teachers st Indian day 
schools. Where such schools are established close to 
white settlements, cities, towns or villages, teachers 
in charge, particularly fenale teachers, prefer to 
secure board and lodging in the white settlements, 
and, in these cases, no accommodation is provided for 
teachers at the schools. In the outlying districts of 
the Dominion, accommodation for the teacher is usually 
provided and in most cases forms part of the school, 
itself. The furniture, fuel and general suoplies are 
proviced by the Department. In a number of schools, 
the teachers in char e live in homes provided by the 
denominetions or the religious orders to which they 
belong. If the teacher 1s the sole occupant of such 

a house, fuel is provided by the Depzrtment.

2. In reply to the second cuestion, I may state 
that Section 10 of the Indian Act reads as follows:- 


"Every Indian child between the full ages 
of seven and sixteen years who is physically able 
shall attend such day, industrial or boarding 
school as may be designated by the Superintendent 
General (Minister) for the full periods during 
which such sehool is open each year; provided thet 
where it has been made to a peur to tie satisfaction 
of the Superintendent General (Minister) that it 
would be detrimental to any particular Indian child 
to have it discharged from school on attainin;: the 
full age of sixteen years, the Superintendent General

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(Minister) may direct that such child be detained 
at school for such further period as may seem to 

be advisable, but not beyond the full age of 
eighteen years, and in such case the provisions 

of this section vith respect to truancy shall apply 
to such child and its parents, guardians or persons 
with whom such child resides during such further 
period of school ettendance." 


Indian pupils who have obtained creditable 
standing on their Entrance Examinations and who are 
physically fit sare eligible, from year to year, for depart- 
mental tuition grants. These tuition grents enable a 
number of Indian pupils to proceed with the regular high 
school studies or, if they so prefer, with courses of 
vocational instruction. In a limited number of cases, 
grants sre also given to encourage Indian pupils who have 
graduated from high school to proceed with professional 
courses, Law, Medicine, Nursing, etc. 


It is my hope that I have supplied you with 
the information you desire. If I have failed or if you 
desire additional information, I want you to feel 
perfectly free to communicate with me again.

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We sre in receipt to-day of two cheques - one 
for $4500.00, with an accompanying memo. on which is noted, 
"allowance for auarter ended March 31/88, Coqueleetza Res. 
School;" and the other for $2500.00 for the Edmonton Resident ial 
School, with a similar notation. In view of the fact that the 
March quarter grant to the Coqualeetza School should be a little 
over $9,000, and the grant for the Edmonton School over $6,000, 
we cannot understand the marking of cheques for the smaller amounts 
as allowances for the quarter. They ure in both cases probably 
intended as advances on the grants for the quarter, but I think 
I should draw your attention to the wording of the slip which 
accompanied the cheques, so that there may be no misunderstanding 
about the matter.

Dear Mr. Hoey? 


You will remember writing me on Aurust 30th 
that the officer in charge of the Treaty payment trip had re- 
ported that the Indians of certain districts of Northern Manitoba 
had very little knowledge of English. I wrote to Dr. Cormie, our 
Superintendent, asking him to draw the attention of the school 
teachers to the situation, and st the same time I expressed the 
opinion that the children probably knew a little more English 
than they would be willing to admit to a stranger. I som, however, 
in receipt of the following from Dr. Cormie: 


“The report which goes forward by to-day's mail mey 
throw a little light on this whole problem. It is per- 
fectly true ss you say that some children know @ little 
more English then they would be wi lling to admit toa 
stranger, but the conditions under which education is 
carried on on the reserves make it impossible to do very 
much in the way of teaching English or anything else. A 
gmall enrollment, the irregularity of attendance, the 
equipment in the schools, to say nothing of the attitude 
of the people generally toward the education of their 
children, all contribute to make satisfactory educational 
work difficult, if not impossible. In addition to all 
this, there is no reason why they should learn English as 
far as their social contacts co, since English is never 
used on the reserve. 

"T will, of course, write to our teachers, though I 
know that they sre doing the best they can."

Mark Hopkins. Dr. Commie says this log was actually in use in one 
of the schools in Northern Manitoba thst he visited.

In further reference to your letters of 

February 2lst and March 2nd, I should like to asy that on 

a recent trip to British Columbia, I discussed in Vancouver 
with the representatives of the British Columbia Conference 
the suggestion of your Department that we might consent to 
the use of the OCoqualeetze Indian Residentiol School us a 
sanitorium for active tuberculosis cases. I slso had the 
privilege, along with our two Superintendents of Missions 
and Captain R. C. Scott, of meeting with Major MacKay and 
Captain Berrie.to discuss the sae matter. Subsequently, 
the British Columbia Conference Home Mission Committee ap- 
pointed a special sub-committee to consider your suggestion, 
and their report I submitted to the Board of Home Missions, 
which met the week before last. 
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The Board referred the »hole matter to the 
Executive, and appointed a committee omsisting of ny 
colleagues ond myself, Captain Scott, Principal of the 
Coqualeetze Sehool, and a representative of the Woman 's 
Missionary Society, to meet with you and further discuss 
the matter, In the light of these facts, it would seem 
thet the next step is to arrange a date, in the near future, 
when thie eammittee could meet with you end other officials 
of your Department, to go into the matter further.

I am attaching a letter received from the 
Rev. S.S. Osterhout, Superintendent of United Church 
Indian Missions, in which he suggests the erection of a 
smallschool, to accommodate some 25 children, with living 
quarters for an unmarried male teacher. Should the De- 
partment favourably consider this request, the materials 
for the construction of the school could be obtained from 
the Pacific Mills Company and the work carried out by the 
Indians under the same white supervision ina more economical 
manner than if the provision of such a school were left to a 
later date. 


I have discussed this matter with Inspector 
Barry and we are of the opinion that in the event of 4 
successful establishment of an Indian village on the Katit 
Reserve, a small school, with additional accommodation for 
@ single male teacher, would undoubtedly become necessary. 
The cost of erection of such 4 school, muadmr which has not 
been provided for by the Indian Agent and which would pro- 
bably not exceed $1000.00, might possibly be included in the 
Supplementary Estimates.

Dear Ssir,- 

very Reverend F.M. Bunoz,0.M.I., 18 perfect Apos- 
tolic of the Yukon. His residence is Prince Rupert. His 
jurisdiction extends from the 54th Parallel northward west of 
the mountains on the mainland, but includes Queen Charlotte 
Islands and Fort George. This is his diocese. He is not 
a Bishop, but may be addressed as such. 

Regarding Indian schools in his diocese. 
There is a building at Stewart Lake almost ready to open. 
He is inclined to open it if the amount contained in this 
year's estimates for Atlin School and the Babine could be 
applied to the support of the Stewart Lake. I have told him 
that we could switch the grant to the Atlin School and the 
grant for salaries and support of the Babine Schools, but 
gould not switch the amount for the Babine School building. 


That next year we might give him a larger grant but I am not 


favourable to establishing a school at Stewart Lake perman- 


ently. He himself is favourable to the permanent establish- 
ment of a school in his diocese at Fraser Lake on the line 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific. He will write his decision to 
build the Babine school or switch the grant to Stewart Lake 


when he returns to Prince Rupert. Hold the matter in the 
meantime.

In reply to your communication of July 24th ult., I 
must say that I regret very much that long delay with regard 
to the erection of the Fraser Lake Indian school but I suppose 

the Department can't help it under prevailing circumstances; 
Remember, however,that the railway is getting close to Fraser 
Lake now and it will reach that place next summer. 

During the meantime and providing it would not cause 
unnecessary delay in the erection of the boarding school due 
the Indians by specific contract, I would be very giad to see 
day schools established at Babine,Stewart's Lake and Hagwelget. 

These are three important places especially Babine and 
Stewart's Lake where you could find houses to rent, which 
could do for temporary dayschools. The salary of the teachers 

nowever must be up to the standard of the district. Here 
at Prince Rupert the lady feachers are getting $100.00 a 
month. I don't think that any compentent person would 
accept to work in earnest for Indian children for less 
than the above amount. I hope, therefore, the Department 
will understand the importance of paying decent salaries 
in oder to secure immediate and good work in the schools to 
be established. I may add in concluding, that all the In- 
dians of that region are clamoring for schools, they want to 
read and write and the new white settlers show amazement 
at the fact, the Indians have no schools up to the present 


date.

I nave to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 7th instant in further reference to the opening of tem- 
porary day schools at Babine, Stuart's Lake and Hagwelget. 

In reply I beg to say that if thete are temporary 
buildings available at Babine and Stuart's Lake the Depart- 
ment is prepared to make a grant for the teachers' salaries 
and also to supply the necessary school material. However, 
the salary mentioned by you $100. a month, is more than the 
Department pays at any point in British Columbia. As to the 
Salaries, much would depend upon the qualifications. Presum- 
ably it would be almost impossible to get teachers with pro- 
per frofessional qualifications for these inland districts, but 
it may be possible for you to nominate teachers, who, if 
they have not the professional qualifications may nevertheless 
be competent to conduct the work at these day schools. 


With regard to Hagwelget, a school was conducted 
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at Roche Deboule, but was closed sometime ago owing to the 
fact that the Rev. Father Godfrey's time was so taken up with 
his Mission work that he found it impossible to give any atten- 
tion to the day school. Father Godfrey informed the Inspector 
that he hoped to obtain an assistant and Mr. Green was then 
advised that in this event the Department would be pleased to 
have this school re-opened. 

The Department will take up in the meantime with 
the. Fespective Indian Agents,the question of securing tem- 
porary buildings.

<ccole O.M.I. stating that the school opened with an ettendance of 
32 children; but both gentlemen estate that adult Indiane are leaving 
reserve to follow their hunting and other avocations and are compelled 
by shortness of food supply to teke their children with them, 
father Coccola states that on a former occasion when discussing 
school matters with the Dept. and in respect to Indians similarly 
eituated,he had been informed that in cases of this kind the Dept. 
would be willing to provide food to a certain extent, for the children. 
I would be very glad if Dept. could now see their way clear to do 
80,28 without assistance of thie nature there is no doubt that atten- 
-dance will be very poor. 
Father Cocoola suggests soup, to be given, say twice a day. Soup 
has the merit of being easy to prepare, it would also be cheap and ° 
wholesome. 

I might say the Indians at Stuart Lake are# so situcted that they 
have often to leave home for long periods, hunting and fishing. Gompar- 
atively few remain constantly on the reserves. Dept. will realise it 
is next to impossible to maintain anything like a decent school atten- 
-dance under these circumstances. 

I would respectfully request Dept's earnest consideration of above.

REPORT FOR 1886. 


As Secular Education is not the primary object of the Sisters’ work in their school for Indians and 
Half-breed girls, only one examination has been atterfpted this year. 

Before the midsummer vacation the Rev. R. Small, visiting the school in his capacity of Chaplain, 
kindly undertook to examine the children in the following subjects :- 

Church Catechism, Holy ipture, History, Arithmetic, Geography, Dictation and Reading. We 
quote from his report sent to the N. W. “ Gazette,” in August. 

“ The work produced betokened great pains and interest, and an effort on the part of all to do 
their best. 

Scripture, as was right, pre-eminently took first place. The answers given by the elder class on 
this subject were clear and accurate. In the junior class it was at first a matter of difficulty to elicit 
audible answers, nor was this unnatural considering it was their first formal examination, 

The progress made in History and Geography seemed fairly, even amongst the bigger gitls, though 
there was more discrepancy in the reading. 

Perhaps Grammar and Arithmetic are the subjects where there is most room for improvement. 

The Writing and Dictation showed remarkable progress. 

Three Indian girls were examined only in reading and religious knowledge, and very creditable 
specimens were shewn of their writing copied from print.” 

As domestic work in its various branches forms part of the girls’ training, it is impossible for them 
to give more than four hours a day to lessons, but this is done with scrupulous regularity. 

Needlework also receives special attention The Indians take very readily to this part of their 
wlueation. One of the pupils who is very skillful in making moccassins and gloves, has received orders 
for several pairs, and executed them most satisfactorily. 

During the early part of the year the Sisters were much encouraged by the increase of the num- 
bers in their school, but since the Autumn seve ral pupils have of necessity been removed, 

Two little girls who were inmates of the house during their mother’s temporary absence have now 
returned to their home, but they continue to attend as day pupils. Another has gone out to service, 
and we hope that in her case the seed sown will, under the care of a kind mistress, bear some fruit. 

Anxiety and disappointment have in some cases attended the Sisters’ work, but calling forth as 
hey should do an increase of love and patience, such troubles cannot be regarded altogether as 
misfortunes. 

During the summer vacation, eleven children remained with the Sisters, spending part of the

The most deeply interesting part of my work 
soon after my arrival, was the examination of the 
girls’ school carried on by the Sisters of All 
Hallows, in the old parsonage house, to which 
has been tacked on the hospital built when the 
C. P. R. was in course of construction. 

No words of mine can express the intense in- 
terest attached to this work. I could speak of 
the careful and successful teaching ; of the rea- 
diness and accuracy with which my questions 
were almost invariably answered ; of the quick- 
ness of apprehension and the clear understand- 
ing of the subjects treated of in the examination ; 
but what are all these compared with the con- 
viction that could not but come home to my 
own heart, of the love, the trust, the patience of 
the Sisters ; so devoted to their work, so fully 
answered by love and trust and quiet gentle 
obedienee on the part of the children under 
their care. 

The examination occupied the greater part 
of two days, the subjects of exa nination being 
the Catechism, a selected portion of the Old 
Testament (from the Call of Abraham to the 
last of the ten plagues), The Ministry of Our 
Lord, Grammar, History, Geography, Arithme- 
tic, Reading, Dictation, Analysis, Parsing, Reci- 
tation, ke. I began my examination by a strict 
adherence to the text books given me by the 
Sister Superior, but I soon laid these aside and 
took up the examination just as I should do in 
any school which I might be called on to ex- 
amine, and I was more surprised and gratified 
than I can say when I found the intelligent, 
rey, quick an.wers. The children themselves 
seemed to brighten up and look pleased when I 
laid aside the books and appealed to their in- 
telligence rather than to their memories. 

The afternoon of the second day, when sev- 
eral visitors were present. was given to singing, 
recitations, &c., and the specially pleasant task 
of giving prizes and rewards, which were so 
really merited. 

In addition to their regular work in the edu- 
cation of Indian and half-breed girls, one of the 
Sisters has, at the urgent request of some of the 
residents in Yale, undertaken the charge of a 
few of their children, who come daily to school, 
and I know I do but express the feelings of the 
parents when I say that they are more than 
satisfied with the progress their children have 
made, not only in general knowledge, but also 
in the increased gentleness of demeanour and 
quietness of manner we all love to see so much 
in our daughters.

wages, must help out materially the wehool's finances. 

Another point on which stress is laid by the management is 
that were the grant to the institution increased so as to bring 
it within the scope of an industrial school much more effective 
work could be done and the usefulness of the institution en- 
hanced. I rather fail to see how any more good could be had

14 children of echool ag? half of whom are Anglican and the other 
half children of Roman Catholic parenta. It is also noted that 
Father Welch stutes that, after consulting with several of the 
local missionaries of his Church, the general opinion ie that the 
Catholic children of the Spussum Reserve should be sent to the 
Kamloops Indian Residential School, where there is aufficient 
accommodation to provide for them. 


I would, therefore, request that you take the e@arlicus 
possible steps to have the Catholic children of school age and who 
are in good health placed in the Kamloops School. Applications 
for their admission and certificates of health should be forwarded 
in the weual manner, Relative to the children of Anglican parents, 
I ay say thot it te hoped in the near future to ve able to enlar_e 
the Lytton Indian Residential School and these chiluren could then 
be sent there, At the present time we have no funds available to 
start day school operations for the ohildren of the Spuszum Band, 

I shall be pleased to hear later as to the success achieved in 
having the Catholic children sent to Kamloops, If there should be 
any Vacancies later at the Lytton Schocl, consideration should be 
given by the Principal and pearcese to having some of the Anglican 
children sent to that school.

The frequent change of teachers does not work 
well in Indian schools, as it takes time to gain the con- 
fidence of the children, Who are naturally shy, 

Miss Blatchford has had charge of the Lytton Day 
School since the first of January, 1908, and is paid 
$400.00 a year. she is reported to be a faithful worker 
and takes an interest in the welfare of the Indians on 
the reserve, She speaks their language and is known and 
liked by them and, as I mentioned before, the Agent says 
she is of great assistance to him in his worg.

Mr. Cairns, 


Inspector of Indian Day Schools told us before Miss Hobden applied for leave 


there would be no question of closing the School if the average did not fall 


below six. was the number average before Dr.Ffort suggested the School 


being closed on account of the heat. Miss Hobden started immediately on her 


return,and kept the Sohool open for one month. There is no doubt there would 
be many more children attend School if # Schaol was opened scross the river, 


there are twenty-seven shildren of school age in the vicinity,the difficulty 


is the bridje,it is only # railway one and certainly not safe for children 


tc oross as apart from the danger of trains we have often a very strong wind 


blowing,the Indians socross the river are willing to build a sohool between 
the Nikaia and Nehomin Reserves.

In response to your letter of Aug.17,numbered 
Z19651/1 re the Day School at Lytton,I went to Lytton 
August the 28th.I also had a letter from the Agents 
liy.H.Graham,urging me to come as he expected the 
Inspector of Indian Agencies, Mr.A.Mesrav,in Lytton 
on the 28th.of August. 

We fully discussed the school problems with 
special reference to the Day School at Lytton.The 
difficulty here is that the Fraser River divides the 
Indian people at Lytton,part live on one side and 
part on the other.0n the side on which the school 
building is located there there are five pupils of 
school age in attendance.There are three others who 
belong to this side of the river but they have been 
away with their parents for some time.0n the other 
side of the river there are some twelve to fifteen 
of school age. 

After this I saw Archdeacon Pugh and the teach- 
er Miss Hobden.The Archdeacon informed me that the 
school had not been opened on account of the Extreme- 
ly hot weather.The holidays of the Public schools 
had been extended for a week.Then I was informed 
that a number of the Indians were at the present 


time. away from home. 
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Archdeacon suggested that the matter of the 
Day School at Lytton be left till November, and 
that a meeting 3° the Indians be held at which the 
Indian Agentomy myself be present.The Indians will all 
be home at that time.Perliaps some arrangement could 
be made in which all parties would concur that would 
settle the question for some time. 


—— In the afternoon I visited St.Ceorge's Indust- 


rial School.The new building under construction is 


going ahead slowly.Mr.Dawson has found difficulty in 


procuring material.The boys had not all returned from 
their holidays.There ware some 40 present.I did not 
go into the class-rcoms to give an examination. J 
thought it would be better to leave it till later 
when the building was complete and the girls brought 
here from Yale.Conditions would then be normal and a 
report then would give a better idea of what was hetey 
accomplished. 

On my way back to Vancouver I called at Yale. 
Here I found 21 girls who had returned early in 
August.They were in charge of three of the Sisters. 
The fourth Sister was away for holidays.The sister 
Superior had engaged a Schceol teacher but she was 
not able to come at once.The Sisters were carrying 
on the work.The girls became restless and gave more 
or less trouble.The Sisters came to the conclusion 
that they would not carry on the school work any 
longer. 
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They sent a telegram to Archdeacon Pugh inform 
ing him of their decision.They explained to me that 
the arrangement which they made with the Rel .Dawson, 
Principal of the Industrial School, was that he would 
take over the girls when they returned after the holi 


days»They wanted this arrangement carried out as they 
Hid not feel able to stamd the stress and strain of 
the responsibility of caring for the girls any long- 
ler and especially as the girls were so restless. Unles* 
Mr Dawson acts at once the Sisters intend to send the 
| girls home. 

I sent a telegram to Mr.Dawson advising him to 
| come to Yale at once.I informed him of the decision 
| of the Sisters.I remained at Yale till the evening of 
| the SOth., hoping lr.Dawson would arrive. However he 


| aid not come.The problem is his.I did not feel called

Dear Mr Hawksley, 

I wish to acknowledge your’ of Oct 27th in 
which you refer to the need of Day Sznools at Rampart House 
and Forty Mile. I have given the matter considerable thought, 
and am deeply interested in the question of doing all that is 
possible in tne way of providing schools for the Indians at 
votn these two places and elsewhere. For a number of years we 
had a teacher at Forty Mble in fact school has been kept by 
our Chureh at this place since about 1891. A few years ago 
the Indians all practically left there, and made their head- 
quarters at Eagle and Moosehide and elsewhere. For several x 
years our School was continued on expecting that the Indians 
might return to Forty Mile, but year after year passed by 
without any material change in the situation, till at last 
we felt we were not justified in keeping 2 teacher there any 
longer, and he was accordingly removed to Selkirk. Recently 
some of the Indians have come back, and if they continue to 
remain there in any numbers, I shall be glad to do what I can 
in the way of opening up a school, It 18 rather expensive to 
keep a man there continuously. If school could be held regul- 
arly with a fair number of pupils, the Government grant given 
in such cases would be considerable help, but the movements 
of the Indian population are so uncertain that there is a cer— 
tain amount of financial responsibility that 1s not easy to 
meet. I hope to visit Forty Mile before long, and will be glad 
again to consult with you on the matter. 
co With reference to Rampart House, the difficulties 
are somewhat similar. The Church of Ingland has now a native 
Clergyman, the Rev Amos Njootli in charg> of the Mission. He 
does all he can in teaching the Indians to read and write in 
their own tongue, and with considerable success. He travels 


with the Indians to their hunting grounds, and nolds school

and I know it would be 1 great advantage if we could have a 
regular teacher in English for the Indian children. Here again 
financial difficulties have been in the way.

For a short time come 
of them gather together at one place, and during this period 
school could be held, but when the parents go off to hunt ag 
again, their children must accompany them, unless someone 18 
prepared to keep them, and this would require a Boarding School 
of some kind. The Government grant for Day Schools is row given 
according to the number of days school is held. I am afraid 
under the circumstances at Rampart House, the grant would go 
only a very small way towards the expense of keeping a teacher, 
Because of the remoteness of the place it would be impossible 


for a man to come ard go very frequently, 3d he would have to

The property at biiseion, B. C. coneists of 3 blocke 
of land and 3 town lote. Only one block of 155 acres, known 
ae Seo. Gp. 3, Tp. 17, D-L. 2, is used eolely for church and 
mieeion purposes. The reet of the property ie leased to 
Japanese and white tenants and ie not necessary to the manage- 
ment of the boarding school. 15 acree of the plot mentioned 
above ie exempt from taxation and the tax on the remaining 
140 acree of school property amounte to about $470.00 per 
annum.

I wish to recommend, following the correspondence 
between Father Welch and yourself, that thie Department pay

The property at North Vancouver, held under title 
by a iiss Marie Chaminade, coneiete of Block 69 (4 acres) 
on which are the school building and garden, and Blook 123 
(5 acres) used ae a paeturage and potato field. Theee two 
blooke are within the city of North Vancouver and are asseceed 
on the same baeie ae surrounding reeidential property. The 
total valuation ie $68,500.00. The annual taxee on Blook 69, 
on which the school stands, amount roughly to $1,000.00, and 
have been paid from year to year. The unpaid taxee on Blook 
123 - the 5 acres used ae pasturage - amount with penalties 
to $3,666.54. If Blook 123 ie to remain school property, this 
amount will have to be paid before the 30th of September, next. 
The Principal wae prepared to allow Block 12% eold for arrears. 
I believe that both Blocke 69 and 123 (a total of 9 acree) 
are needed for echool purposes. 


You will remember that we diecuesed taking over thie 
property at a nominal sum, until euch time ae it wae not 
required for Indian educational purposes. The intention wae 
to be relieved of the taxation and then return it to the 
present title holders. However, Section 208 of the Municipal 
Aot at the 1919 seeeion of the Frovincial legislature 
precludes such a procedure. It ie stated that lands which 
are held or ccoupied other than by, or on behalf of, the Crown 
shall be liable to taxation, even when the fee of wiic! lande 
ie in the Crown. 


- Two poeeib? 
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Two possible coursee of action remain:- 


The Department could purchage at the tax sale 

Block 123, at a price which, I believe, would be much 
under the present valuation of $42,600.00. The Sistere 
at the school would probably sell ue Block 69,on which 
the school stanée, for about $20,000.00. We should 
remember, however, that we would never use the property 
if we built an Indian residential echool. 9% acres ie 
ineufficient for thie purpose and we would be forced to 
put the property on the market when the Squamish Board- 
ing school is replaced by a modern building eleewhere. 


Block 123 could be sold for taxee and thie Depart- 
ment pay taxes amounting to, roughly ,$1,000.00 per 
annum on Block 69. This procedure would, of course, 
leave the institution with but 4 acres. They might be 
able to rent a pasture and potato patch from the new 
owners of Block 123, or elsewhere. 


I think that thie second suggeetion concerning the 
Squamish Boarding School property ie far from what is 
desired, but, under the circumetancee, I recommend that we 
ve a grant to the echool, of $1,000.00 per year, to pay the 
axation on Block 69, on which the school etande. They will 
have to make arrangemente for their potato and milk supply. 
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I might state that funde are provided in the 1921-22, 
Supplementary Estimates for the payment, if you concur with 
my recommendations in connection with the St. Mary's and

Some monthe ago the attention of the Department was 
drawn to the fact that the st. Mary'e and Squamish Boarding 
Schools, in Britieh Columbia, were gub jected to heavy municipal 
taxation. Theee institutions are eituated on the outskirte 
of Mission City and North Vancouver and, ae the properties are 
owned by Roman Catholic Church Orders, they have not been 
exempt from municipal taxation. 


In order to release the per capita earnings of there 
schools for legitimate current expenses, I caused to be in- 
$is00. in the Supplementary Estimates for 1921-22 ar item of 


Receipted bille for the taxes for 1921 at the 
Squamish Boarding School (¢977.91) and the st. Mary'e Boarding 


Sohool ($468.60) have, at my request, been presented to the 
Department. Theee taxes were levied on that portion of the 
properties in question used exclusively for Indian reeidential 
school purpoees. I beg to recommend that authority be given 
to reimburee the management of the Squamish and St. Mary'e 
Boarding schools. 


At the Squamieh Boarding school the property con- 
siete of two blocks - one of 4 acres, on which the taxes 


‘\mentioned above amounted to $977.91. Thies amount the Depart- 


ment proposes to pay. The school ie situated on thie block 
‘lof land in the City of North Vancouver. Immediately acrose 


‘the etreet from the school, the Sistere in charge own Block 


123 - a 5 acre parcel used for pasturage and for a potato 
patch. This property ie seseeced at $42 ,500: the taxee for 
1920 and 1921 were, reepectively, $1765.44 and $1653.13 
which, with a penalty of $247.97, make & total of $3,665.54.

We therefore purchaeed Slock 123, Dietrict Lot 
271, North Vancouver, from the Reverend cietere, and 4&8 
it ie now Government property, it ie non-taxable, and we 
have aeeumed the payment of the taxee on Lot 69, on which 
the echool buildings sre eituated.

Under the provisions of our Municipal act 
the 1922 taxes had been assessed some months before the 
Crown acquired title. The Crown therefore acquired the 
property with taxes properly ussessed against it, and the 
Municipality is simply exercising its rights to sell the 
lands for taxes assessed prior to the Crown acquiring the 
property. You will observe that under Sec. 255 our 
Municipal act (R.S.B.C. 1924, Chap. 179) taxes are con- 
sidered to have been imposed on and from the lst day of 
January in each year. When you have considered the 
matter in this light, I have no doubt that you will ap- 
preciate and agree with the view point of the City. 


The Council has no desire to indulge in 


litigation and feels sure that, with the facts as outlined 


herein before you, you will agree that the Corporation is 


entitled to taxes due prior to the acquisition of the land

by the Crown and amounting to $781.01 with interest thereon. 
The Council further regrets that the remarks 
of my predecessor have given umbrage. It would be idle to 


deny that the transaction did not at the time of its com- 


Indian Affairs.

At no time however has the Council suggested that the Crown 

was party to any colourable transaction, but at time it was 

felt that the Crown might have been made an innocent party to 

a transaction detrimental to the City's interests owing to 

all facts not having been put before the proper Ministers. 
The facts as I um advised are that in 1922, the 

Council was approached by « party other than the Crown with 

a view to having said Block 123 exempted from taxation. 

Apart from tie re being no authority under the Municipal act

for so doing, the Council in any case could see no valid 
reason for complying. The statement was then made by 
the applicant that the owners could get exemption in some 
other way. Shortly after, the Block was transferred to 
the Crown and has ever since been left undeveloped and un- 
used with the local improvements charged against it payable 
by the City, in addition to the loss of revenue from taxes. 
I take it however from your letter that you are satisfied 
that the Crown was not made use of by the former owners of 
the land without being made aware of all the facts. There 
is, as you no doubt know, an Indian Reserve within the City 
Boundaries. 

I shall be glad to hear from you and if you 
agree that the Uity is rightly entitled under the circumstances 


to $781.01 with interest thereon, the whole situation will be
